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A writer in the London Quarterly Review for October 
presents an alarming view of England’s future as a 
naval power, arguing that “as a naval power England 
stands at the crossroads of her history. She is face to 
face with a crisis which threatens her naval suprem- 
acy.” While England has been called upon year by 
year to find smaller sums for the navy the nations of 
the world have begun the stupendous task of entirely 
rebuilding their fleets to the Dreadnought standard. 
Everywhere, except in the United Kingdom, where work- 
ers are starving, there is naval activity without a parallel 
in history. The old idea of military power as dependent 
on land forces is almost obsolete. The sea alone can 
produce truly great powers. Throughout the German 
states the blue-water gospel has proved a gcspel of 
health; it has consolidated the Empire as nothing else 
could have consolidated it. Naval expansion, which 
ten years ago was the personal ambition of the Emperor, 
is now a national policy. The German navy is growing 
with automatic regularity, and this has given an impetus 
to the activities of other naval powers. Every nation, 
on the initiative of Germany’s active policy, is now be- 
ginning to rebuild its fleet on the standard of the Dread- 
nought, a type of ship which was the inevitable outcome 
of the war in the Far East. The American people will 
not abdicate the position of the second greatest naval 
power in the world, which is the result of the last ten 
years’ appropriations to the fleet. This requires the 
building within the next ten years of eighteen battleships, 
ten large cruisers, twenty small cruisers and 120 de- 
stroyers. This will merely secure our equality with 
Gemany, and this rate of construction will probably 
be considerably exceeded, this writer believes. France is 
endeavoring, though painfully, to tread the same pathway 
as the United States. Russia, Japan, Italy, Austria 
and the South American Republics are all joining in the 
race. All of these States are following the lead of Ger- 
many, which is inspired by the delusive hopes excited by 
England's reduction of her naval expenditures in re- 
sponse to the clamor for disarmament from British rad- 
icalism. Moreover, while England is of necessity scat- 
tering her fleet over the world, Germany is concentrating 
hers in Northern waters that she may be strongest at the 
point of contact. The German naval program definitely 
adopted provides for a scheme of naval expansion unpre- 
cedented in its character, and as her vessels building are 
for aggression and not for defense, there is good reason 
for anxiety, if not for alarm, on the part of England. 
In combination with an army of 3,000,000 soldiers the 
German fleet might bring a weak British government 
to accept terms, disadvantageous if not dishonorable, or 
stay itS hand in going to the aid of a friendly Power. 
The moral of all this is that England must make up her 
mind to heavier expenditures to maintain her supremacy 
at the two-power standard, which is the only safe one 
for her.

There is no fitter place to impress upon a man of peace 
the value to civilization of armed forces than the Island 
of Mindanao, P.I., where the savage Moro objects to the 
civilization not only of the white man, but of the Fili- 
pino, and we are not surprised at the vigorous manner in 
which the Rev. J. H. Sutherland, chaplain of the 23d 
Regiment, replies to the Rev. Edward Everett Hale’s 
prophecy of the disappearance of all the engines of war 
within the coming years and the reign of peace. Chaplain 
Sutherland is editor of the Lantaka, the organ of the 
regiment, published at Zamboanga, and a recent number 
shows clearly the difference of thought between a clergy- 
man who has viewed life always in the environment of a 
high civilization and one who has come into rude shock 
with barbarians, to whom the only appeal is the appeal 


to force. The 23d’s chaplain has seen the Moros thirst- 
ing for the blood of Army sanitarians who were trying to 
save them from cholera, and iias known the necessity of 
physical force to save a people from the fatal effects of 
their own ignorance. He has seen the Army, with the 
aid of its rifles and cannons, doing more in five years to 
take a race out of the clutch of disease and epidemics by 
enforcing sanitary regulations than could be effected by 
peaceful means of education in probably ten times that 
number of years, In the Lantaka of Oct. 19 Chaplain 
Sutherland had this to say of Dr. Hale’s prophecy: “It 
is not discovered that the lack of arms promotes peace. 
There have been more wars fought with clubs and stones 
than with firearms. Men and nations ponder more deeply 
the awful significance of war while looking into the muz- 
zle of a 13-inch gun than when confronted by a catapult. 
The age promises peace; the progress in the art and ap- 
pliances of war guarantees it. The probability of a stand- 
ing army of 100,000 men, together with a reserve force 
of one-half million, and the duplication of the Battleship 
Fleet that recently sailed through these straits will almost 
certainly guarantee peace within our borders for genera- 
tions to come. There is no absolute guarantee of peace, 
either in the family, the community, the nation or the 
world. The rational approach to it is the Army and 
Navy. Having made these equal to the best in the world 
we can face the future with a good conscience and un- 
bounded faith in our mission.” 





The Surgeon General of the Army is criticized by the 
New York Times for lending his support to the new Med- 
ical Reserve Corps, on the ground that the establishment 
of this new reserve corps, composed of civilians to be called 
into active service in case of emergency, by creating a false 
sense of security in the public mind and in Congress, will 
seriously interfere with the efforts of those who have been 
working for the desperately needed increase of the Regu- 
lar Army Medical Service. Surgeon General O'Reilly is 
probably the last member of the Army to wish to check 
in any way the movement for an increase of the Medical 
Corps. In his annual report issued a few days ago (page 
101), he calls attention to the fact that the new organi- 
zation of the Medical Corps provided by the Act of April 
23, 1908, cannot be completed until 1911, and even then 
“the strength of the Medical Corps will finally consti- 
tute 44 per cent. of the number required for the service 
in the front and rear for an army of 100,000 in time of 
war.” ‘This act, which was “to increase the efficiency of 
the Medical Department of the Army,” provided that the 
Department should include a Medical Corps and a 
Medical Reserve Corps: The Times unfortunately has 
confused the words “Medical Corps” and “Medical De- 
partment.” Increasing the Department by the civilian 
doctors does not affect the increase of the Medical Corps 
any more than the formation of a militia reserve or naval 
reserve takes from the necessity of increasing the Regu- 
lar Establishment. Among these civilian medical re- 
servists are many practitioners who are admittedly far 
past the period of life when they would be expected to 
do active duty in the field, but their presence in the 
reserve will serve to attract the younger men and to give 
the weight of learning and position to the personnel. 


The general impression among civilians that the posi- 
tion of commander of a battleship is one of dignified in- 
dependence is not borne out entirely by the views of the 
incumbents of those offices themselves. Some officers may 
have the sense of independence, but there are others who 
take quite another view, as the following from a personal 
letter from an officer commanding a battleship shows: 
“There are more than 900 men on this ship, and, on the 
theory that an official of the government is a servant of 
the people, I am the servant of these nine hundred-odd 
men, and am bound to see that they are kept in food and 
clothing and _ baseball bats—and abundantly supplied 
with occupation. Perhaps I should feel more independ- 
ent if I didn’t have to listen respectfully to the orderly 
every time he comes in and makes one of his infinitely 
numerous reports, and put men in jail when I don’t want 
to. Some of these nine hundred men look more dignified 
and independent than I feel. I wonder whether I look 
dignified and independent. I suppose I ought to do so, 
for to swing a steel mass 504 feet long successfully 
around like monsters, and to make 15,000 tons writhe 
around the corners of narrow channels, is something of 
an art after all, and one not possessed by many of the 
inhabitants of the globe. With all that swinging of 
steel monsters around, there goes the responsibility and 
the knowledge that if the ship runs aground the whole 
civilized world will be acquainted with it inside of twen- 
ty-four hours.” 





“Ex-Attaché,” in the Tribune, discussing the Kaiser 
William affair, says: “Were the Great Chancellor still 
alive, in his prime, and confronted by a situation such as 
that which now prevails in Germany, it may safely be 
assumed that he would meet the difficulty by means of 
war with some foreign power, which would have the 
effect of uniting all Teutons for the purpose of defense. 
Admitting for one moment that he was justified in resort- 
ing to this sanguinary method of attaining his ends, there 
was far less reason for adopting such means as these then 
than there would be to-day. What I mean is this: that 
the discord in Germany among the various states, the 
dissatisfaction of the people with one another, with their 
rulers, and with the government, and above all, their ill 
will toward the confederation as an institution, was far 
less pronounced in 1870, at the outset of the war, than 





it is at present. In both the commissioned and non-com- 
missioned ranks of the German army the favorite and 
daily toast is to ‘the Great Day’—that is to say, when 
Germany shall have wrested from England her maritime 
supremacy. War with England is, in fact, spoken of 
everywhere in Germany as inevitable in the near-future.

better. All this and much more is known in England. 
Had any doubt remained upon the mind of the people 
there it would have been settled by the fact that the prin- 
cipal cause of irritation found by the Germans in the 
London Daily Telegraph interview was the Emperor's 
profession of friendship and sympathy for the English 
in the past. There is not a club in London, not a pub- 
lic house in any of the big cities, nor a village inn in the 
United Kingdom where the coming war with Germany 
dces not form the daily topic of conversation.

In considering the rejections of the white and the col- 
ored applicants for the Army last year, one is struck by 
the fact that the difference in the ratio per thousand w . 
only 5.74. Some other comparisons by color are interest- 
ing. The highest age ratio per thousand of the white nag 
cruits was 191.86 for 21 years, and of the colored 99.12 
for 21 years. The highest ratio for height at 21 iat 
was 5 feet 8 inches for the whites and 5 feet 7 inches 
for the colored. Taking the same age the highest ¥atio 
for weight was 130 to 134 pounds for the whites and 
145 to 149 pounds for the colored. Of the white ple a 
46.73 per cent. were 5 feet 8 inches or over and only 8 32 
per cent. under 5 feet 4 inches, compared with 47.54 and 
1,08 per cent., the corresponding figures for colored troops 
Colored recruits were heavier than white accepted appli- 
ants of the same age. In chest measurement the col- 
ored candidates again showed to advantage. As a gen- 
eral rule in the past all the rates for colored troops ex- 
cept the death rate have been lower than for white troops 
In 1907, however, all the rates, except the admission 
rate, were higher for the colored soldiers, the death rate 
was more than twice as high, and the discharge for disa- 
bility rate almost double. The principal causes cf the 
high death rate among the colored soldiers were tubercu- 
losis and pneumonia. In only three diseases did the col- 
ored troops show a higher admission rate per thousand 
than the white. These were: Rheumatism, white, 9.12 
colored, 17.29; tuberculosis, white, 4.75, colored 9.61: 
pneumonia, white, 2.41, colored, 6.72. 
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The U.S. Navy is pointing the way to an important re- 
form in the treatment of employees of railroads laid off 
because of business depression. These men in the old 
days usually were allowed to go and be lost in the general 
drift of workmen. Not so in our navy yards, however. 
Realizing the value of good workmen in times of urgency, 
efforts were made to insure their return as soon as condi- 
tions, chiefly appropriations, warranted. In the New 
York yard in Brooklyn, for example, the men laid off 
were registered at the Labor Board of the yard according 
to their rating as workmen, whether “excellent,” “good,” 
or “poor.” When men had to be engaged again by the 
government these men had the call in preference to out- 
siders who knew nothing of navy yard work, They were 
taken on in accordance with their standing on the books 
of the board. This principle is now applied by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad whey it has to lay off men. Instead of 
discharging them outright, they are “relieved” and kept 
on the company’s books, and are re-employed on _ the 
seniority plan. In the navy yards merit in workmanship 
and conduct figure in re-employment. The wording of 
the paragraph of the order of the Navy Department deal- 
ing with re-employment is as follows: ‘“Workmen dis- 
charged with a rating as ‘excellent’ for workmanship and 
not less than ‘good’ for conduct shall be placed on rein- 
statement lists in the order of priority of original em- 
ployment.”

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Coincidently with the rise of Germany’s sea power, 
there is going on a remarkable development of the na- 
tion’s waterways. Berlin is now ambitious to be a sea- 
port and a project for a maritime canal from the Baltic 
Sea is under way. The Kaiser Wilhelm Canal, but a few 
years old, has already been found inadequate, and a pro- 
ject has been adopted to double the width and increase 
the depth to forty feet at a cost of $1,000,000 per mile. 
Germany’s example is felt by her neighbors. Brussels, 
Ghent and Bruges are engaged on similar projects. Rus- 
sia has an elaborate project in view for enlarging the 
waterway from the Baltic Sea to the Caspian, a project 
not unlike our own from the Lakes to the Gulf. Great 
Britain has a Royal Commission appointed for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the feasibility of developing an elab- 
orate system of waterways which will involve an expendi- 
ture larger than the total amount expended on our rivers 
and harbors up to date. Throughout an extended tour of 
the Russian waterways from the Baltic Sea to the Volga 
River, J. A. Ackerson, the St. Louis engineer and student 
of inland waterways, found a continuous stream of traf- 
fic. In the River Lek and its connecting canal to Am- 
sterdam the traffic amounts to over sixty thousand ves 
sels of all kinds per annum, 
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A bomb or hand grenade for use of troops in assault 
has been invented by Lieut. W. 8S. Mapes, 25th U.S. Inf., 
and a sample sent to the arsenal at Manila for trial. A 
tube of light cast iron 9 inches in length and 1 inch in 
diameter is loaded with gun cotton for one-third its 
length. A detonator cap is placed in the lower end of 
the tube. Around the powder chamber is placed a small 
can made of light tin. This can holds 40 leaden bails, 
held solid by sulphur melted and poured upon them and 
allowed to harden. The upper part of the tube contains 
a cap with a punch or plunger called the war head. The 
bomb can now be carried with great safety, but for fur- 
ther safety a plain cap of tin fits over the detonator end 
of tube. To use the grenade, the soldier pulls off the pro- 
tecting cap and throws it away, pulls off the war head 
and places it over the detonator end, whirls the grenade 
over his head by attached tapes like a sling, and casts the 
whole thing from him. It can be thrown with great ac- 
curacy up to 125 yards, the tapes streaming out behind 
keep the grenade war head to the front, the thing falls 
after describing a semicircle and on hitting the ground 
explodes, throwing the balls and pieces with terrific force 
parallel to the ground, so that even men lying down are 
not protected. The cost of this grenade is very little and 
it is of especial value in use against Moro cottas. Lien- 
tenant Mapes has designed also a “poncho boat,’”? which 
the Lantaka of the 23d U.S. Infantry, published at Zam- 
boanga, says is one of the most practical and useful de- 
vices yet invented for field service. These are the diree- 
tions condensed for making the “boat”: Fold poncho by 
bringing two ends together, black surface outside. With- 
in the fold place a shelter tent pole two halves joined, 
so that the ends of poncho will turn up equidistant at 
ends of pole. With a shoe string or leggin lace, lace an- 
other pole between poncho ends on opposite sides, to cor- 
respond. Fold a shelter half so that it will be about 22 
inches wide and as long as a coupled shelter tent pole, 
and lay it in the center of the poncho spread on the 
ground. Place two rifles, bolts up, muzzles turned in op- 
posite directions, parallel about 18 inches apart, on the 
folded shelter half. Place one-half of a shelter pole about 
1 1-2 inches from the ends of shelter tent poles already 
in poncho and pull up poncho ends to form ends of boat. 
as far as rifles will let it come. Make a noose of shelter 
rope around gathered poncho and crossed ends of shelter 
tent poles; make all tight by a couple of half hitches and 
draw poncho end tight to other side of boat or end of 
pole, and by half hitches secure poles and poncho corners, 
Treat both ends of boat the same, takingecare to draw 
rope tight. This makes the boat about 20 inches wide, 
8 inches deep and as long as the rifle. Now lay the hav- 
ersack, flaps down, between the two rifles on bottom of 
boat to keep rifles apart, and place two more rifles on top 
of them, muzzles in opposite directions, bolts up. Bend 
two blanket rolls “U” shape and force them across end 
and along inside of boat to hold up ends and sides and 
place on top of them, in same manner, the two rolls from 
which are missing the poncho and shelter half. To effect 
a perfect balance of boat, the muzzles of the rifles must 
always be placed in opposite directions. .The rest of the 
equipment of the four men can be placed on top of haver- 
sacks and rifles. The “poncho boat” floats the entire 
equipment of four men, and during a test on Oct. 12, 
1907, floated in addition a ten-year-old boy. The buoy- 
ancy of the boat can be still further increased by fasten- 
ing the four empty canteens to its corners, or by coupling 
them together and placing them under the boat and along 
the sides to act as floats.

A new rifle which is denominated the “weapon of the 
future” is the subject of an article in the November 
United Service Magazine of London by Arnold Louis 
Chevallier, who describes the Sjogren gun. The inventor, 
Sjogren, has reverted to first principles in evolving his 
rifle, and has called to his assistance the peculiar prop- 
erties of his inertia. This theory is the groundwork for 


his invention. Stripped of its technical language, the 
explanation of the working of the gun is that the breech 
block is incased in an exterior limb of somewhat massive 
construction, which may be endowed with an independ- 
ent, yet limited, motion of its own. Though this sleeve 
completely encompasses and protects the cylinder, it ac- 
companies the latter in the closing and opening motions. 
This backward and forward overdraft is controlled by a 
stout spring, the duty of which is to store a part of the 
energy of recoil and to act as a sort of buffer until the 
backward drive has exhausted itself. Upon the charge 
emerging from the barrel the mass of the arm begins to 
move but not the sleeve, which actually hangs back and 
retains its position relatively to the gun. The backward 
thrust of the gun compresses the recoil storing spring, 
until the sleeve has acquired the same speed backward as 
the gun itself. This sleeve is called the breech-bolt cover 
and in its backward travel affects mechanism so that a 
new cartridge is fed into place mechanically. This utili- 
zation of the backward action substantially eliminates 
the kick of the old-time rifle. Chevallier says that all 
previous gun inventors went far afield in their efforts to 
solve the automatic arm problem because they assigned 
to the barre] functions which it was never intended to 
perform. They rendered it mobile or tapped it. It 
never occurred to them that the very inertia of a de- 
tached limb constituted an element of vitality from which 
all the movements requisite to work the breech action 
could be obtained. The new arm lays claim to perfect 
balance. Its light weight (8 1-2 lbs.) and reasonable 
length (46 inches) favor its use by cavalry, especially 
since there are no protruding parts to catch the dress, 
Clips and single cartridges may be used at will. As a 
single loader the piece acts perfectly. The system is suit- 
able to all reduced calibers.

Comte Philibert de Rambuteau, in his Memoirs, draws 
a very amiable picture of Napoleon I., with whom he 
was in constant personal intercourse during the years 
in which he served the Emperor as his chamberlain. He 
describes numerous occasions on which Napoleon showed 
great kindness of heart. Though he was kind and un- 
affected, his good nature has never impaired his dignity. 
He could be terrible in rebuke, but his passion soon 
passed, especially in the case of his soldiers, for whom 
he reserved his familiarities, proud even of such of their 
pranks as indicated high spirit. “Imperious as was his 
manner sometimes, no one could show more delicacy in 
bestowing praise, although the commendation might be 
only a word or a smile, a gesture or a question discreetly 
put, but which would be enough to show that he had a 
retentive memory; and was worth more than volumes of 
praise.” “He was fond of talking, which afforded him 
a welcome distraction. He always spoke on serious sub- 
jects.” Frequently Napoleon worked ten, twelve, fifteen 








hours a day without any interval for rest or refresh- 
ment. Then he would say: “My legs are swollen; I need 
exercise; write to Berthier.” Thereupon he would tire 
out six horses, take a bath on his return, dine and then 
go to bed, sleeping eight hours on end, and recover 
strength enough to last him for a week. With the ex- 
ception of his dinner, his food was simple; he break- 
fasted when he could spare the time. He always dined 
in private with the Empress, except on Sunday, when 
he gave a family dinner; then the only guests were all 
crowned heads. His household was conducted with the 
most rigid economy, his servants being required, for ex- 
ample, to produce the ends of the burnt candles before 
they could get new ones. He limited the cost of his 
personal wardrobe to $4,000 annually, and he was some- 
times angered by the expenditure of this amount.

Subsistence officers of the Army and Navy may de- 
rive important information from gastronomic researches 
in the Orient by distinguished travelers. Prof. Frederick 
Starr, professor of Anthropology in the University of 
Chicago, is quoted as having said that every tribe in the 
Philippines, where he spent months making investiga- 
tions, is, capable of self-government. To the objection 
that some tribes were dog eaters, he said they ate only 
clean, white, young dogs, and for his part he would as 
soon eat dogs as swine or raw oysters, As a sort of 
sauce to this canine feast, Capt. Edoardo Baccari, of 
the Italian army, says the New York World, has just 
published a book which is in a sense a defense of canui- 
balism. The Captain has lived long in the Congo and he 
asserts that the man-eating tribes are the gentlest and 
most timid of all the African races. This hardly har- 
monizes with his statement that the perils and excite- 
ment attending a man-hunt give a savor to the meal that 
every sportsman will enjoy. In his efforts to make them 
see the enormity of eating human flesh, he could make no 
more impression upon the natives than even so enthusias- 
tie and eloquent a vegetarian as Secretary Charles Mont- 
gomery, of the National Vegetarian Society. could make 
on a confirmed meat-eater like that Army officer on Gov- 
ernors Island, N.Y., who has a great liking for planked 
surloin steaks. There is a mystery about this anthro- 
pophagous African diet. The Italian officer says the 
men never permit the women to enjoy it, but he con- 
fesses his inability to discover the reason. 





No literary discovery in the world of military data of 
recent years will interest students of the Napoleonic cam- 
paigns more than the publication of hitherto unknown 
facts relative to the self-expatriation of General Dumou- 
riez, the famous French leader, and his efforts to aid 
England in its wars with France. Frenchmen have exe- 
crated him as a traitor and the newly printed matter con- 
cerning him does not put him in a better light. In a life 
of Dumouriez just published in London, much is made of 
a manuscript in the handwriting of Dumouriez, which 
had not before seen the light. In this manuscript was a 
variety of schemes for the defense of the English coast, 
and many letters from him tdé the Duke of Wellington 
during the Peninsular war and the Hundred Days. is 
hatred of Napoleon, of whom he was probably jealous, 
and his sentiments as a Royalist, are supposed to have 
driven Dumouriez to fly from his native country and 
make common cause with her enemies.

Lieut. W. V. Tomb, U.S.N., recruiting officer at Den- 
ver, Colo., sent a spirited protest to the Rocky Mountain 
News of that city against the dismissal of a case against 
a man arrested on a burglary charge, in order that he 
might join the Navy. The Lieutenant says: “The Navy 
is not a reformatory, and under no circumstances will an 
applicant having a bad reputation be enlisted.” He is 
astonished that a district attorney could propose or a 
judge further such a plan, and continues: “The young 
men who are to-day entering the Navy are doing so with 
their eyes wide open to the advantages offered them, and 
these same young men are proud of the fact that they 
are members of the best Navy in the world. No appli- 
cant for enlistment in the United States Navy will, under 
any circumstances be accepted, if the recruiting officer 
has any doubts whatsoever as to the applicant’s respec- 
tability.”. Needless to say, the man was not enlisted. 





The militia of Ontario, Canada, have recently been 
angered by the allegations of a member of the W.C.T.U. 
that the officers in Niagara camp, where the Toronto and 
York County men go for maneuvers, were “soaked” all 
the time and the men on pay day spent all their time 
drinking. In refuting such charges which were so exag- 
gerated as scarcely to need refutation, a regimental chap- 
lain is quoted as saying that in the camp where 6,500 
men were quartered twelve days, he saw less drunkenness 
than in his home town with a population of only 2,500. 
One man died of too much liquor in Niagara camp and 
much was made of it till it turned out he was not a 
soldier.

Naval officers whose warships assemble clouds of motor 
boats in the waters of New York Bay may be surprised 
to know that licensed officers are not required on any 
pleasure motor vessel, no matter how large she may be, 
and if the craft is under sixteen tons it is not necessary 
to document it at the Custom House. Licenses are held 
by operators of many pleasure motor boats, who wish oc- 
casionally to earn a few dollars by taking passengers for 
hire. Motor-driven fishermen, oystermen, etc., are also 
exempt from inspection, and do not require licensed offi- 
cers. This creates a great danger in passenger business, 
as some boats are registered as oystermen, but never do 
anything but passenger business. 








The outbreak of cerebro-spinal fever at Columbus Bar- 
racks last year taught an important lesson as to age. 
The disease showed such a partiality for the young that 
the Surgeon General of the Army recommends that in 
ease the disease should appear at other depots the very 
young members of the Hospital Corps should not be put 
on duty as nurses, but rather the oldest men. Out of 
twenty cases recorded only one was above 23 years. The 
cause of the outbreak was not ascertained. 


The United States Civil Service Commission announces 
an examination Jan. 6, 1909, for the position of assistant 
engineer of tests (male), $1,200 per annum, Ordnance 
Department at Large, Watertown Arsenal, Massachu- 
setts, and vacancies requiring similar qualifications as 
they occur in any branch of the Service. 





THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


On the subject of the Army and Navy President 
Roosevelt in his annual message transmitted to Congress 
on Dec. 8 says: 

As regards the Army, I call attention to the fact that 
while our junior officers and enlisted men stand very high, 
the present system of promotion by seniority results in 
bringing into the higher grades many men of mediocre 
eapacity who have but a short time to serve. No man 
should regard it as his vested right to rise to the highest 
rank in the Army any more than in any other profession. 
It is a curious and by no means creditable fact that there 
should be so often a failure on the part of the public and 
its representatives to understand the great need, from the 
standpoint of the Service and the nation, of refusing to 
promote respectable, elderly incompetents. The higher 
places should be given to the most deserving men without 
regard to seniority; at least seniority should be treated 
as only one consideration. In the stress of modern indus- 
trial competition no business firm could succeed if those 
responsible for its management were chosen simply on the 
ground that they were the oldest people in its employ- 
ment; yet this is the course advocated as regards the 
Army, and required by law for all grades except those 
of general officer. As a matter of fact, all of the best 
officers in the highest ranks of the Army are those who 
have attained their present position wholly or in part by 
a process of selection. 

The scope of retiring boards should be extended so that 
they could consider general unfitness to command for any 
cause, in order to secure a far more rigid enforcement 
than at present in the elimination of officers for mental, 
physical, or temperamental disabilities. But this plan 
is recommended only if the Congress does not see fit to 
provide what in my judgment is far better, that is, for 
selection in promotion, and for elimination for age. Offi- 
cers who fail to attain a certain rank by a certain age 
should be retired—for instance, if a man should not at- 
tain field rank by the time he is forty-five he should of 
course be placed on the retired list. General officers 
should be selected as at present, and one-third of the 


- other promotions should be made by selection, the selec- 


tion to be made by the President or the Secretary of War 
from a list of at least two candidates proposed for each 
vacancy by a board of officers from the arm of the Service 
from which the promotion is to be made. A bill is now 
before the Congress having for its object to secure the 
promotion of officers to various grades at reasonable ages 
through a process of selection, by boards of officers, of the 
least efficient for retirement with a percentage of their 
pay depending upon length of service. The bill. although 
not accomplishing all that should be done, is a Jong step 
in the right direction; and I earnestly recommend its 
passage. or that of a more completely effective measure. 

The Cavalry arm should be reorganized upon modern 
lines. This is an arm in which it is peculiarly necessary 
that the field officers should not be old. The Cavalry is 
much more difficult to form than Infantry, and it should 
be kept up to the maximum. both in efficiency and in 
strength, for it cannot be made in a hurry. At present 
both Infantry and Artillery are too few in number for 
our needs. Especial attention should be paid to develop- 
ment of the machine gun. A general service corps should 
be established. As things are now, the average soldier 
has far too much labor of a non-military character to 
perform. 

NATIONAL GUARD. 

Now that the organized militia, the National Guard, 
has been incorporated with the Army as a part of the 
pational forces, it behooves the government to do every 
reasonable thing in its power to perfect its efficiency. It 
should be assisted in its instruction and otherwise aided 
more liberally than heretofore. The continuous services 
of many well-trained Regular officers will be essential in 
this connection. Such officers must be specially trained 
at Service schools best to qualify them as instructors of 
the National Guard. But the detailing of officers for 
training at the Service schools and for duty with the 
National Guard entails detaching them from their regi- 
ments, which are already greatly depleted by detachment 
of officers for assignment to duties prescribed by acts of 
the Congress. . 

A bill is now pending before the Congress creating a 
number of extra officers in the Army, which, if passed, as 
it ought to be, will enable more officers to be trained as 
instructors of National Guard and assigned to that duty. 
In case of war it will be of the utmost importance to have 
a large number of trained officers to use for turning raw 
levies into good troops. , 

There should be legislation to provide a complete plan 
for organizing the great body of volunteers behind the 
Regular Army and National Guard when war has come. 
Congressional assistance should be given those who are 
endeavoring to promote rifle practice so that our men, in 
the Services or out of them, may know how to use the 
rifle. While teams representing the United States won 
the rifle and revolver championships of the world against 
all comers in England this year, it is unfortunately true 
that the great body of our citizens shoot less and less as 
time goes on, To meet this we should encourage rifle 
practice among schoolboys, and indeed among all classes, 
as well as in the military services, by every means in our 
power. Thus, and not otherwise, may we be able to assist 
in preserving the peace of the world. Fit to hold our 
own against the strong nations of the earth, our voice for 
peace will carry to the ends of the earth. Unprepared, 
and therefore unfit, we must sit dumb and helpless to de- 
fend ourselves, protect others, or preserve peace. The 
first step—in the direction of preparation to avert war if 
possible, and to be fit for war if it should come—is to 
teach our men to shoot. 

THE NAVY. 

I approve the recommendations of the General Board 
for the increase of the Navy, calling especial attention 
to the need of additional destroyers and colliers, and 
above all, of the four battleships.- It is desirable to com- 
plete as soon as possible a squadron of eight battleships 
of the best existing type. The North Dakota, Delaware, 
Florida and Utah will form the first division of the 
squadron. The four vessels proposed will form the second 
division. It will be an improvement on the first, the 
ships being of the heavy, single caliber, all-big-gun type. 
All the vessels should have the same tactical qualities, 
that is, speed and turning circle, and as near as possible 
these tactical qualities should be the same as are in the 
four vessels before named now being built. 

I most earnestly recommend that the General Board 
be by law turned into a General Staff. There is literally 
no excuse whatever for continuing the present bureau or- 
ganization of the Navy. The Navy should be treated as 
a purely military organization, and everything should be 
subordinated to the one subject of securing military effi- 
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ciency. Such military efficiency can only be guaranteed 
in time of war if there is the most thorough previous 
preparation in time of peace—a preparation, I may add, 
which will in all probability prevent any need of war. 
The Secretary must be supreme, and he should have as 
his official advisers a body of line officers who should 
themselves have the power to pass upon and co-ordinate 
all the work and all the proposals of the several bureaus. 
A system of promotion by merit, either by selection or by 
exclusion, or by both processes, should be introduced. It 
is out of the question, if the present principle of prome- 
tion by mere seniority is kept, to expect to get the best 
results from the higher officers. Our men come too old, 
and stay far too short a time, in the high command posi- 
tions. 

Two hospital ships should be provided. The actual ex- 
perience of the hospital ship with the fleet in the Pacific 
has shown the invaluable work which such a ship does, 
and has also proved that it is well to have it kept under 
the command of a medical officer. As was to be expected, 
all of-the anticipations of trouble from such a command 
have proven completely baseless. It is as absurd to put 
a hospital ship under a line officer as it would be to put 
a hospital on shore under such a command. This ought 
to have been realized before, and there is no excuse for 
failure to realize it now. ; 

Nothing better for the Navy from every standpoint has 
occurred than the cruise of the Battleship Fleet around 
the world. The improvement of the ships in every way 
has been extraordinary, and they have gained far more 
experience in battle tactics than they would have gained 
if they had stayed in the Atlantic waters. The American 
people have cause for profound gratification, both in view 
of the excellent condition of the fleet as shown by this 
cruise, and in view of the improvement the cruise has 
worked in this already high condition. I do not believe 
that there is any other service in the world in which 
the average of character and efficiency in the enlisted men 
is as high as is now the case in our own. I believe that 
the same statement can be made as to our officers, taken 
as a whole; but there must be a reservation made in re- 
gard to those in the highest ranks—as to which I have 
already spoken—and in regard to those who have jnst 
entered the Service; because we do not now get full bene- 
fit from our excellent naval school at Annapolis. It is 
absurd not to graduate the midshipmen as ensigns; to 
keep them for two years in such an anomalous position 
as at present the law requires is detrimental to them and 
to the Service. In the Academy itself, every first class- 
man should be required in turn to serve as petty officer 
and officer; his ability to discharge his duties as such 
should be a prerequisite to his going into the line, and 
his suecess in commanding should largely determine his 
standing at graduation. The Board of Visitors should 
be appointed in January, and each memocr should he 
required to give at least six days’ service, only from one 
to three days’ to be performed during June week, which 
is the least desirable time for the board to be at Annapo- 
lis so far as benefiting the Navy by their observations Is 
oncerned. oe 
" Most of the message is cccupied with the repetition of 
suggestions made in former messages. The flourishing 
conditions of the finances of the country are referred to 
and the placing of the railroads entirely in the hands of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is advocated. 
“Wrong doers of great wealth” are held up asa class to be 
reprobated and the corruptionist and fomenter of class 
hatred are bracketed together. Government control of 
trade combinations doing interstate business is advised, 
and the line is drawn between the wise regulation of 
vast corporations and the chilling of initiative. Employ- 
ers’ liability, protection for wage workers injured at their 
work, reforms in the courts, the unwillingness of certain 
judges to interfere with the wrong doing of very rich 
men, the injustice to laborers in certain forms of con- 
tract, the restraint on the power of injunction are dis- 
cussed in the vigorous style characteristic of the Presi- 
dent. A good word is said for the preservation of the 
forests and “or the kindred subject, the improvement of 
inland waterways. His suggestion under this head that 
the military engineers he relieved from their work as 
‘being unfitted for a broad view of the waterways situa- 
tion will come as a surprise to those who have followed 
‘the splendid work of this body of public servants. | We 
refer to this matter elsewhere. Reforms in national 
parks are advocated, and the law prohibiting details from 
tthe Secret Service to other departments is condemned as 
being in the interest of the “criminal classes only.” The 
advantages of the postal savings bank and parcel post 
‘are set forth and national action for the preservation of 
the public health is counseled. Lake Erie fisheries as 
avell as interstate fisheries need control by the Federal 
@overnmnt to prevent frequent clashes between rival 
commonwealths. ” 

Of the Panama Canal the message says that “the 
work is being done with a speed, efficiency, and entire 
devotion to duty, waich make it a model for all work of 
the kind. No task of such magnitude has ever before 
‘been undertaken by any nation, and no task of the kind 
Ibas ever been better performed. The men_on the Isth- 
mus, from Colonel Goethals and his fellow Commissioners 
‘through the entire list of employees who are faithfully 
doing their duty, have won their right to the ungrudging 
wespect and gratitude of the American people. 

The extension of the Ocean Mail Act of 1891, for de- 
veloping mail lines to South America, the Philippines, 
Asia and Australasia, is advocated as “the creation of 
‘such lines should be the natural corollary of the voyage 
of the Battleship Fleet, and should precede the opening 
of the Panama Canal.” Strong emphasis is given to 
ithe needs of military fortifications to defend _the Ha- 
waiian Jslands, and the point is made that “it is almost 
useless to make them impregnable by’ sea if they are 
left open to land attack. In Hawaii it is worse than 
useless to establish a naval station unless we establish it 
behind fortifications so strong a landing force could take 
them only by regular siege.” ! L 

As to the Philippines, the President says that “real 
progress toward self-government is being made, but no 
one can prophesy the exact date when it will be wise to 
consider independence as a fixed and definite policy. 
The conferring of American citizenship upon the people 
of Porto Rico is again recommended and, in mentioning 
the prospective ecssation of U.S. Army occupation in 
about two months, the Cubans are warned that the only 
way “a people can permanently avoid being governed 
from without is to show that they can and will govern

Referring to the International Exposition in Japan, 
postponed till 1917, as the first of its kind ever held in 
‘Asia. the message says the United States, because of the 
ancient friendship between the two countries, takes a 
deep interest in its success, and the President at this 
point takes the opportunity to express his appreciation 
of the way in which in Japan, Australia, New Zealand 
and all the states of South America the Battleship Fleet 
lias been received on its practice voyage around the 
world. ‘The American Government cannot too strongly 


express its appreciation of tlie abounding and generdus 
hospitality shown our ships in evéry port.” 
REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR: 


The annual report of the Secretary of War, Luke B&. 
Wright, is chiefly made up of synopses of the department 
reports which we have heretofore published. The esti- 
mates for the next fiscal year amount to $189,755,039, 
about $52,000,000 over the appropriations for the present 
year. For public works of a civil character about $24,- 
000,000 is asked, and about $10,500,000 additional esti- 
mate for the Army, Military Academy, and the Militia. 
Military public works call for an increase of $17,800,000. 
Secretary Wright especially recommends an addition of 
612 officers to the Army, and also approves a policy for 
elimination. ‘These propositions, which were before Con- 
gress at its last session, will be strongly urged this year. 
On this subject the Secretary says: 


“Whilst the increased number of officers asked for are 
urgently needed now, their value in case of war can not 
be overestimated. * * * The United States is for- 
tunate in having a great mass of intelligent, courageous, 
and patriotic young men to draw from in case of war, 
and undoubtedly in the course of time, even with un- 
trained officers, they could be made an efficient fighting 
machine equal to any in the world; but we can not as- 
sume that time will be given us, in the first place, and 
in the next, the waste of life and treasure resulting from 
lack of trained officers has been shown to be enormous. 
* _™* * Therefore it would seem to be a measure of 
wise economy to provide an extra number of highly 
equipped officers, who could be immediately utilized in 
case of emergency, to say nothing of the further fact that 
it might result in preventing serious disaster in the be- 
— of any war in which we might find ourselves en- 
gaged. 

_ “There is another and very necessary way of increas- 
ing the efficiency of the Army in respect of its officered 
personnel without increasing the number, and that is by 
a process of elimination of officers who are not of the 
best. There are a number of officers in the Army who 
do not take that interest in the Service that is demanded, 
and while they keep within the letter of the law and 





regulations it is impossible to get rid of them and fill” 


their places with more efficient officers so as to keep the 
efficiency of the Service always up to the highest stand- 
ard. The present law, while calculated by its terms to 
produce the desired effect of weeding out incompetent 
and unworthy officers, has utterly failed to accomplish 
this result except in the case of physical disability. In 
these cases it has worked well; but in the case of in- 
competence or unfitness for other causes only an insig- 
nificant number have been gotten rid of under this law, 
even of the affirmatively and positively incompetent, and 
the negatively and inferentially incompetent have never 
been reached. Qn an average only one officer a year has 
been retired under this law for any other reason than 
physical disability. 

“These conditions to which attention is thus drawn 
have long had the earnest and careful thought of the best 
minds of the Service. I think it is agreed by them that 
there is no other subject so vitally important to the wel- 
fare of the Army. Such was the view of my predecessor, 
who twice recommended the enactment of legislation on 
the subject as indispensable to the efficiency of the Army. 
From such knowledge on the subject as my brief service 
in the War Cffice has given me, supplementing a consid- 
erable experience with and observation of Army admin- 
istration while in the Orient, I fully agree in this judg- 
nent. 

“The evil of this situation can be remedied by enacting 
a law which shall, with proper restrictions, automatically 
create a specified number of vacancies at certain fixed 
periods hy the retirement of a corresponding number of 
officers who shall be determined to be, not necessarily un- 
fit, but the least fitted to remain in the Service, and with 
the further modification of the 1890 law, that instead of 
being wholly retired with one year’s pay only, officers 
when retired under the proposed act should receive a 
yearly retired pay in proportion to their length of active 
service. The new law should be drawn with a view of 
putting officers into responsible positions while in the 
fullness of their vigor and of weeding out all those who, 
from the lapse of years or from any other cause, have 
ceased to be fully equal to the work the government has 
a right to expect. In this we should only be following 
a course similar to that which the experience of all first- 
class foreign powers has demonstrated to be necessary. 

“Such a bill (S. 7254) was introduced in the Senate 
at the last session of Congress, but no further action 
was taken upon it. The passage of this bill is urgently 
recommended.” 

The gratifying decrease in the desertions reported is 
ascribed to the re-establishment of the U.S. military 
prison, more strenuous efforts to apprehend and punish 
deserters and the change of enlistment from general re- 
cruiting stations to recruit depots. 

In his summary of the report of the Chief of Artillery, 
Secretary Wright says: “The value of submarine mines 
as an element of harbor defense has been completely es- 
tablished by recent war. Our system of submarine mines 
is practically perfect as a war weapon, and being under 
complete electrical control from the shore a line of mines 
may be rendered instantly destructive to an enemy or 
harmless to passing friendly vessels. While commendable 
progress has been made in the completion of both subma- 
rine-mine structures and equipment for all fortified har- 
bors in the United States, it is estimated that $1,727,169 
will be required to complete the submarine-mine defenses 
of the United States. In case of war, if the enemy is ag- 
gressive, an attack on a harbor may even precede a for- 
mal declaration of war, as was the case in the attack on 
Port Arthur during the Russo-Japanese war. To meet 
such an emergency a complete mine equipment of every 
harbor to be mined should be kept on hand ready to be 
planted, and it should be made possible to mine effective- 
ly every harbor within forty-eight hours. Without an 
adequate force of trained men capable of handling all 
these different elements of defense our seacoast fortifi- 
eations are useless and all the expenditures made upon 
them—now amounting in round numbers to about $85,- 
000,000—are worse than wasted, for they have lured us 
into a sense of security and protection. 

“The total strength of the Coast Artillery Corps now 
authorized by law is 701 officers (excluding chaplains) 
and 19,321 enlisted men. To furnish one-half of the 
personnel required for one complete manning detail for 
the guns now provided in the United States, the full num- 
ber for the mines, and the full number for guns and 
mines now provided for the insular possessions will re- 
cuire 370 officers and 7,071 men, in addition to those now 
authorized by law, and ultimately this number will have 
to be increased to 674 officers and 15,755 enlisted men 


when all tlie coast defenses proposed but iiot yet con- 
structed in the United States, the insular possessions and 
the entrances to thé Panama Canal dre finished. * * * 
Barracks for the Coast Artillery, now under construction; 
have all beén completed, it will be necessary to ask Con- 
gress to increase the Coast_Artillery by about one-Half o' 
the 674 officers and 15,755 enlisted men above fefer 
to. There would seem to be small question that in drdet 
to secure the highest efficiency for the Coast Artillery it 
should be organized for administrative putposes into ter 
ritorial commands separate from those of the mobils 
forces of the Army and placed under the command of 
general officers trained in the handling of Coast Artillery 
troops and having adequate knowledge of the tactical 
and administrative needs of this arm. The anomaly of 
the present arrangement is pointed out at considerable 
length by the Chief of the Coast Artillery in his annual 
report, and attention is especially invited to his remarks 
on the subject. The armament of the seacoast fortifica- 
tions is in a very forward state of effectiveness and 
while the coast defense of the United States is not com- 
plete, such armament as has been provided is believed to 
be in a very satisfactory condition.” 

Referring to the change in the relations of the Militia 
to the Army, accomplished by recent law, “the Secretary 
says: “The call of the President will of itself accom- 
plish the transfer of the organized militia specified in his 
call from its State relations to Federal relations. The 
militia so called forth becomes at once a part of the Army 
of the United States, and the President becomes its Com- 
mander-in-Chief ; it is therefore as completely under the 
orders of the President and as completely serviceable. 
both as to time and place, as the Regular Army. The 
conditions established by this new legislation make it 
possible for the first time in the history of the United 
States to prepare in time of peace a scheme of organiza- 
tion of all organized land forces with a view to immediate 
mobilization. of such forces on the outbreak of war. The 
working out of the plans of mobilization will make it 
possible to avoid the confused and congested conditions 
which have in the past characterized the initial periods 
of some wars. It is expected that the new conditions 
will lead to the establishment of mobilization plans so 
complete that, on the outbreak of war, it will be neces- 
sary simply to open reserve depots of supplies and to call 
the troops to their respective colors. The result of care- 
ful study in the War Department shows that in the event 
of war with any first-class power we ought to have a first 
line of defense of at least 350,000 combatants. As the 
Regular Army is limited to 100,000, it follows that in 
order to be at all ready for war it would be necessary 
to draw 250,000 men from the organized militia. It 
would be fortunate if the several States of the Union ap- 
preciated the importance of increasing their organized 
militia to the extent indicated, and in order to bring 
ahout this result the general government might well, in 
furtherance of the Act of May 27, 1908, still further in- 
crease the appropriations for the equipment of the mili- 
tia and for general maneuvers of the militia with the 
Regular forces. As only two weeks of the entire year 
are spent at the forts, the work for the remainder of the 
year is practically confined to the armories of the organi- 
zations, and if the militia organizations are expected to 
increase in efficiency or sustain their interest in the work 
they must be furnished with proper tools and appliances 
for carrying on the work in the armories. In general, it 
may be said that the exercises have demonstrated that 
valuable aid can be given by the militia organized as 
Coast Artilley reserves and supports, and with the im- 
petus given them by the legislation of the past year a 
rapid advance in efficiency in the joint exercises of next 
year and those following is confidently looked for. The 
reports which have been received indicate that both the 
maneuvers of the field troops and the coast defense ex- 
ercises of the coast troops were successfully conducted. 
The reports indicate, in a general way, that the exercises 
were a benefit to field troops particularly in matters of 
entraining, transportation, and detraining of troops; 
camp sanitation, methods of requisitioning for military 
supplies, subsistence, handling of and living on the Army 
ration, and in impressing on officers and men the impor- 
tance of careful attention to the physical condition of 
men in marching, particularly with the care of the feet 
and providing propef shoes for marching. In some cases it 
has Leen reported that much suffering resulted, and the 
efficiency of organizations was impaired by reason of shoes 
not being suited to the conditions imposed by long 
marches.” ; 

As to the Q.M. and Ordnance Departments, the Sec- 
retary says: “I think there can be no question that the 
legislation providing for the increase of the Army in 
1901 fell short of making adequate provision for the Q.M. 
Departrent in view of the magnitude of its duties and 
the wide. field of its operations. Such proportion of 
the officers of the Q.M. Department as are needed regu- 
larly for construction work and for the wholesale pur- 
chase and procurement of supplies and for the posi- 
tions of highest responsibility might well be permanent 
officers, but I see no good reason why a large part of the 
junior quartermasters (captains) should not be selected 
by detail, preferably from those officers of the line who, 
in the discharge of such duties in connection with service 
with troops as are usually performed by the regimental 
quartermaster or other officer detailed as post quarter- 
master, have shown.marked ability for that kind of 
service.” The new system of property accountability 
which was adopted by the Ordnance Department about 
two years ago has been in successful operation during 
the past fiscal year, and the results therefrom have been 
most gratifying. The two most pressing needs in the 
way of fighting material are now an increase of reserve 
supply of artillery for the mobile Army, both light and 
heavy field artillery, and reserve ammunition of all kinds. 
It is hoped that it may be possible to appropriate the 
full amounts which are estimated for these important 
purposes.” 

The Secretary next takes a flight into mid-air with the 
Signal Corps, saying: “The rapid progress that is now 
being made in aeronautics apparently indicates that the 
age of practical mechanical flight is almost at hand. Dur- 
ing the past year the Signal Corps of the Army has been 
instrumental in materially advancing the progress of 
aerial navigation by the encouragement it has given to 
owners and inventors of dirigible balloons and aeroplanes. 
An estimate has been submitted to Congress for consid- 
eration at the present session for an appropriation of 
$500,000. With this sum it is believed that the Signal 
Corps will be able to take up this rapidly developing 
military auxiliary in a manner commensurate with its 
intrinsic importance. - 7 

“The present system of military eCncation, both for the 
Regular Army and the Organized Militia, does not pro- 
vide for the adequate, practical instruction in the field 
of officers of high rank, and such officers comprise the 
very class. both in the Regular Army and the Organized 
Militia, which in the event of war would be placed in 
command. It is highly important, therefore, that this 
class of officers should be provided, if possible, with bet- 
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ter opportunities for practical instruction than at present 
obtain, It can hardly be expected that Congress will 
make appropriations for maneuvers on a sufficiently large 
scale to give general officers scope for practice in actual 
command in time of peace, except at intervals of several 
years. It is believed, however, that an important feature 
of military instruction particularly adapted to officers of 
high rank can be obtained without material cost by means 
of telegraphic maneuvers without troops. In conducting 
such maneuvers the general plan would be similar to the 
present method of conducting the war game, except that 
the officers engaged would occupy their real positions in 
the terrane and be required to make their estimates of 
the situation, disposition of troops, and issue the neces- 
sary orders for all purposes connected with the campaign 
from actual study and observation in the terrane itself. 
The troops of the line involved would be imaginary, while 
the headquarters of corps, divisions, and brigades would 
be real and in their relative positions in the terrane 
throughout the progressive problem involving concentra- 
tion, strategic marches, contact, and combat. In such 
a progressive problem the only real troops required would 
be such field companies of signal troops as are available 
for furnishing the tactical lines of information; the 
strategica] lines being lines leased from commercial com- 
panies for the period of the maneuvers, as would be done 
in case of war. Such maneuvers could be carried out 
with comparatively small expense in the different states 
with the Organized Militia or the National Guard, and 
also by the different department commanders in their own 
departments.” 

An appropriation of $350,000 is recommended to com- 
plete. the wagonroad between Valdez and Fairbanks, 
Alaska. ‘ 

The estimates for the year ending June 30, 1910, are 
as follows: Civil establishment, $2,014,748; military es- 
tablishment (including support of the Army, Military 
Academy and militia), $106.611,880.88; public works: 
inilitary, $31,657.532.25, civil, $42,963,488; miscellane- 
ous, $6,507,390.48. Grand total. $189,755,039.61. This 
increase over the estimates for 1909 is occasioned by the 
fact that the Department is asking for increased amounts 
for the support of the military establishment, such as 
subsistence of the Army, transportation of the Army and 
its supplies. clothing and camp and garrison equipage, 
buildings and grounds, Military Academy, and to the in- 
crease for pay, ete. The estimates for the support of 
the military establishment proper, involving chiefly things 
consumed during the year, are $10,619,298.40 greater 
than last year’s appropriations and $15,878,995.26 great- 
cr than last year’s estimates. Congress is also asked this 
year for considerable increases in appropriations for in- 
vestment in permanent plants, such as gun and mortar 
batteries, fire control, electrical installations, search- 
lights, preservation and repair of fortifications, including 
insular defenses of Pensacola, Fla., and New Orleans, 
I.a.: sea walls and embankments; sea walls; defenses of 
Galveston, Tex.; torpedo structures; submarine mines: 
casemates, galleries, ete.; military aeronautics; arma- 
ment of fortifications, and additional land for military 
posts, ete.; in all, $18,868,927. Of these increases about 
80 per cent. is for coast defensive works, about $9,500,000 
for the United States, and $5,400,000 for the insular 
possessions. 





REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

The critics. of our naval bureaus and of their work on 
naval construction will find small comfort in the annual 
report of the Secretary of the Navy, signed by “V. H. 
Metcalf,” but they can turn to the message of President 
Roosevelt for consolation. 

Mr. Metcalf says: “While it is easy to criticize, it 
is exceedingly difficult to demonstrate the practicability 
of any scheme which would involve radical changes mm the 
present departmental organization. * * * The busi- 
ness of the Navy Department is so extensive and varied 
that its grand divisions must of necessity be under the 
immediate supervision of individuals having special quali- 
fications and training which will fit them for their respon- 
sible duties.” 

He considers the bureaus in their order, concluding 
that the Bureau of Navigation “‘must naturally be under 
the direct supervision of an officer of the highest at- 
tainments and large experience as seagoing officer”; the 
Tureau of Medicine and Surgery “must be under some 
official having unusaally high attainments as a physician 
and surgeon”; the Bureau of Ordnance requires expert 
knowledge that makes it “a necessary and indispensable 
unit of the departmental organization”; so with the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair and Steam Engineer- 
ing. The Secretary says: 

“Under our system of government all executive de- 
partments are presided over by a civilian, who is in turm 
directly responsible to the President; and the present 
Navy Department organization, which was established 
more than sixty years ago, was based upon our funda- 
mental system of government and was only adopted after 
a long and unsatisfactory trial of what was in effect a 
board of admiralty, namely, the naval commissioners. 
It may be claimed by some that the’ increase in the num- 
ber of bureaus frem five to eight was unfortunate, but 
sinee the three new bureaus were the Bureaus of Navi- 
gation, Equipment, and Steam Engineering, it is diffi- 
eult to see how the Department could get along without 
at least one of these bureaus—the Bureau of Navigation. 
The Bureau of Steam Engineering and the Bureau of 
Equipment were offshoots from the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair, and it is possible that a large part of 
the duties of these two bureaus could be again consoli- 
dated with those of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, as was recommended by some of my predecessors. 
The whole question of Navy Department reorganization 
is, however, exceedingly difficult and complex, and it 
may -be- that an entirely satisfactory solution is impos- 
sible: In other words, the Navy Department is not only 
a large business organization, but is fundamentally an 
organization which must make provision for the unknown 
contingencies of war, and, to this extent, can never be 
administered with a view solely to economy.” 

“They are in error, however, who assert that there 
is lack of co-ordination of effort in the Navy Depart- 
ment as at present organized, and consequent lack of 
co-operation in work performed and-lack of direct re- 
sponsibility for errors committed, since my personal ex- 
perience as Secretary of the Navy convinces me that it 
would be difficult to find in any: large manufacturing 
establishment, or other industrial organization, a greater 
co-ordination of effort among the heads of large depart- 
ments than there is now, and has been for some time past, 
among the heads of the great bureaus of the Navy De- 
partment. I am, therefore, forced to conclude that, while 
the present Navy Department organization may not be 
an ideal arrangement from an economical standpoint, it 
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is very far from being the irresponsible and impractical 
organization which its critics claim it to be; and, while 
a certain measure of consolidation of duties of the vari- 
ous bureaus at navy yards and certain consolidations 
among the bureaus themselves may hereafter prove de- 
sirable, the general principle of definite and explicit re- 
sponsibility for the various classes of highly technical 
work under the several bureaus is sound in theory and 
practice, that is, mcreover, the basis of the organization 
of every great industrial establishment, the Navy Depart- 
ment organization being of course more complex in view 
of the peculiar duties which devolve upon such a military 
organization.” 

The attention of the economists is called to the fact 
that a comparatively small percentage of the naval appro- 
priation is devoted to the repair and maintenance of the 
matériel of the fleet and that the Navy Department has 
been for many years past an exceedingly economical pur- 
chaser. 

The carrying out of the plans and arrangements for the 
cruise of the Battleship Fleet without change of modifica- 
tion reflects great credit on the several bureaus concerned, 
and particularly on the Bureaus of Steam Engineering, 
Equipment, Supplies and Accounts, and Construction and 
Repair. The prophecies as to the demoralized condition 
of the matériel after such a cruise have not come true. 
The ships have practically taken care of their own re- 
pairs during the voyage. The effect of the cruise upon 
the discipline of the men has been beneficial. Too much 
cannot be said of the magnificent conduct of the enlisted 
personnel during the voyage. The cruise has brought to 
the front the element of greatest strength in our Navy— 
the personal characteristics of the enlisted force. The 
tact, ability and mastership of their profession shown by 
the officers, from the lowest to the highest, is likewise 
worthy of earnest commendation. ‘‘Whatever may be 
said in technical criticism of the Navy, the people know 
as a result of the cruise that the vessels will float, that 
the officers and men can handle them, and that so far 
as the tests of peace can show the ships and the men 
ure fit in every particular for any duty. 

There has been progress in the development of torpedo 
craft, both surface and submarine. The enthusiasm 
and zeal displayed by the officers and men of these craft 
point to real efficiency and indicate that they will prove 
valuable auxiliaries to the Service in time of need. All 
navies are now engaged in building battleships of large 
‘displacement and high speed, with main battery guns 
of the largest caliber. They are also building scouts 
or armored cruisers, of displacements ranging from 3,500 
to 5,000 tons, lightly armed but of very high speed, 
twenty-three to twenty-six knots, as well as torpedo craft, 
including destroyers, and submarines. In torpedo craft 
the tendency to increase displacement and speed con- 
tinues, and in the submarines which all countries ave 
building the tendency here, too, is towards increase of 
size and speed. The rapidity with which vessels are 
built in England and Germany is noteworthy. 

There are seven submarine torpedoboats of an improved 
type now building under contract by the Electric Boat 
Company, and an agreement has been made with the 
Lake Torpedo Boat Company to accept for trial one 
of the Lake type, to be purchased if found satisfactory. 
Marked progress has been made in the rapidity of ship 
construction by shipbuilders of the country. 

Recent criticism stirs the Secretary to dwell upon the 
method of adopting the plans for the North Dakota and 
Delaware. Designs were accepted from designers outside 
the Government, and a board, of which five were sea- 
going officers, approved the plans prepared by the Board 
on Construction. In view of this exhaustive considera- 
tion given to the plan of those two ships, the Secretary 
feels no hesitancy in saying that the designs of the 
North Dakota and Delaware are superior to those of 
any battleship now in course of construction for any 
other navy. 

Notable progress has been made in the year in marks- 
manship with guns of all calibers. The enthusiastic 
interest of officers and men has been stimulated by the 
present system of competitive target practice between 
individual guns and ships leading to a marked increase 
in rapidity of hitting over former years and to important 
improvements in ordnance matériel. Improvements in 
powder and projectiles have been the chief features in 
the development of ordnance in the year. The rest of 
the report on ordnance repeats what appears elsewhere 
in our condensation of the report of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance. 

The Medical Corps is congratulated on the character 
of the work performed in the twelve months. An appro- 
priation of $135,000 is recommended for completing and 
finishing the erypt of the chapel at Annapolis for the 
resting place of the body of John Paul Jones. The re- 
habilitation of the older naval hospitals has become neces- 
sary. Nearly $2,000,000 will be required to place the 
hospitals on a proper peace-time basis. Noteworthy work 
has been done at the naval sanatorium at Las Animas, 
Colo. Other hospital work projected includes hospitals 
at Hawaii, Guantanamo, Samoa, Guam, San Juan and 
Charleston, S.C.. and the enlargement and renovation of 
the hospital at Pensacola, the only naval hospital on 
the Gulf. 

The report sees no reason why the Pay Corps should 
le the only sea-going corps in the Navy to which the 
privilege is denied of promotion to the next higher grade 
three years after the date of first commission. and a 
change in this direction is recommended. Of the allot- 
ment of $151,000 for the use of the Navy at the James- 
town Iixposition, there is an unexpended balance of $62,- 
303. Under the new system of Navy mail clerks, it is 
helieved mail matter addressed to or sent from vessels 
of the Navy will be handled more safely and quickly. The 
Naval Young Men’s Christian Association has continued 
to do good work for the enijisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps. The total amount of money invested in 
the association property and endowment funds, actual or 
pledged, is nearly $1,750, 

_ There were 6,829 summary courts-martial. A change 
is urged in the present law to the effect that the entire 
sentence of a summary court shall go into effect at 
once upon approval of the C.I.C., or in his absence by the 
senior officer present. At least two officers of the rank 
of vice-admiral should be in the Navy. The pay of these 
should be the pay of the senior nine admirals. If there 
is objection to increasing the number of officers of high

The immediate development of a naval base at Pearl 
Harbor, H.I., is a matter of Ifigh importance. The 
troubles at the New York Navy Yard in the building of 
the new drydock have at last been mastered and the work 
should be completed in a reasonable time. The dock 
at Mare Island, Cal., should be in operation early in the 
coming year. Though the deck at Philadelphia has not 
been accepted, owing to difficulty with the machinery, 
it has been in practical use for more than a year. The 
floating drydock Dewey, now at Olongapo, P.I., has 
proved very useful and has saved large sums for dockage. 
‘The new dock at Norfolk should be ready for operation 
this month, and the one at Charleston about the begin- 
ning of February. ‘The recommendations of the General 
Board, that repair and refitting work on naval ships 
should be concentrated in the large navy yards and that 
the. smaller ones should be done away with as oppor- 
tunity presents, is concurred in. The improvement of 
the apptoaches to Portsmouth, Norfolk and Mare Island 
enable battleships and armored cruisers to reach those 
yards. Purchase or construction of a drydock at San 
I'rancisco is recommended. 

The report of the board on the improvement of the ap- 
yvroach to Mare Island will be laid before Congress. The 
work and duties of the different bureaus are gone over to 
prove the necessity for separate existence. The Secretary 
points out that the Navy has for many years been an 
exceedingly economical purchaser, this being in answey to 
the oft-repeated accusation that the millions spent an- 
nually for the Navy are due to lack of economical ad- 
ministration. Further economy can be effected by making 
changes in the organization of the manufacturing depart- 
ments of the yards and tentative changes with that end 
in view are now in course of trial. 

This is the building program for the coming year of the 
General Board, in which the Department concurs: Four 
battleships, four scout cruisers, ten destroyers, four sub- 
marines, three colliers, one repair ship, one ammunition 
ship and two mine-laying ships. For the last two, two 
cruisers will be converted. The report holds that the 
scout cruisers should number one for each battleship, and 
should be of the Salem type. 

The Secretary publishes the table on the previous page 
which gives the latest information on the subject of the 
relative strength of the navies of the world, showing that 
our own Navy holds third place. The total tonnage of the 
warships of the eight nations named is 4,455,428, as 


follows: 

Great Britain, 1,669,005; 685,426 ; 
France, 628.882; Germany, 524,573; Japan, 371,891; 
Russia, 240,948; Italy, 220,458; Austria, 114,250. The 
total when vessels now building are completed will be 
5,334,502, as follows: Great Britain, 1,871,176; France, 
801,188; United States, 770,468; Germany, 693,599; Ja- 
pan, 444,903; Russia, 320,040; Italy, 284,778; Austria, 
148,350. The following vessels are not included in the 
tables: Those over twenty years old, unless they have 
been reconstructed and re-armed since 1900. Those not 
actually begun, although authorized. Transports, col- 
liers, repair ships, torpedo depot ships, converted mer- 
Vessels of less than 1,000 tons, 
except torpedo craft. Torpedo craft of less than 50 tons.

NAVAL BUREAU OF ORDNANCE. 


Denying the widely circulated statement that our latest 
type twelve-inch guns are inferior in power to those of 
foreign navies, Rear Admiral N. E. Mason, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, U.S. Navy, in his annual report as- 
serts that the twelve-inch guns mounted on the eight 
latest battleships, already in commission in our Navy, 
are cqual or superior in power to any twelve-inch gun 
afloat anywhere in the world, and the twelve-inch guns 
of our hattleships in course of construction will be equal 
or superior in power to any twelve-inch foreign gun of 
which authentic information can be had. Early in the 
year, the bureau completed the design of a fourteen-inch 
gun, designed to fire a 1,400-pound projectile. All the 
minor difficulties originally experienced with the three- 
inch semi-automatic gun and mount have been overcome, 
and these guns are being rapidly completed and installed 
on board ship to replace three-pounder and six-pounder 
guns. The five-inch gun and mount, tested at the 
naval proving ground, have given satisfactory tests. The 
gun uses a cartridge case and will have a service muzzle 
velocity of 5,150 foot-seconds, using a fifty-pound pro- 
jectile. It is especially adapted for use in torpedo de- 
fense. 

The only important ordnance development of the year 
was the adoption of a new form of projectile with less 
air resistance, and a material increase in flatness of 
trajectory and striking energy at long ranges. Recom- 
mendation is made for authority ‘to purchase ordnance 
material in limited quantities abroad in case of urgent 
need to purchase articles, the character of which or the 
ingredients of which are of such a nature that the in- 
terests of the public service would be injured by publicly 
divulging them, in such manner as he may deem most 
economical and efficient. _ : : é 

Satisfactory results having been obtained in experi- 
ments in arranging air ducts for gas-ejector attachments, 
all guns are now being manufactured with the most ef- 
ficient arrangement. The principle of using a closed 
turret and keeping the turret chamber under a moder- 
ate air pressure has been approved. The arrangement 
also ventilates the turrets ir action. The turret gum 
mounts of the Florida and Utah will be practically of 
the same type as those of the Michigan and Delaware 
classes. The anmunition hoists for all these vessels 
will be of the two-stage type. but differing in details for 
each class. Hand hoists will be installed in the turrets 
of all three classes and in all future turret installations. 
Those of the Florida and Delaware classes will be en- 
tirely independent of the main hoists, but there is not 
sufficient room for independent hand hoists in the Michi- 
gan class, which made it necessary to fit the main hoists 
with mechanisms for both power and hand purposes. 
For all classes the complete separation of the gun cham- 


bers from the handling room is insured at all times. The 
stowage of the necessary electrical apparatus in the 
earlier type of turret installations has been arranged so 
as to render the apparatus practically innocuous. Cen- 
ter-line bulkheads have also been fitted in the double- 
gun turrets to increase the safety of loading operations 
of either gun, and, where possible, will be fitted in vessels 
now refitting. A trial installation of the trunked-in 
single stage hoist has been placed in the twelve-inch 
turrets of the Idaho, and one will be placed in the thir- 
teen-inch turrets of the Oregon. ‘Trial installations of 
the independent hand hoists are also to be tested in the 
turrets of the Idaho and Oregon and, if proved efficient, 
all turrets should be similarly fitted. The hand-worked 
power hoist and rammer equipments of the eight-inch tur- 
rets of the Vermont and Louisiana have proved so sat- 
isfactory on the Pacific cruise of these ships that a 
similar change has heen made in the eight-inch turrets of 
all vessels in commission, except the Kentucky, Kear- 
sarge and Olympia, and will be made in the eight-inch 
turrets of ships now refitting. The advantages of hand 
installations in eight-inch turrets are complete separa- 
tion of turret chambers from handling rooms at all times, 
much less liability to breakdowns, and increased rapidity 
of fire. Friction training gear for broadside mounts has 
been installed on all modern six-inch mounts in service 
and is being installed on five-inch mounts. The modernizing 
of the mounts of the four-inch and five-inch forty-caliber 
guns and furnishing them with new telescope yoke sights 
have progressed satisfactorily. Reports from all ships 
show that the telescopes and sights of the later type for 
all calibers are satisfactory. The efficiency of the seven- 
inch guns was demonstrated by the last record target 
practice, but there is need of an improved type of ele- 
vating and training gear for this gun where there is a 
considerable swell. 

Fire control systems and instruments have been in- 
stalled on eighteen battleships in the year, including all 
those of the Atlantic Fleet, and the work is well ad- 
vanced on the armored cruisers and the Charleston class. 
Range findeis of two new types and of domestic manu- 
facture have been contracted for for some of the new 
ships. The larger ships are equipped with range finders 
of greater range and accuracy. The present range 
finders will be used on the smaller cruisers and gunboats. 
New ammunition-hoist motors of greater power should 
be provided for many of the older vessels. The auto- 
matie ammnnition-hoist motor controller should be fitted 
to all turret hoist motors and the mechanical control gear 
for elevating motors of turret guns to all turret guns. All 
recent types of turret sights have given satisfaction in 
service. Important improvements will be made in the 
turret installations of the Idaho, Massachusetts and 
Oregon. 

The situation as to the reserve supply of powder which 
the Bureau has been accumulating for the last two 
vears is much improved although the supply is not as 
large as it should be. The Navy and the Army now pur- 
chase and manufacture their powder under exactly the 
same conditions with resultant economy. The powder 
has not been changed, and in battle we could do better 
shooting with it than with any other kind, despite what- 
ever may be the disadvantages as regards cost, lack of 
keeping qualities, tendency to “flarebacks,”’ ete. Our 
powder contains no nitroglycerin, and services formerly 
favoring nitroglycerin powders now show a disposition to 
abandon them. Magazine refrigeration is recommended 
as capable of trebling the life of powder on board ship. 
At present there is no material or method which will 
make any smokeless powder able to withstand storage 
conditions on board ship for indefinite periods. A labora- 
tory has been established in the Philippines for testing 
and watching powder. 

Armor-piercing projectiles, loaded with high-explosive 
bursting charges, will in the future comprise the entire 
hattle supply for the main batteries of capital ships. 
The reserve supply of these is much too small. With 
the aid of private firms, there has been developed a new 
design for armor-piercers which gives vastly improved 
accuracy and longer ranges. This improvement is the 
longest sten in advance in ordnance material for several 
years. Minor improvements increasing the reliability 
and convenience of cartridge cases, powder tanks, cart- 
ridge bags, ete., and reducing the cost of manufacture 
have been made. The cruise of the fleet in the Pacific 
has amply justified the recommendation in previous re- 
ports for two ammunition ships for use with the Atlantic 
and Pacific Fleets. The desirability of replacing all 
rifles and machine guns of rifle caliber now in the Navy 
with the type now used in the Army and National Guard 
is emphasized as in previous reports. Through the de- 
signing of improved dotters, the Morris tube rifle can 
be ahandoned and gun pointers can receive more accurate 
training without the danger attending the use of rifles 
on board ships. Improved sub-caliber attachments for 
hoth turret and broadside gu”s will soon be available 
for issue. ; 

The supply of tornedoes is still unsatisfactory, but 
torpedo vessels may soon be supplied with torpedoes of 
an efficient type for target practice owing to the order- 
ing of torpedoes abroad. The converting of twenty large 
torpedoboats has been begun. The future needs of the 
Service may call for increasing the capacity of the 
torpedo factory at Newport, which now has a capacity 
of only fifty torpedoes a year, whereas, even without any 
shortage as now exists, at least 100 torpedoes will be 
needed each year. The manufacture of five-meter by 
twenty-one-inch submerged torpedo tubes has progressed 
so that tubes can now be installed as vessels become avail- 
able. An improved type of central pivot tube is being 
designed for the new destroyers. A contract has been 
let for rinety-five mines of a new type which can be 
planted from a large vessel and estimates provide for 
mine outfits for one mine ship. Plans are being formed 
for a torpedo station on the Pacific coast. An item for 
$200,000 is included in the estimates for the expense of 
tests of ordnance material. An annual fund for ex- 
perimental work is now a necessity. 

During the year 203 guns, of all calibers from one- 
pounder to twelve-inch, have been completed at the 
Naval Gun Factory, and 408 have been well advanced; 
sights and sight fittings have been made for 398 guns 
and partially made for 474 guns: gun mounts have been 
manufactured in numbers corresponding to new guns of 
all calibers: and at the same time an immense amount of 
work has been done in the way of modifying and improv- 
ing both guns and mounts of older types in service, 
Touring the three months preceding the departure of the 
Atlantic Fleet from Hampton Roads for the Pacific, 595 
shipments were made from the gun factory, aggregating 
8,091,526 pounds, and consisting of 2,827 boxes and 
crates in which were 146,786 pieces of manufactured 
ordnance. Progress in armor-piercing shell of large cali- 
Ler is almost at a standstill at the naval proving ground 
and powder factory at Indian Head, Md. Great diff- 
culty seems to he encountered in furnishing twelve-inch 
armor piercers that meet the several requirements. [un 
the first ten months of the fiscal year the powder fac- 


tory made 912,293 pounds of new powder beside working 
into good powder 107,381 pounds. 

_ The demand for officers for sea duty in the year made 
it impracticable to maintain a class under instruction in 
ordnance. It is practically impossible for any officer to 
become an expert in ordnance with the limited experi- 
ence to be obtained on board ship, and success as an 
ordnance expert calls for the taking up of this line of 
work early in one’s career. The elimination by the De- 
partment of the estimates for increase in salary for the 
— force is viewed with regret by the Chief of the 

ureau. ‘ 
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DEPARTMENT OF MINDANAO. 


A strong appeal is made for coast guard vessels in the 
annual report of Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., 
commanding the Department of Mindanao, P.I., in his 
annual report. He says that many if not most of the 
acts of violence in Basilan, Jolo, and other places in the 
southern part of the department are due to the withdrawal 
of the two coast guard cutters of the Insular government 
and the small gunboats originally belonging to the Span- 
ish, It is impossible to move troops to the many islands 
without such vessels. “A thousand men constantly mov- 
ing will accomplish more than ten thousand tied to their 
garrisons. On many islands the Moros have never seen 
an American soldier. By sending troops in the coast 
guard vessels to the various islands the Moros will un- 
derstand they can never get beyond the power of the gov- 
ernment. Neither the nature nor the disposition of the 
Moro has changed appreciably in the last eight or nine 
years. He is as ready to fight now as he ever was. If 
peace is to be maintained an abundance of water trans- 
portation is needed by the Department. Three seaworthy 
vessels should be provided for no other purpose than to 
move troops from place to place. Without these vessels 
conditions will gradualy change into a state of war. 

In the year ended June 30, 1908, there were more than 
the usual number of acts of violence. In the Lake Lanao 
district they were largely due to the presence of cholera. 
Stringent measures, even to the closing of some markets, 
tc check the disease, caused much irritation which, added 
to the belief of the natives that the Americans introduced 
the disease, caused outbreaks of violence. ‘There were 
twenty-three expeditions against lawless Moros. 

The difficulty of securing good administration owing to 
the frequent changes in the heads of the staff bureaus at 
headquarters is adverted to. More rapidity in the provid- 
ing of proper shelter for troops is suggested. That 
is the only department in the Philippines where nipa 
shacks are used for soldiers’ occupancy. ‘They are 
repugnant to all ideas of comfort and decency. In the 
new barracks there should he special provision for the 
messing of non-commissioned officers, and for separate 
rooms for them. ‘The position of the non-coms, must be 
made more dignified.” The water supply is still a prob- 
lem. No water in the department is absolutely safe for 
white troops for drinking, except distilled. 

The general health has been about the same as in the 
year previous: There were seven cases of cholera with 
five deaths among the troops. The services of all the 
medical officers were very satisfactory. Some better way 
than by transfer from line regiments should be found for 
filling vacancies in the Hospital Corps. 

No swimming drills were held at posts on the Rio 
Grande River because of crocodiles. The fine showing 
of the department’s troops in the second annual military 
athletic meet for the Philippines Division is mentioned, 
and General Bliss advises that an allotment be made to 
luy suitable prizes. The falling off in pistol practice 
records is ascribed to the change from the superior Colt’s 
.38 to the old model .45. The latter caliber is best adapt- 
ed to the department service, but a better shooting pistol 
of that kind is needed. The department made the high- 
est figure of merit in the Division, the individual being 
103.51; the collective, 56.51, and the general, 80.01. 

The intelligence officer is collecting ethnological data 
of the various tribes, There were 166 G.C.M. trials of 
enlisted men, 2,044 summary trials and seventeen by gar- 
rison courts. One captain and one lieutenant were tried. 
Twenty-six per cent. of the offenses were due to intexi- 
cants, but the report says the percentage of offenses indi- 
rectly due to that cause is far greater than appears on the 
records. If the canteen is not to be restored, then the 
only effectual remedy General Bliss sees is to follow 
prohibition on the reservation with prohibition outside 
of it. 

The absence of so many officers on detached duty has 
put many slightly experienced officers on courts and many 
irregularities have resulted, sometimes creating a mis- 
carriage of justice. A decided increase of interest in 
equitation is reported as a result of the tests of the 
physical condition and horsemanship of officers in the 
department, and schools of equitation have been formed. 
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REPLY TO COL. LARNED’S SCHOOL CRITICISMS. 


Taking exception to the criticisms of the public schools 
by Col. Charles W. Larned, U.S.A., professor of drawing 
at West Point, Augustus D. Small, head master of the 
High School, Boston, Mass., discusses the “Public School 
and West Point” in the current North American Review. 
Colonel Larned based his conclusions that public school 
education is faulty on the results of examinations of 
those entering West Point, and maintained that the op- 
portunities of testing the efficiency of public school in- 
struction are exceptionally good at the Military Academy 
because the candidates are drawn from every Congres- 
sional District and largely from the primary and high 
schools. Mr. Small urges that this line of argument is 
tenuous, that it overlooks the fact that the real represen- 
tatives of the public schools are not attracted by West 
Point, their ambitions carry them into college or superior 
technical or professional schools or into industrial voca- 
tions. Qualities impelling a boy to enter the military or 
naval profession may not in general urge to wide and 
critical scholarship. 

Mr. Small, having taken part in the preliminary exami- 
nation of candidates for appointment to West Point, says 
he knows the class of boys applying and “with candor I 
must say that the public schools should not be judged by 
them,” though the boys are “good, honest, and bright.” 
In Mr. Small’s high school there is military drill in the 
fcur years of schooling, the boys taking an enthusiastic 
interest in it, the competitions, and the parades, but no 
martial spirit is thereby developed. Athletics, he thinks, 
might send more boys to West Point than military drill, 
and the reputation of each academy for sports would 
probably influence the choice between them. 

Mr. Small believes Colonel Larned attaches too much 
importance to a single examination. The poorer student 
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may shine and better be eclipsed by the excitement of 
one decisive test. Besides, of the 314 candidates that 
furnished data to Colonel Larned, how many were fail- 
ures in the schools? Against these should be set off the 
thousands of successes. Many colleges admit on certifica- 
tion from preparatory schools and these colleges affirm 
that the college standing of students admitted on certifi- 
cate is higher than that of those admitted by examina- 
tion. This he considers a suggestion for West Point. 

Mr. Small makes the further point that the tests from 
which Colone] Larned has reasoned may have been un- 
fair in aiming to discover what the candidates did not 
know rather than what or how much they did know. His 
eandidates might have been “seconds” in the market, not 
the perfect finished product of the public schools. The 
eandidates for the Academy might have had minds that 
matured slowly and they needed better preparedness. The 
Boston instructor dcubts that the teacher of any of them 
would have sent them up for the examination. He is 
convinced that West Point and Annapolis are worthy of 
the best boys in the land, and they would have their 
quota of them if admittance were on a better plan and 
the life beyond were made more attractive to the stirring, 
ambitious boy. Referring to the admission to New 
England colleges of high school graduates upon cer- 
tification of the head master, Mr. Small believes that 
if West Point and Annapolis would require and ob- 
tain what these colleges secure matriculation doubtless 
would be more satisfactory. 

We confess to a belief that the strongest point in Mr. 
Small’s indictment of the accuracy of Coloney Larned’s 
conclusions lies in his questioning of the value of the 
tests applied to the candidates, else, judging from the per- 
formances of its graduates, West Point is the most won- 
derful finishing school in the world. The record of the 
achievements of those who have left the Academy will 
compare favorably with a like record of successful 
undertakings of graduates of civil colleges, although 
the latter number hundreds of thousands where the 
Academy counts its secant thousands. High on _ the 
country’s scroll of fame are written the names of those 
who went up to’ West Point. Some of those winning the 
highest fame in after years were not among the most bril- 
liant in class studies, but still they met the severest tests 
of actual experience in the country’s hours of peril. A 
review of Colonel Larned’s article may be found in the 
ARMY AND Navy Journal of Sept. 5, page 5. 
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COLONEL SHARPE TO THE N.C.O’S. 


In the spirit of the department commander, Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss, who believes that the position of the 
non-commissioned officer must be made more dignified, 
was the address delivered by Col. A. C. Sharpe, 23d U.S. 
Inf., to the non-coms, at the post of Zamboanga, Island of 
Mindanao, P.I., on Sept. 29, 1908. He sought to impress 
upon his listeners the idea that the non-commissioned offi- 
cer in accepting his appointment steps up in the military 
hierarchy to a position in which he is not only vested with 
authority, but also with a certain dignity and responsi- 
bility. “An army is not a republican or democratic so- 
ciety in which all men enjoy the same degree of liberty, 
fraternity and equality,” he said. “An army which would 
attempt to run on such a basis would be a mob and could 
not hang together twenty-four hours. An effective army 
is essentially an imperial institution in which all the 
gradations of rank have their absolute superiority to the 
grades below. There is no such thing as equality but an 
absolute and everlasting inequality, and the man who ac- 
cepts a military office accepts this inequality and cannot 
waive it even if he wants to.” The speaker told of a 
young man he knows in the Navy who said he did not 
want to be made a warrant officer because the office would 
compel him to refrain from familiar association with the 
men. Colonel Sharpe said that if a man feels that way 
“he would better stay down and out.” He did not be- 
lieve very much in turning the discipline and manage- 
ment of a company over to the Summary Court. He 
thought good non-coms. with the good of the company at 
heart could prevent many breaches of discipline by timely 
intervention and it was their duty to do so. Once he was 
judge advocate of a department for four years and some- 
times there were as many as 2,500 C.M. cases in a year. 
He was convinced that if the non-coms, had been alert, 
discreet, and actuated by a spirit of pride in their com- 
pany, they could have saved at least half of those trials. 
Some men in a company when detected in a breach think 
it is manly to say, “Yes, I am guilty and am ready to take 
my medicine,’ but who is going to take the medicine for 
the company and atone for the damage done to the repu- 
tation of the company? Non-coms. should build up in the 
men a feeling of love for the company. One of the best 
indications of a fine esprit de corps in a company is the 
care taken by non-coms. to keep their men out of trouble. 
Men often have to be protected against their own weak- 
nesses. Very few men are wholly and hopelessly bad. 
They should be treated like men and shown the injury 
they do to their comrades and organization. It is not 
necessary to be soft, yielding and hesitating to be fair 
and square, nor to exercise authority in a coarse, irritat- 
ing, loud and offensive manner. One “knocker” in a com- 
pany. if not promptly squelched, may disastrously affect 
the discipline of all. Such a man has no place in the 
Army. If he does not care to avail himself of the method 
of redressing his grievances as provided in the Regula- 
tions, he should keep silent. One of the highest charac- 
teristics of a good soldier is his prompt and exact atten- 
tion to orders. Even in so apparently smal! a matter as 
using too thin paper for an indorsement a careless com- 
pany clerk or first sergeant may give his company a repu- 
tation for carelessness. Often a not over-bright man goes 
steadily forward because of this capacity to follow an or- 
der exactly and faithfully. In drills a non-com. may 
know the book by heart yet be utterly unable to drill a 
single recruit because of inability to see and correct mis- 
takes. Drills that are not accompanied with painstaking 
observing of errors and intelligent corrections are not 
drills but a waste of time. A company C.O. often has 
worked hard to build up his company and failed just be- 
cause his non-coms. did not give him faithful, whole- 
hearted support. In thus understanding their power for 
good or evil, a non-commissioned officer should undertake 
his duties with a full sense of his responsibility to the 
company and the regiment. This lecture of the post C.O. 
was supplementary to a two months’ course of lectures 
to the non-coms. of the regiment, in which there had been 
exposition of the principles of the constitution, military 
law, military hygiene, field engineering, etc., by officers of 
the regiment. 

One who notes how more and more military methods 
are creeping into the administration of large industrial 
enterprises may criticize Colonel Sharpe’s view that rank 
in the Army is an evidence of the lack of equality. Some 
may insist, on the contrary, that it is a way by which 

uality is assured. After a meeting of anarchists in 

icago once, one of the desperate group was asked why, 





if they were opposed to government, they had had a pre- 
siding officer. The reply was that a certain long-winded 
man, unless suppressed, might have kept the floor the 
whole night, and the investing of the chairman with au- 
thority to control the speakers was an insuring of the 
rights of all. In the great railroads there is rapidly de- 
veloping a system that is almost military in its severity, 
having reached a point where orders are issued against 
the use of intoxicating liquors on or off duty. Even the 
newspapers of the large cities have felt the need of sys- 
tem, and the old happy-go-lucky days have passed away 
from the metropolitan sanctums, perhaps forever. An ar- 
bitrary power is lodged in the different heads of depart: 
ments, which a generation ago would not have been tol- 
erated by the men. Now discipline is required in these 
days of sharp commercial rivalry. If the Boers had had 
a system of military control less individualistic, compe- 
tent observers say, they might have done far more than 
they did, great as that was. The captain of a merchant 
ship is vested with powers by law that give him supreme 
command, and in case of mutiny with the power of life 
or death, and yet no complaint has been made that this is 
a violation of equality. The rights of the enlisted men of 
the Army and Navy are better protected than those of 
the seamen of the merchant marine, and nowhere is the' 
suggestion found that the latter is an “imperial institu- 
tion.” In every instance where high authorities have dis- 
regarded the United States Army Regulations, we have 
pointed out that the chief danger in this indifference to 
legal restraint is the building up in the minds of the pub- 
lic the belief that the Army is not governed by law, 
whereas the fact is that the Regulations are intended to 
protect the rights of the lowest private as effectively as 
those of the highest officer. An army based upon such 
a principle and policy is not an “imperial institution” 
and is in no danger of being less effective than if this 
safeguard were not thrown around the rights of its lowest 
member. ‘ 
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NO NATIONAL MEDICAL SCHOOL WANTED. 


MORE CONSOLIDATION SUGGESTED. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
There is in a recent issue of the JouRNAL an abstract 
of an article by a naval surgeon suggesting the estab- 
lishment of a National Medical School and the consoli- 
dation of the national medical services and other medical 
positions under Federal control. The idea is not a 


new one; it has been advocated before now, but rarely 
by one so well qualified to know its impracticability. 

While a medical school under government control un- 
questionably could turn out each year a large number 
of capable physicians and surgeons, it is not clear that 
it could fit those turned out to perform equally well ail 
the duties of the three national medical services. If such 
an institution could do this it would be far in advance 
of the national schools already in existence—West Poiut 
and Annapolis—for the graduate of the former is re- 
guired to supplement his academic training by a pro- 
longed course of study in the post and Service schools, 
while the midshipman becomes a full-fledged officer only 
after two years of duty at sea. The government is un- 
able, after four years of “grueling,” to turn out the 
finished line officers, yet few will contend that the arts 
of war and of navigation are more abstruse and technical 
than is the science of military medicine and sanitation. 

But admitting, for the sake of argument, that a school 
of this character could do all that is claimed, the neces- 
sity for it does not exist. Medical teaching in the United 
States to-day is on a vastly higher plane than ever be- 
fore, and far better educational facilities are to be 
found in the schools under private control than the gov- 
ernment could hope to give. There are not in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Hospital Service or elsewhere in govern- 
ment employ men so thoroughly equipped and well trained 
as teachers as these private institutions possess, and if 
a National Medical School were established with the ob- 
ject of educating the medical officer ab initio the serv- 
ices of these great teachers and clinicians would have to 
be enlisted. Wherein lies the advantage of their work- 
ing under government auspices? Medical education is 
safe where it is, and the present system of supplementing 
the newly-appointed medical officer’s education acquired 
in civil life by the special training given in the Service 
medical schools already in existence leaves little to be 
desired. 

One of the cogent (?) arguments advanced in favor 
of the amalgamation of the medical services is that 
“variety in work, such as duty with troops, on board 
ships, at quarantine, etc., would be grateful to the Serv- 
ice medical officer.” Doubtless, in some instances, this 
would be true. But the argument applies with equal 
force to the combatant branches. 

We cannot agree with the statement that “we hear too 
much nowadays of the medical officer and not enough 
of the physician or surgeon.” While it is self-evident 
that a medical officer must be a physician and surgeon, 
it is equally certain that the physician and surgeon is 
not a medical officer. The former is but the foundation 
on which the latter is built, and as is the case in all 
specialism the foundation must be broad and solid or 
the superstructure will be faulty, and the finished product 
resemble an inverted pyramid. 

Both the oculist and the orthopedist are “disciples 
of Aesculapius,” yet the duties of the one differ radically 
from those of the other. Military surgery and sanita- 
tion are distinctly a specialty, differing as widely, in time 
of war at least, from the healing art as practiced in civil 
life as military tactics and military fighting differ from 
mob tactics and mob fighting. ‘The whole trend of mod- 
ern endeavor is in the direction of special duty for par- 
ticular effort, and it is essential that the military and 
the naval surgeon each devotes his energies to the work 
of mastering the conditions peculiar to his own field 
of usefulness. The raison d'etre of armies is war, and 
it is in time of war that the real function of the medical 
officer will be exercised. The supervision of the sanita- 
tion of camps and cantonments, the giving of first aid 
to the injured, the care of sick and wounded in the field, 
the conduct of mobile field hospitals and the preparation 
of records, work peculiarly that of the Army medical 
officer, offers a sufficiently wide field to engross his at- 
tention however briliiant and versatile he may be. 

In the Spanish-American War we had many pbhysi- 
cians and surgeons and few medical officers, with the de- 
plorable result that much, or most, of the work that 
can he done only by the latter was left undone, and our 
mobilization camps became veritable plague spots. One 
soldier in five contracted typhoid fever, and in nine- 
tenths of the volunteer regiments the disease appeared 
within eight weeks of their going into camp. Enteric 
fever is distinctly a preventable disease that was not 
prevented, largely because of the inexperience in mili- 
tary sanitation of competent and distinguished civil prac- 
titioners masquerading as medical officers. The startling 
difference in the results obtained by the Russians and 
by the Japanese in their late war illustrates very forcibly 
the relative value to armies of the physician and of the 
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medical officer. The former had a large number of doc- 
tors with little or ro field training, hastily enrolled (or 
impressed) and sent to the front; the latter had a corps 
cf well-trained sanitary officers. 

It was a medical officer who, at the close of the war, 
cleaned ap Havana, ridding it of a disease that had 
baffled physicians for a hundred years, and made that 
city one of the most healthful in the world; it is a med- 
ical officer who has. by using military sanitary methods, 
made Panama healthful and habitable. . 

This is not to be construed as a desire to disparage 
the physician and surgeon; the medical officer must be 
a devout follower of Aesculapius, but, to repeat, that 
after all is but the chrysalis stage, and if he stops short 
there in the process of evolution he must fail lamentably 
to measure up to what is required of him. His is a 
larger mission than.simply to heal the ailments of the 
garrison soldier. W. H. B.

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READJUSTMENT OF ARMY RANK. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Regarding the proposed readjustment of rank, I re- 
cently heard that the Chief of Staff, in a memorandum 
to the Secretary of War, had stated that: “Accom- 
panying this report are two petitions from officers, ad- 
dressed to the Congress, praying for unfavorable action 
upon the proposed measure, and twenty-five petitions 
from officers praying for favorable action thereon, 
or for the enactment of similar remedial legislation.” 

Of all the officers who have recently attained high 
rank, the Chief of Staff is undoubtedly one of the most 
brilliant, and he is celebrated for his trueness and fair- 
hess; so much so, that there is little or no jealousy or 
rankling of feeling regarding him on the part of those 
whom he has jumped. The Army, as a whole, loves him 
and admires him, and appreciates his high qualities. 

But is it quite fair to convey the impression that 
twelve times as many officers favor this measure, as 
compared with those who do not? I think, on the con- 
trary, that if an accurate count be taken of every 
officer, from the lieutenant general to the junior major, 
there will be found a majority opposed to it. Certainly 
there will be found no such preponderance in its favor, 
among those directly interested, i.e.—Field officers of 
the line—and practically interest is limited to all lieu- 
tenant colonels, two majors of Field Artillery, fourteen 
of Coast Artillery, all the Cavalry and something over 
half the Infantry majors. 

It counts for nothing that only two such petitions to 
Congress have been received. The facts are probably 
that nearly all the officers who would benefit thereby 
have petitioned for it, while very few of those opposed 
know anything whatever of the proposed measure, or 
if they have by chance heard of it, are so confident that 
Congress will not pass such an ultra law, that they 
ignore it. 

I imagine my own case is a fair sample. Until a 
very few days ago, I knew nothing of the progress of 
this matter. I had no idea that any serious attempt 
would be made to carry it through, and even if I had, 
I would not have thought of sending a petition to Con- 
gress, even though I might thereby have saved what I 
believe to be my justly-earned rank. For some thirty 
years I have had it instilled in me that officers should 
not solicit the Congress for legislation, nor interfere, by 
political pressure, in any matter affecting their inter- 
ests; and that always our chiefs would give every 
man vitally interested in any question a chance to 
state his side, before a decision against him was 
reached. But if many officers (as it would seem from 
this memorandum) are now petitioning the Congress, 
just assembled, to pass a bill affecting so unfavorably 
such a large number of their comrades, cannot the fair- 
ness of your JOURNAL be depended upon, to take up the 
cudgels, in defense, so as, at least, to allow all officers 
to be heard who so desire? In other words, to get it 
before the proper authorities, even Congress itself, 
that a very large number of officers, possibly even a 
majority, would like to present their views, and they 
only ask to do so, after being informed of all circum- 
stances; that it is surely not fair to consider such a 
bill, with evidence submitted practically by one side 
only, and only its wishes known, while almost all the 
opposing forces are in total ignorance of the sword 
hanging over their heads.

THE PARODY EXPLAINED. 


West Point, N.Y., Nov. 30, 1908. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
In the issue of Nov. 28 of the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL the article ‘West Point and the Infantry,” by Capt. 


I. L. Hunt, is of such a nature that the writer of the 
parody entitled “If Hamlet Were a Cadet” feels that 
an explanation is due for the writing of said parody. 
That a wrong impression was made on Captain Hunt 
and perhaps others who may have read the parody is 
plainly evident. Primarily the parody was written for 
the express purpose of bringing out the point that many 
instances occur where graduates choose the Field Artil- 
lery and are given some other branch—perhaps Cavalry, 
Infantry or Coast Artillery; yet in the recent appoint- 
ments from civil life there are a number of men who 
were given the Field Artillery; the parody was intended 
to show that a cadet after four years of continuous serv- 
ice should receive consideration before a civilian: even 
if the cadet graduates near the bottom of his class he has 
four years of training that the civilian can never have. 

The impression that Captain Hunt received from the 
parody as regards the Infantry is one that the writer 
had not the slightest intention of conveying; and his 
statement, that there is an unfavorable attitude toward 
the Infantry among the Corps of Cadets, is entirely erro- 
neous, although such an attitude may have been preva- 
lent when Captain Hunt was a cadet. In proof of the 
above statement one has only to consult the Army Regis- 
ter to see that large numbers of graduates choose the 
Infantry when they might easily get some other branch. 
One instance is known to the writer where a graduate 
chose the Infantry when his class standing entitled him 
te the Corps of Engineers. The writer himself will, if 
fortunate enough to graduate, receive the Infantry not 
only from class rank, but from choice; strange, indeed, 
would it seem for him to write an article belittling this 
branch! 

In conclusion let it be stated that the parody was writ- 
ten as a means of emphasizing that a cadet with four 
years of service to his credit is entitled to at least a 
grain more consideration than is the civilian appointee 
when it comes to choosing the branch of service he is 
to enter; and it is hoped that this explanation will cor- 
rect Captain Hunt’s impression as well as that of any 
other person who may share his views of the parody.

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In reply to the criticism by “A Constant Subscriber” 
of the spirit shown by the brigade of midshipmen at the 
Army and Navy game, a midshipman writes us saying: 
“As a matter of fact, better spirit was never shown be- 
fore.or after a game with the Army. No team was 
ever given a better send off on leaving the Naval 
Academy for Philadelphia, nor a heartier reception on 
its return. No man on the Navy team merits a word of 
censure for the game he played, nor does any Navy 
coach for his instructions given to the players. The 
team was,not beaten, nor hope of scoring abandoned by 
the brigade until time was called at the end of the sec- 
ond half.

At the same time we dod not 
consider that we did remarkably well in holding the Army 
6 to 4, realizing that Harvard was lucky enough to 
make the score 6 to 6 against us, when they beat Yale, 
who in turn beat West Point. As for the Navy spirit, 
it was certainly behind the team, as would have been 
seen if the disgusted band had only condescended to re- 
main in their seats for a while after the game, as nine- 
tenths of those present did. With all due reverence to 
the old Navy spirit and the old Academy whose beauti- 
ful landscapes are now marred by architectural night- 
mares, suffice it to say, that there is to-day a new and 
better Academy and a Navy spirit that is in keeping 
with this material advance.” It may be well to say 
that the letter signed “Constant Subscriber” was written 
by an officer of the Navy, otherwise we should not have 
published it. We are glad to give these replies which 
accord with what was said in reply to our correspondent 
in connection with the publication of his letter.

One squadron will 
remain at Hampton Roads and 2,500 bluejackets will be 
landed to go to Washington to participate in the inaugu- 
ration parade. From February 22 to March 4 all the 
officers and men on the fleet will be given shore leave at 
Norfolk in relays. The bluejackets to be taken to Wash- 
ington will probably make the trip in the Dolphin and 
the Mayilower. 





In accordance with the recommendation of the Board 
on Construction, the Secretary of the Navy has awarded 
contracts for the submarine boats authorized at the last 
session of Congress, bids for which were opened on Nov. 
2, 1908, as follows: To the Electric Boat Company, two 
boats under their 20-A bid, at $450,450 each, and two 
boats under their 20-D bid, at $438,900 each, all four 
boats to be delivered on the Pacific coast. These four 
boats are to be delivered at Mare Island. To the Lake 
Torpedo Boat Company, one boat at $410,000, to be de- 
livered on the Atlantic coast. This boat is to be built 
at Newport News. ‘To the American Laurenti Com- 
pany, OMe boat at $437,500, to be delivered on the At- 
lantic coast: This boat will be built by the William 
Cramp and Sons Ship and Engine Building Company, 
Philadelphia, Pa. The remaining two boats authorized 
by the act will be built at the Norfolk Navy Yard, if 
satisfactory arrangements can be made with one or 


more of the submarine boat companies. 








Surgeon General Rixey has recommended that the hos- 
pital ship Relief, after being repaired in consequence of 
her experience in the recent typhoon, be kept at Olongapo 
as a hospital ship. There is no hospital available there, 
and the Relief is now held to be unseaworthy, as she 
has been repeatedly claimed to be during the past year. 
A survey will be made and repairs authorized and the 
famous hospital ship will cease to be a fleet auxiliary. It 
is the expectation that Congress will sooner or later 
provide for the construction of two suitable hospital ships 
complying with the recommendations that Surgeon Gen- 
eral Rixey has so earnestly made for two years past. 


The Relief, so far as her professional work was con- 
cerned, was a great success, her presence with the fleet 
peor a source of great help and comfort to both officers 
and men, 


It has been decided to. make a trial of the La Coste 
ship brake on the Indiana. This is a device consisting 
of wings from four to six feet wide and twelve feet 
deep, one on each side of the vessel, placed in the water 
beginning at the water line. They fold forward and 
when not in use the side of the vessel presents,a smooth 
surface to the water. Control is obtained from the 
bridge of the vessel by a pneumatic arrangement, which 
releases the brakes and brings them back to their place 
after the maneuver has been carried out. This ship 
brake, the invention of Pierre La Coste, a Canadian, 
has been in use in Canadian revenue cutters and is said 
to have been satisfactory. Its function is to bring a 
vessel to a quick stop in case of necessity or bring about 
a sharp turn when the maneuver is desired. It is diffi- 
cult to see how a hinged device can be made to stand 
the strain to which it will be subjected, 
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Comdr. Armistead Rust, U.S.N., recently in com- 
mand of the tender Hist, will be court-martialed at the 
League Island Navy Yard within the next few weeks 
on charges growing out of the grounding of the Hist in 
the Delaware river about Nov. 13. The Hist was en 
route to the League Island Navy Yard, and in broad 
daylight on her way up the river went aground. The 
detail for the court follows: Capts. John B. Collins, 
John C. Fremont, C. T. Morse, and James M. Helm; 
Comdrs. T. B. Rodgers, G. . Brown and Roger 
Welles. Lieut. Comdr. S. E. W. Kittelle is judge advo- 
eate general of the court. Commander Rust was for- 
merly in charge of the Cape Cruz survey expedition 
on the south coast of Cuba. He is a native of Virginia 
and entered the Navy in October 1881. The Hist was 
uninjured. 











The G.C.M. at Boston, Mass., which has been trying 
1st Lieut. Edward Gottlieb, Coast Art., U.S.A., closed on 
Dec. 5 without the presence of the defendant, who has 
been missing since the trial began on Dec. 3. The find- 
ings of the court, together with the evidence, were for- 
warded to Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., command- 
ing the Department of ‘the East. Lieutenant Gottlieb is 
nearly thirty-two years old, and was appointed a second 
lieutenant, 28th U.S. Infantry, Feb. 2, 1901, from the 
Army after serving as a private and electrician sergeant 
in the Artillery Corps from 1898 to 1901. He was trans- 
ferred to the Artillery Corps Oct. 4, 1901; was gradu- 
ated from the School of Submarine Defense in 1902, and 
received his commission as first lieutenant in 1906. Lieu- 
tenant Gottlieb has been declared a deserter from the 
Army, and the usual reward offered.

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Numerous changes will be observed in the officers of 
the four companies, C.A.C., that are under orders to go 
to the Philippines. Capt. Charles O. Zollars succeeds 
Capt. Alexander Greig, jr., in command of the 50th Co. ; 
Ist Lieuts. Charles O. Schuldt and Edward W. Wildrick 
are assigned to the same company; Capt. Harry W. New- 
ton becomes commanding officer of the 51st Co., succeed- 
ing Capt. Stephen H. Mould; 1st Lieuts. Harry L. Morse 
and Robert Arthur are assigned to the same company ; 
Capt. George T. Patterson is assigned to command the 
54th Co., and 1st Lieut. William T. Carpenter is assigned 
to that company; 1st Lieuts. Earl McFarland and Pierre 
V. Kieffer are assigned to the 55th Co. The 50th Co. is 
to go to Fort Wint on Grande Island and the other three 
companies go to Fort Mills on Corregidor Island. 
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When the eight armored cruisers of the Pacific Fleet 
arrive at Panama under command of Admiral Swin- 
burne this week, all the marines of the fleet and 3,999 
bluejackets will be given shore leave in a body, under 
charge of non-commissioned officers. While this will 
not be considered a landing in force, it is intended as 
a rebuke to the Panama government for the failure of 
police protection last September, when a bluejacket was 
killed in a brawl there. The fleet forces will police the 
town during the stay of the men whether the Panamans 
like it or not. The man killed at Panama was Charles 
Rand, boatswain’s mate of the Buffalo. The demands 
made by this government at the time have not been 
complied with. 
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Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, 
will make a tour of inspection in the Philippines the 
latter part of the winter and in the early spring. Gen- 
eral Murray has had charge of the planning and the in- 
stallation of the new works of fortification in Hawaii 
and the Philippines, and as the work takes on large 
proportions it has become necessary for him to have 
actual personal knowledge of conditions and problems 
on the ground. The fortification of the harbor of Ma- 
nila has been delayed for want of suitable quarters in 
which to place the men needed to man the guns already 
in place. _The progress of this work will be expedited 
in no small degree by the inspection to be made by Gen- 
eral Murray. 
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Midshipman Richard F. Bernard, U.S.N., was tried 
by court-martial on board the Connecticut at Albany, 
Australia, Sept. 12, 1908, charged with (1) drunkenness 
on duty, (2) scandalous conduct tending to the destruc- 
tion of good morals; to both of which charges he pleaded 
“guilty,’ and was sentenced by the court to be dis- 
missed from the naval service. Upon recommendation 
of the Secretary of the Navy, the President, in view 
of Midshipman Bernard’s youth and inexperience, his 
previous good record and the recommendation of five 
members of the court for clemency, has directed that a 
pardon be issued upon condition that he take rank at 
the foot of his class and, if commissioned, be commis- 
sioned as the last number therein.

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Privates Bryant and Maxwell, of Battery C, 1st Field

injured, as the result of the breaking of a bridge over 
which a detachment of artillerymen were riding, Dec. 5. 
The party of twenty-five artillerymen were making a run 
to a prairie fire northeast of the post.

The papers in the court-martial cases of Col. Daniel 
Cornman, and Capt. Charles G. French, 7th Inf., and 
ist Lieut.

Rear Admiral N. E. Mason, U.S.N., who was commis- 
sioned rear admiral from Nov. 12, 1908, was born in 
Pennsylvania and entered the Naval Academy July 24, 
1865, and was graduated in 1869.

893. He was inspector of ordnance, in charge of the 
Naval Ordnance Proving Grounds, June, 1893, to 1896;

February, 1899, to October, 1899. He was inspector of 
ordnance in charge of the Naval Torpedo Station, Octo- 
her, 1899, and was assigned to charge of the torpedo sta- 
tion, Newport, R.L., in 1900, and to command the Cin- 
cinnati in 1992.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Mr. Warren Eden Hill, president of the Continental 
Tron Works in Brooklyn, N.Y., died in his apartments in 
the Hotel Florence, New York city, Dec. 8, 1908, of heart 
disease. Mr. Hill, who was born in 1834, became asso- 
ciated with the Allaire Iron Works, in Newark, in 1852, 
where he remained about six years. From 1858 to 1862 
he was superintendent of the installation of the Detroit 
water works. Then he returned to the East and attached 
himself to the Continental Iron Works, in Brooklyn, 
which built the original Monitor. He was made vicec- 
president of the Continental Company in 1888 and last 
year he became president. He was a member of various 
scientific and social organizations in Brooklyn. A widow 
and two daughters survive him. The statement appear- 
ing in the daily papers that Mr. Hill designed the ma- 
chinery and engines of the Monitor is a mistake, as they 
were solely the work of John Ericsson. who designed that 
vessel from keel up, it being estimated that this Monitor 
when completed contained some 40 patentable devices con- 
ceived by Ericsson. 

Mrs. Julia Kean Benjamin. one of the daughters of 
the late Hamilton Fish and widow of Brevet Lieut. Col. 
Samuel N. Benjamin, U.S.A., died at her residence, 65 
East 77th street, New York city, Dec. 5. 1908. Mrs. 
Benjamin was born in 1841 and married in 1869. She 
is survived by her three sons, William N.. Hamilton F. 
and Julian A. Benjamin, all of Garrison, N.Y. 

Brevet Major John W. McDougall, captain of Co. C, 
7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., died on Dec. 4, 1908, after an 
illness of one month, following a stroke of apoplexy. He 
was born in New York city and was sixty-one years old. 
Captain McDougall entered the Tist Regiment as a pri- 
vate in 1865, and was discharged in 1872, when he en- 
listed as a private in Co. C. 7th Regiment. After serving 
as a corporal sergeant and first sergeant and first lieuten- 
ant. he received his commission as captain June 6, 1898. 
During the thirty-six years of his service in the 7th Regi- 
ment. Captain McDougall was all the time a member of 
Co C, and the announcement of his death was received 
with great regret by the members of the regiment. 
Funeral services were held on Dec. 8 at Central Presby- 
terian Church, Colonel Appleton and other officers and 
members of the regiment attending, as well as veterans 
of the regiment. 

Capt. Robert Hanna, U.S.A., retired, died suddenly 
in the office of Dr. George E. Brewer. No. 61 West 48th 
street, New York city. Dec. 4. 1908, soon after going 
there. accompanied by his wife, for an examination. Cap- 
tain Hanna had heen taking treatment for thoracic aneu- 
rism. Captain Hanna lived in Washington and had a 
summer house at Sag Harbor, N.Y., where he had been 


engaged in torpedo work for the Bliss Company since his 
retirement. e was born in 1848, was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A. in 1872, and was assigned as a second lieu- 
tenant to the 6th Cavalry. He became first lieutenant in 
1878 and captain in 1888. Nineteen years of his Army 
life were spent on the frontier, and he was for a time in 
command of the Apache scouts on the Mexican border. 
He was widely known as an Indian fighter, serving also 
in Indian campaigns in Kansas, Indian Territory, New 
Mexico and Arizona. He was retired for disability in the 
line of duty Feb. 24, 1891. Captain Hanna was a mem- 
ber of the M.O.L.L.U.S., and was superintendent of the 
Whitehead torpedo adjusting station for ten years. He 
married Miss Nettie L. Searle, of Rochester, in 1888, by 
whom he is survived. He was a relative of Senator 
Hanna. 

Mrs. Thomas Challenot, of Belleville, Ill., who died 
Dec. 3, 1908, was the mother of Mrs. K. Niles, wife of 
Capt. Kossuth Niles, who commands the U.S.S. Louisiana. 

Rear Admiral Arthur Burtis, whose death on Oct. 22, 
1908, at his apartments in the Hotel Touraine, Buffalo, 
N.Y., we briefly noticed in our issue of Oct. 24 last, was 
born at Oxford, N.Y., June 29. 1841. He was appointed 
assistant paymaster from New York state by Mr. Lincoln 
in 1862. His grandfather, Arthur Burtis, was an alder- 
man of the City of New York from 1813 to 1819; his 
great-grandfather and great-great-grandfather both served 
in the Revolutionary War; his father was the Rev. Ar- 
thur Burtis, D.D., an eminent clergyman of Buffalo, N. 
Y. His first orders, dated July 21, 1862, were to duty 
under Admiral Farragut at New Orleans, La., in the 
Sagamore, but on the way there in the supply steamer 
Rhode Island he contracted yellow fever, and he was sent 
north. Upon recovering he was ordered to the Connecti- 
cut, and employed in convoying the Californian steamers 
through the Caribbean Sea. The Connecticut was next 
on the blockade, capturing four noted blockade-runners, 
and also caused the destruction of four more, in the 
course of which duty she was engaged with Fort Fisher. 
From 1864 to 1866 he was attached to the Muscoota, of 
the Gulf Squadron. From 1867 to 1869 he was stationed 
at League Island; from 1870 to 1873 he was attached to 
the Brooklyn, which ship brought the body of Admiral 
Farragut from Portsmouth, N.H., to New York, and then 
went for a cruise in European waters. Part of the three 
years’ cruise he spent on the Brooklyn as the fleet pay- 
master of the European fleet. Other duties include ser- 
vice at the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing at the 
navy yard, Philadelphia, from 1874 to 1877; on the prac- 
ticeship Constellation and at Navy pay office, New York. 
T'rom 1883 to 1886 he was attached to the Galena, of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, and during the rebellion on the 
Isthmus, and when that city was burned, the officers and 
crew of the ship prevented much destruction of property 
and loss of life. From June, 1886, to May, 1889, he was 
the paymaster at the navy yard, New York, and in Jan- 
uary, 1890, was ordered as fleet paymaster of the Pacific 
Squadron to the flagship Charleston. From the Charles- 
ton he was transferred to the flagship San Francisco 
March 31, 1891, which was at Chili during the revolution 
in 1891, and in Valparaiso when Balmaceda’s army was 
defeated and the Congressional forces captured that city 
Aug. 28, 1891. He subsequently served at the navy yard, 
N.Y.; was on the New York as fleet paymaster from 
July, 1897, to July 3, 1899, when he was ordered in 
charge of Navy pay office. He later served at the Navy 
pay office, New York, and was retired Nov. 21, 1902, with 
rank of rear admiral. Mr. Burtis was married to Ida 
Thomas in 1884 at Philadelphia. He received the hon- 
orary degree of A.M. from Hobart College: was a mem- 
ber of the St. Nicholas Society of New York, the Holland 
Society of New York, the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion, the Kappa Alpha Society, the St. Nicholas Club of 
New York, the Union Club of New York, University 
Club, Buffalo, the Military Order Loyal Legion of the 
United States. and the New York Yacht Club. The Buf- 
falo Commercial, at the time of his decease, in an appre- 
ciatory obituary notice said of Admiral Burtis: “He 
had a clear, fine, loyal record for service in the Navy, 
and with the genial qualities of a gentleman was a great 
favorite in the social clubs.” Mr. Burtis had no children 
as the fruit of his marriage, but he leaves to mourn his 
loss a wife, a brother. Morse Burtis, of Englewood, N.J.. 
and a sister, Miss Mary FE. Burtis, of Buffalo; several 
nephews and nieces, and hosts of friends. The funeral 
service was held in the Burtis family home, No. 530 
Lafayette avenue, and the burial took place in the same 
city in the beautiful Forest Lawn Cemetery. 


Mrs, E. C, H. Pearce, eldest sister of Rear Admiral 
J. — U.S.N., died at Northampton, Mass., Dec. 
x ; 

Lieut. Henry De Hart Waite, U.S.A., retired, senior 
member of the law firm of Waite, Keyes & Martin, died 
at his home in Berkeley, Cal., on Nov. 26, 1908, of acute 
inflammation of the kidneys. The deceased was born in 
New York in 1855, and was 53 years of age at the time 
of his death. He leaves surviving him his mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Waite, and his sister, Miss Leonora Waite, both 
residing at Berkeley, Cal., and his brother, George T. 
Waite, of Scranton, Pa. Lieutenant Waite was gradu- 
ated from West Point in 1879, and was assigned as a 
second lieutenant to the 3d Infantry. He was transferred 
to the 5th Cavalry Sept. 4, 1879. From that time until 
1893 he served at various posts, being stationed most of 
the time in the West. He was retired from active service 
June 6, 1894, for disability incident to the service, re- 
sided in Oklahoma and immediately began the practice 
of law in Toledo, Ohio, as a member of the firm of Scrib- 
ner and Waite. In 1898 he was appointed a captain of 
the Ohio Volunteers and served through the Spanish- 
American War. In 1900 he was appointed commandant 
of the cadets at the University of California, at Berkeley, 
which detail he relinquished in 1904. Since that time he 
has been practicing law in San Francisco. 

Mrs. Elizabeth McCorkle Owen, mother of the wife of 
the late Capt. H. J. Fitzgerald, U.S.A.. and of the wife 
of Capt. D. B. Case, U.S.A., died at Columbia, Pa., Nov. 
22, 1908. 

Pay Dir. Alexander W. Russell, U.S.N., whose death 
we noticed in our issue of Dec. 5, page 368, when placed 
on the retired list on Feb. 4, 1886, had the relative rank 
of captain, and was subsequently advanced to the rank of 
rear admiral on the retired list for Civil War service. 

Lieut. Col. Zerah W. Torrey, 18th U.S. Inf., on duty 
as inspector general of the Department of the Visayas, 
died suddenly in his office at Iloilo, Philippine Islands, 
Dec. 7, 1908. Death was due probably to heart disease. 
Lieutenant Colonel Torrey was appointed to West Point 
from Massachusetts in 1876. He was graduated in 1880 
and was assigned as second lieutenant in the 6th Infan- 
try. The following September he was detailed to frontier 
duty on the White River, Colorado, where he remained 
till 1881. He served at Fort Cameron, Fort Douglas and 
Fort Thornburg, Utah, and while at Fort Douglas in 
1886 was promoted first lieutenant. He was transferred 
to Fort Lewis, Colo., where he remained till 1890, and 
while there became regimental quartermaster and served 
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to Feb. 1, 1894. He became captain in 1896, and served 
in the campaign against Santiago de Cuba to July 1, 
1898, and was wounded in the assault on San Juan Hill. 
He subsequently served at Forts Thomas, Ky., Sam Hous- 
ton, Tex., and other posts; was on recruiting service, and 
his last assignment was in the Philippines. 

Ex-Councilman Frederick L. Jones, of Quincy, Mass., 
who died in that city Dec. 6, 1908, is the father of Lieut. 
Walter C. Jones, 18th U.S. Inf. He was a veteran of 
the Civil War, serving with the 23d Massachusetts Vol- 
unteers, and participating in twenty-six battles, and was 
wounded several times. Among the battles in which 
Mr. Jones participated were Newbern, N.C.; Drury’s 
Bluff; Batchelers Creek; Kingston, N.C.; Whitchall ; 
Goldsborough; Tarboro; Swifts Creek; Little Washing- 
ton, N.C.; Gettys Station, Va.; Bermuda Hundred, where 
it was fight every day for a week; Pocahontas Creek, and 
Cold Harbor. Mr. Jones for many years was one of 
a firm of granite cutters who built some of the largest 
monuments in this country. He married in 1868, and be- 
sides Lieutenant Jones, has three sons and a daughter. 
One of his sons is Dr. Frederick BE. Jones, medical ex- 
aminer for Quincy. Mr. Jones was a member of Rural 
Lodge A.F. & A.M., the Grand Army and the Granite 
City Club. 

Brig. Gen. Henry Jackson, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Leavenworth, Kas., Dec. 9, 1908, of cancer,’ aged 71 
years. He was born in England May 31, 1837, and served 
in the Crimean, Civil, Indian and Spanish wars. He 
served as private and corporal in the 14th Illinois, and 
as sergeant major, 5th U.S. Cav., from Dec. 28, 1863, to 
May 13, 1865, and from May 14, 1865, to March 16, 1866, 
he served as a second and first lieutenant in the 5th U.S. 
Colored Cavalry. He was appointed second lieutenant, 
7th U.S. Cav., July 28, 1866, taking part in many opera- 
tions against Indians with that command, serving with it 
until Aug. 27, 1896, when he was promoted major, 3d 
Cavalry. He was promoted lieutenant colonel, 5th U.S. 
Cavalry, Jan. 23, 1900; colonel, 3d Cavalry, April 29, 
1901, and was retired May 31, 1901. He was advanced 
to brigadier general on the retired list for Civil War 
service April 23, 1904. 

Mrs. Joanna Arguimbeau Spotswood, widow of the 
late Capt. Charles Spotswood, of the old U.S. Navy and 
the Confederate navy, died at Norfolk, Va., Dee. 2, 1908. 
She is the mother of Miss Mary Spotswood, Norfolk; 
Mrs. Thomas Bernard, of North Carolina; Mrs. John G. 
Quinby, wife of Commander Quinby, U.S.N., and Mr. 
Charles Spotswood, of New York. “Mrs. Spotswood,” 
writes a correspondent, “was a woman of great personal 
magnetism and noted for her brilliant mind. Born at 
Port Mahon, in the Island of Minorca, the daughter of 
Capt. Joseph Arguimbeau, of the English navy, she was 
wedded to Captain Spotswood, then a young lieutenant 
on the old U.S. frigate Delaware, at her home, when not 
quite seventeen, and by special permission of Congress, 
allowed to return to the United States with her husband 
on his ship. They were stationed at the Norfolk yard for 
several years and her home has always been a rendezvous 
for naval officers. During their residence at the yard the 
Federals mined the old drydock and Lieutenant Spots- 
wood, with his bare hands extinguished the fuse and 
saved the dock. Mrs. Spotswood’s death will be sincerely 
mourned by many naval officers and their families.” 

Capt. Augustus F. Rodgers, assistant superintendent 
of the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey, died 
suddenly in San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 8, 1908. . He held 
the longevity record for government service, having re- 
ceived his appointment in 1847. Captain Rodgers was a 
son of Commodore John Rodgers, who defended the city 
of Baltimore in the War of 1812, and his brother was 
a rear admiral. His nephew is a rear admiral on 
the retired list at present. The late Gen. M. C. 
Meigs married Mr. Rodgers’s sister, and another sis- 
ter married an Army officer. Mr. Rodgers was born in 
Washington, Jan. 1, 1829, and entered the coast 
survey Jan. 1, 1847. He served on the Atlantic 
coast until 1851, when he was ordered to the Pacific 
coast, and was almost continuously on duty on that 
coast until his death. 


DEATH OF REAR ADMIRAL COGHLAN, U.S.N. 


Rear Admiral Joseph Bullock Coghlan, U.S.N., retired, 
one of the most popular and efficient officers in the Navy, 
died suddenly at New Rochelle, N.Y., Dec. 5, 1908, of 
heart disease. He had been in ill health for some months, 
suffering from liver trouble with complications, but had 
not been ill enough to be confined to his bed. He had 
an active career in the Navy of more than forty-six 
years, and he had a most genial personality, belonged 
to many clubs and societies, and was a witty after-dinner 
talker. Admiral Coghlan was born in Frankfort, Ky., 
in 1844. After completing his early education in that 
state he was appointed to the U.S. Naval Academy from 
Illinois, Sept. 27, 1860, and was promoted ensign, May 
28, 1863, serving on the steam sloop Sacramento, 1863-65. 
He reached the grade of master, Noy. 10, 1865, and when 
commissioned lieutenant in 1867 he was on the Brook- 
lyn, flagship of the Brazilian Squadron. He became ex- 
ecutive officer of the Pawnee and then served on the 
Guerriére and the Portsmouth. He was promoted lieu- 
tenant commander in 1868 and was attached to the 
Richmond in the European Squadron. From 1871 to 
1873 he was on duty in the Hydrographic Office. After 
a year on leave he was given command of the ironclad 
Sagus, of the North Atlantic Station, 1875-6, and was 
next on the Colorado, receiving ship, from which he was 
transferred to the Monongahela, on the Asiatic Station. 
He returned to serve on the Independence, receiving ship. 
He was commissioned commander in 1882 and command- 
ed the Adams on the Pacific Station. He was stationed 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard from 1886 to 1887, when 
he took command of the Mohican. He was inspector of 
ordnance, League Island Navy Yard, January, 1891-4, 
and was lighthouse inspector, 1894-7. He was commis- 
sioned captain, Nov. 18, 1896, and was commanding the 
Raleigh, in the battle of Manila, May 1, 1898. He com- 
manded the expedition for the capture and destruction 
of the batteries of the entrance to Manila Bay, May 2 
and 3, 1898, and also the expedition for the capture of 
Isla Grande, Subig Bay, July 7, 1898. After the close 
of hostilities the Raleigh, under Captain Coghlan, was 
ordered ‘to New York, and with Admiral (then Commo- 
dore) Dewey aboard, was given a great reception. The 
Raleigh was the first ship from Admiral Dewey’s Pacific 
Fleet that reached New York, and many entertainments 
were given to her then captain, among others a banquet 
at the Union League Club, at which Elihu Root presided. 
Captain Coghlan told the diners about the trouble that 
Admiral Dewey had with German officers at Manila, 
and he was then persuaded to recite in dialect a bit 
of verse entitled, “Hoch der Kaiser,” which he had seen 
printed in the Orient. This poem made quite a stir at 





the time, but as it was recited at a private dinner party, 
the Admiral, it was held, had not violated regulations. 
Rear Admiral Coghlan was placed in command of the 
Puget Sound Naval Station, July 3, 1899, and was 
ordered to the Naval War College, June 1, 1901. He 
was promoted rear admiral, April 11, 1902, and appoint- 
ed to command the Caribbean Squadron of the North 
Atlantic Fleet. On Oct. 3, 1904, he became commandant 
of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, following Admiral Fred 
Rodgers, and was retired Dec. 9, 1906, on attaining the 
age of sixty-two years. He retained office as commandant 
of the navy yard, New York, until June 1, 1907, when 
he was succeeded by Rear Admiral Goodrich. Since his 
retirement Admiral Coghlan had been president of the 
Debenture Corporation, with offices at 40 Wall street, 
Manhattan. We was grand marshal of the big Taft 
parade in Manhattan just before election. He was. also 
a member of the commission which is making arrange- 
ments for the Hudson-Fulton celebration next year. He 
was married in October, 1868, to Miss Julia Barbour, 
of Terre Haute, Ind., and they have one son, Graham 
Coghlan. Rear Admiral Coghlan was a member of the 
New York Yacht Club, the Union League, Army and 
Navy and Wniversity, clubs, the M.O.L.L.U.S., United 
Spanish War Veterans, the G.A.R., Naval Union and 
Society of Foreign Wars. He was also a Mason and a 
Knight Templar. 

The remains of Admiral Coghlan were interred at Ar- 
lington, Va., Dec. 9, with full military honors. The ser- 
vice of the Episcopal Church for the dead was conducted 
at old St. John’s Church. Officiating clergymen were 
Rev. Roland Cotton Smith, Rev. G. Williamson Smith, 
a former naval chaplain, and Rev. Dr. Hubbard. 

The funeral cortege reached the church a few minutes 
past 11 o’elock. Behind the full Marine Band marched 
four companies of marines and a company of bluejackets. 
The casket, wrapped in a union Jack, reposed on a cais- 
son. The Admiral’s flag at half mast and draped in som- 
ber black was before the casket on the caisson. 

The escort of honor was composed of United Spanish 
War Veterans. Admiral Coghlan was a past department 
commander of the organization. There was a distin- 
guished gathering of naval and military men at the obse- 
guies. Admiral Dewey was unable to attend owing to 
slight illness. Mrs. Dewey was present, attended by 
a ae Commander Butler, who is Admiral Dewey’s 
aide. 

Special music, selected by Mrs. Coghlan, was used at 
the church by St. John’s choir, as follows: Dead march 
from “Saul.” Handel; anthem, “Lord, Let Me Know 
Mine End and the Number of My Days,” chanted to An- 
glican tones; hymn, “Lead, Kindly Light.” Dykes: the 
de profundis, “Out of the Deep Have I Called Unto Thee, 
© Lord,” chanted to the eighth Gregorian tone (tonus 
peregrinus) ; recessional hymn, “Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” Mason; concluding voluntary, Chopin’s funeral 
march. 

Among the floral remembrances were a representation 
of the button of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion 
of the United States in red, white and blue immortelles, 
which was carried on the flag-draped casket with Admiral 
Coghlan’s sword and hat, a tribute from Admiral and 
Mrs. Dewey, and a large floral anchor of red and pale 
pink roses from the Department of New York, United 
Spanish War Veterans, inscribed “Comrade.” The ritu- 
alistie ceremony of the United Spanish War Veterans 
was conducted at the grave in Arlington.

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

May I avail myself of a little space to pay my tribute 
to the memory of one of the noblest hearted men that 
ever trod a “quarter-deck,” the late Rear Admiral Joseph 
Bullock Coghlan. I enlisted as a landsman early in 
1864, and was detailed as one of.the crew of the vessel 
on which he served his first tour of sea service, the sloop- 
of-war Sacramento, the youngest officer on the ship. His 
genial nature and gentlemanly bearing made him the idol 
of the whole crew. His kindly treatment of me, a mere 
schoolboy of seventeen, for the first time away from home, 
has been and will ever remain one of the most treasured 
memories of my life. Something over ten years ago I 
chanced to renew my acquaintance with him, and to show 
that his kindly regard for those far below him in rank re- 
mained as a characteristic of his later years, I quote 
a few lines from a letter which he wrote me some years 
ago: “It takes a man of strong mind to come unscathed 
through many years of sailor life. The ‘Jackie’ of to- 
day is vastly different from the times when you knew 
him, but many, alas, are still his short-comings. It 
will take generations yet to teach the world at large 
that under the blue jacket of a sailor is the heart and 
soul of a man. It may be one that was warped in youth, 
but there all the same, ready to respond to the first 
genuine encouragement.” I commend these sentiments to 
the careful consideration of every young officer (and it 
would not hurt some of the older ones). If they were

In calling attention, in its annual report, to the stop- 
page of important experimental work, owing to inade- 
quate appropriations, the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fication of the Army pays a tribute to the efforts of the 
late Dr. S. P. Langley, and in so doing gives an im- 
pressive example of how a niggardly policy on the part 
of Congress may check experiments just at the moment 
when they are about to ripen into successful results. 
With the small moneys the board could allot, Professor 
Langley was able to proceed with his experiments in 
aeroplane flying, and was making splendid progress 
when unfortunate launching of his machine brought on 
accidents. Congress not being able to judge of the 
technical advance made by the scientist, developed a 
spirit of opposition, and the board did not feel it could 
ask for more money in those conditions. Professor 
Langley died just on the eve of the success of his ideas. 
Then France jumped in and held the palm of fiying 
until the Wright Brothers won it for the United States, 
but had Professor Langley been supported properly by 
Congress this country might have been years ahead of 
Europe in aeroplane development. 








The appeal that General Aleshire, Quartermaster 
General of the Army, makes for the reorganization of 
his department on a basis commensurate with the needs 
of the present and future service should be honored with 
prompt and practical consideration by Congress. The 
imperative need of legislation is shown by General 
Aleshire in his annual report, of which we give a synop- 
sis elsewhere. The Quartermaster’s Department as some 
old campaigner has said is the “stomach, hide and legs” 
of an army. Cripple that department and you cripple 
the whole Army. Napoleon’s remark about camp kettles 
and fighting efficiency is just as true of the commis- 
sary to-day as then, and so too with the business end of 
the Army. It should. not be neglected or abused. Con- 
gress has seen fit, wisely as everyone thinks, to reor- 
ganize the Medical Department on a splendid basis. 
The Artillery has been afforded vitally needed legisla- 
tion. The Quartermaster’s Department is equally in 
need of the helping hand. It is clearly the part of wis- 
dom to see that its business department has enough 
skilled officers, and is equal to the prodigious burdens 
that are being put upon it. 
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A despatch from Washington of Dec. 11 reports that 
when Col. Charles S. Bromwell, C.E., Superintendent 
of Public Buildings and Grounds, appeared before the 
sub-committee of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tion, Representative Burleson, of Texas, asked him if 
he had not requested an appropriation last year for a 
watchman for the old Pennsylvania Railroad station. 
“I think so,’’ he replied, “but I have not had any occa- 
sion to use it, because I have torn down the railroad 
station.” “What? Torn down the railroad station?” 


exclaimed the Texan. Colonel -Bromwell explained that - 
he tore down the building on a written order from the 
Presideat. “‘Do you know of any law on the statute 
books that authorizes any executive officer to sell any 
of the property of the United States of that character— 
real estate?” inquired Chairman Tawney. “No, sir,” 
replied Colonel Bromwell. “I called the attention of 
the higher authorities to that fact, and I received an 
order to tear the building down.’

With the confirmation of Rear Admiral John K. 
Barton by the Senate this week, a vacancy is made in 
the position of Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing. Admiral Barton recently suffered a severe stroke 
of paralysis while in Philadelphia and is still quite sick. 
He will ask to be retired for physical disability incurred 
in the line of duty. Comdr. John R. Edwards, formerly 
assistant chief of the bureau when Rear Admiral Mel- 
ville was chief, is being urged for appointment to suc- 
ceed Admiral Barton as chief of the bureau. Com- 
mander Edwards has a splendid reputation for his scien- 
tific skill and his ability to accomplish results. He made 
a few years ago the most thorough study and practical 
test of oil-burning devices for sea-going vessels that 
have yet been made, and that have been of most prac- 
tical value in the installation of oil-burning boilers.

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While there is only the fullest confidence in the pro- 
fessional value of the hospital ship Relief, it is reported, 
that, on the recent attempt of the ship to make the 
voyage from Manila to Guam on the way to Callao, 
there occurred precisely the instance of conflicting au- 
thority predicted by Rear Admiral Brownson, formerly 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, as likely to happen. 
The commanding officer, Surgeon Stokes, and the sail- 
ing master squarely disagreed as to the course on which 
to sail the ship. The surgeon commander was for keep- 
ing on in the teeth of the typhoon. The sailing master 
was for making back to Luzon and safety. Under the 
contract made with the latter he had the right to insist 
on this change of course in view of the danger to ship 
and human lives. The anomalous thing took place of 
the subordinate, refusing to obey the superior and com- 
manding officer, and doing as his judgment commanded.

Representative D. R. Anthony, of Kansas, the editor 
of a. Leavenworth paper, has fanned anew the old slum- 
bering trouble between Major General Wood, Col. H. L.

letter to the members of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, in which he declares Anthony’s enmity is on ac- 
count of personal grounds. Representative Anthony says 
that he will fight confirmation of any nomination adyanc- 
ing Colonel Scott to the rank of brigadier general. 
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ONE ON THE ENGINEER CORPS. 


No part of the President’s message will cause more 
comment in the Army, perhaps, than the suggestion in 
favor of relieving the engineers of the U.S. Army from 
control of the improvements of the inland waterways of 
the country. Analyzing the message, we fini that two 
reasons are given for this recommendation. One is that 
the military establishment is impaired hy what amounts 
virtually to a permanent detail of the Corps of Engineers 
to civilian duties. The other takes excention to the opin- 
icns alleged to have been expressed by prominent officers 
of the Engineer Corps that waterways are not dependent 
ypon the conservation of the forests about their head- 
waters. This opinion being opposed, in the mind of the 
President, “to all the recent work of the scientific bureaus 
of the government and to the general experience of man- 
kind,” the Chief Executive finds that it is no longer 
“wise or safe to leave this great work in the hands of 
men who fail to grasp the essential relations between 
navigation and general development and to assimilate and 
to use the central facts about our streams.” While it is 
admitted in the message that the “military engineers have 
undoubtedly done efficient work in actual construction,” 
it is stated that “they are necessarily unsuited by their 
training and traditions to take the broad view, and to 
gather and transmit to Congress the commercial and in- 
dustrial information and forecast upon which waterway 
improvement must always so largely rest.” Furthermore, 
they have “failed to grasp the great underlying fact that 
every stream is a unit from its source to its mouth and 
that all its uses are interdependent.”. The President 
says: “Prominent officers of the Engineer Corps have 
recently even gone so far as to assert in print that water- 
ways are not dependent upon the conservation of the 
forests about their headwaters.” Why should they not 
say this? The destruction of trees has caused an exces- 
sive variation of stream volume, but it has not been shown, 
as a conclusion of scientific demonstration, that the de- 
nudation of forest lands has decreased the rainfall upon 
which our waterways depend. Forests serve as wind 
brakes for open regions about or within them; that they 
increase the fall of rain over their area or the intensity 
er frequency of rainfalls, or guide, attract or repel local 
storms, may be true, but this is not so universally ad- 
mitted by competent judges that anyone is entitled to 
speak ex-cathedra on the subject. 

Lest the public get the wrong perspective in this seri- 
ous difference between the President and one of the most 
important arms of the Service, it might be well to note 
that this is the first time in the history of the United 
States that any President has found it necessary to con- 
demn in a public document the Engineer Corps of the 
Army, so far as we are acquainted with the historical 
antecedents of the Service. It is also well worth bearing 
in mind that there has been renewed activity among ci- 
vilian engineers in the last few years to exalt the merit 
of that class even at the expense of the military engi- 
neers. We have been told repeatedly in the public prints 
that the Army Engineer Corps is a sort of miniature au- 
tocracy, too sacred for the entrance of engineers from 
civil life, and while we have taken pains to show that 
military engineering knowledge has been essential to the 
successful carrying on of most of the work done by the 
Engineers since their establishment, it is not altogether 
unlikely that these influences have had something to do 
with the creation of a belief in some quarters that cer- 
tain government work might be done better by civilians. 
It is not necessary to go into a discussion of the broad 
question whether there are some duties connected with 
waterway improvement that are not essentially within 
the scope of a military engineer’s duties, to be competent 
to call attention to the fact that this matter of inland 
waterway improvement is one of recent deep public con- 
cern, and that the last word has not by any means been 
said as to the principles that should underlie a wise con- 
servation of our waterways. To hold up to public repro- 
bation an entire body of hitherto efficient Army officers 
“failing to grasp underlying facts,” as being “unfitted to 
take a broad view” of a subject on which they had re- 
ceived a special training, and as being opposed to modern 
ways, it is not too-much to say, comes perilously near 
doing an injustice to a worthy, faithful and conscientious 
body of public servants. In a sister service only recently 
we heard a great outery against so-called antiquated 
inethods of ship construction, but we have seen how com- 
pletely these methods have been vindicated by a thorough 
investigation of the complaints. 

To meet his ideas for an improved system, the Presi- 
dent favors a permanent commission authorized to co-or- 
dinate the work of all the government departments relat- 
ing to waterways. Under such a commission the actual 
work of construction might be intrusted to the reclama- 
tion service or to the military engineers, acting with a 
sufficient number of civilians to continue the work in 
time of war; or it might be divided between the reclama- 
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tion service and the Corps of Engineers. This plan would 
in the estimation of the President end the “playing with 
our waterways and dilly-dallying and delay.” We should 
have thought that the President’s experiment with civil- 
ians of advanced views in the construction of the Panama 
Canal would have taught him a lesson that would not 
have been so soon forgotten. ~-

AN EXAMPLE FOR PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


In arguing in his annual message for selection as the 
best way of providing promotion for officers, President 
Roosevelt falls back upon business methods as models 
from which to draw conclusions, and says: “In the 
stress of modern industrial competition, no business firm 
could syeceed if those responsible for its management 
were chosen simply on the ground that they were the old- 
est people in its employment.” As will be seen, the Presi- 
dent invokes the supposed practices of business as an 
argument against seniority, but we think that he has 
made an unwise appeal, for the greatest railroad system 
in the world, the Pennsylvania Railroad, has long had 
in operation the very principle of promotion against which 
the President declaims. By a singular coincidence, in 
this very month’s issue of McClure’s Magazine, Burton J. 
Hendrick, writing of the “Superannuated Man,” analyzes 
the promotion and pension system of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to illustrate how in modern business it has been 
found to be a positive saving in money to promote along 
the lines of seniority. 

The opponents of selection will find no stronger argu- 
ments to use against the advocates of that system than 
the facts related by Mr. Hendrick. The fundamental 
idea in the management of the Pennsylvania is to give 
an employee assurance of steady employment, promotion, 
and retirement on pay. “This enormous force of 150,000 
employees,” a force more than double that of the Army, 
is, says Mr. Hendricks, ‘a huge democracy, with a sys- 
tem of employment, promotion and retirement that 
works automatically.” To hold the force intact and pre- 
vent those sudden changes in personne] that demoralize 
so many institutions has been one of the chief aims of the 
management. The company never engages a man except 
with the expectation of advancing him and the belief 
that he is competent for promotion. The baggage clerk 
must have in him the making of a conductor, the fire- 
man the making of an engineer, etc. Other things being 
equal, promotion always goes by seniority, When Mr. 
Cassatt died two years ago, his place was filled just as 
if it had been a vacant conductorship—the man im- 
mediately available was promoted. The Pennsylvania 
goes to the extreme to impress upon the men that their 
positions are safe. “There are here and there in the 
road men in important positions whose voluntary resigna- 
tions would be welcomed. According to the Pennsyl- 
vania idea, however, it is cheaper to hire assistants to do 
the work of such men than to turn them out upon the 
sidewalk. It recognizes the fact that in promoting them 
the company has made a mistake and that the corpora- 
tion must pay for the mistake, not the men themselves.” 

Why this solicitude for that class of men? Is it altru- 
ism in business? Not at all; it is a plain. question of 
dollars and cents. The railroad does that, because, as 
Mr. Hendrick says, “summary dismissal might put the 
rest of the force into such a panic that a dozen efficient 
men would accept the first offers received from rival 
lines.” So, to hold a larger body of the efficient, the 
road puts up with the indifferent work of the few in- 
efficient. President Roosevelt will not find that this 
system is working badly. On the contrary, he will note 
that the Pennsylvania is concededly one of the best man- 
aged roads in the world, and it is claimed shows a higher 
grade of efficiency and fidelity on the part of its em- 
ployees than can be shown by roads in which this plan 
is not in operation. There is nothing surprising at the 
excellent results achieved for the road by this system of 
promotion and reward. It accords with human nature 
and that business or that government is the best that 
most nearly approximates its administration to the de- 
mands of human nature. 

Unless Mr. Hendrick is woefully mistaken in his state- 
ments, the advocates of seniority may well be pardoned 
a certain amount of jubilation when they see the Presi- 
dent appealing to a system of commercial employmeut 
that assures to the humblest employee more considerate 
treatment than these opponents of selection say is given 
to competent Army officers under that plan of promotion. 

The idea that prevails in the management of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad is that which was once controlling in 
the Army, and that is, to depend upon securing the great- 
est efficiency by appealing to a loyal sense of devotion to 
duty by each man in his particular office’ We fail to 
perceive what is to be gained by substituting for this an 
appeal to a spirit of emulation and the selfish desire to 
secure advancement at the expense of one’s fellows, who 
by virtue of length of service are better entitled to it, 
other things being equal. Unwholesome striving for pre- 
cedence tends to destroy the spirit of comradeship.

TROOPS TO LEAVE CUBA. 


The program for the withdrawal of the troops sta- 
tioned in Cuba and forming the Army of Cuban Pacifica- 
tion has been agreed on during the past week and will 
be set in operation Jan. 2. The aim is to begin bringing 
out the troops stationed on the southern side of the island 
first. Embarkations will be made at Santiago, Cien- 
fuegos and Havana. But one transport will be used 
until along towards the end of February, when three 
will be employed and the entire force be brought out ex- 
peditiously in time for their appearance in the inaugura- 
tion parade in Washington, March 4. There have been 
many considerations affecting this movement of the troops. 
This government has not at any time desired to keep 
them there any longer than was actually necessary, con- 
sistently with good order and peaceful stability of social 
and political conditions in the island. The people of 
Cuba being somewhat sensitive on the subject, it was 
left to the incoming Cuban government to make any 
recommendations it deemed advisable with regard to keep- 
ing the troops in the island longer than the date named 
a year ago by President Roosevelt. No such request 
having come in any officialemanner and this government 
being free to act in accordance with its own wishes, it 
was decided, after conferences between the President, 
Governor Magoon, Secretary Wright, General Bell and 
Colonel Crowder, during the past week, to order the with- 
drawal formally in orders at once and begin the move- 
ment Jan. 1, as stated. 

The troops in the island are the following: Troops: 
Companies F and G, Engineers; Company I, Signal 
Corps; Hdqrs. and 2d and 3d Squadrons, 11th and Hdars. 
and ist and 8d Squadrons, 15th Cav.; A and B, 2d, 
and F, 2d Field Art.; Hdqrs. and 2d and 3d Batlns. 5th; 
Hdgrs. and Ist and 2d Batins. 11th; Hdgqrs. and ist 
and 2d Batlns. 17th; Hdqrs. and Ist and 2d Batins. 
27th; Hdqrs. and 1st and 2d Batlns. 28th Inf., and Co. 
A, Hospital Corps. The first detachments to leave will 
come on the Sumner. Later the transports McClellan 
and Meade will join in the work. In the trip just be- 
fore inauguration all three transports will come out to- 
gether. The McClellan and Sumner will go directly to 
Washington Barracks with their passengers and the 
Meade will probably disembark her load at Newport 
News. 'The regiments coming on the transports to Wash- 
ington will sleep and mess on board during the inaugura- 
tion and the next day entrain for their respective desti- 
nations. No orders have been issued yet as to where the 
troops returning from Cuba are to be sent. The Infan- 
try regiments will go back to their former stations and 
there will be changes as to the Cavalry oragnizations. 
The 15th Cavalry will take part in the inauguration pa- 
rade and one squadron will probably take the place of the 
18th Cavalry at Fort Myer, and one will go to Fort Sheri- 
dan. One squadron of the 11th Cavalry will go back to 
Ethan Allen and cne to Oglethorpe. The latter sjuadron 
will probably debark at Tampa. The regiments to leave 
last will be the 5th, 17th and 27th nfantry, which will be 
rendezvoused at Camp Columbia preparatory to embark- 
ing on the three transports that will take them directly 
to Washington to take part in the inauguration parade. 

The following instructions with regard to the retura 
to the United States of the troops serving in Cuba have 
been given: ‘The sailing dates of all the troops from 
Cuba to the United States will be approximately as fol- 
lows: ‘T'wenty-eighth Infantry on or about Jan. 2; the 
provisional government officers and civilians on duty 
therewith and Company I, Signal Corps, on or about Jan. 
29; 15th Cavalry and Battery F, 3d Field Artillavy, on 
or about Feb. 15; headquarters, Army of Cuban Pacifi- 
cation, 11th Cavalry, 5th Infantry, 11th Infanry, 17th 
Infantry, and Batteries A and B, 2d Field Artillery, on 
or about Feb. 27, in order to arrive in Washington in 
time for the inaugural parade. 

The 27th Infantry, Companies F and G, Engineers, all 
remaining officers and detachment and civilian employees, 
as it may be necessary to leave in Cuba until the evacua- 








tion, will leave for the United States on or about April 
1. All the preliminary details connected with the em- 
barkation of troops will be left to the discretion of the 
commanding general, Army of Cuban Pacification, and 
further information touching other details of the move- 
ment will be furnished to him in a few days. The Navy 
Department will order the’ Prairie to call on or about 
Jan. 1 and bring away about four hundred marines, re- 
turning on or about Jan. 15 for the remainder. 

In spite of the hard times, the year now drawing to a 
close has been one of the most prosperous in the history 
of the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL. The general falling 
off in advertising, experienced by publications of every 
class throughout the country, was shared by us to but a 
very limited extent, and this decrease, in our case, has 
been compensated for by enhanced subscription receipts, 
which this year show a gain up to date of 150.52 per cent. 
over our receipts for subscriptions in the year before the 
war with Spain. Previous to 1898 we made steady prog- 
ress toward increased circulation, but it was by no means 
what it has been since 1897. Calculations based upon 
the actuai cash receipts from year to year show that 
our yearly percentage of increase on the subscription 
receipts since 1897 has been as follows: 1898, 11.9; 
1899, 19.68; 1900, 9.02; 1901, 26.03; 1902, 16.67: 
1908, 10.21; 1904, 14.08; 1905, 17.91; 1906, .54; 
1907, 7.03; 1908 to Dec. 1, inclusive, 17.45. This is a 
total gain for the eleven years of over one hundred and 
fifty per cent., or a yearly average of 13.7 per cent. This 
increase in receipts accords with an account kept each 
day of the changes in our subscription list and with the 
xecount of the number of copies printed weekly, which 
are two and one-half tinies what they were in 1897. This 
increase in our circulation corresponds with and is ex- 
plained by the increase in the military services, as well as 
by the enlargement and improvement of the paper to keep 
pace with the increasing demand upon it. The larger the 
constituency of a paper the more liberal its possible out- 
lay for the benefit of subscribers, and this is especially 
true of professional papers, which cannot look to the gen- 
eral public for their support. The increase in our 
profits has not been in proportion to the increase of 
our receipts, as a large part of our additional income 
has been expended upon the paper, which now con- 
tains fifty-three per cent. more reading matter in a year 
than it did in 1897. Critical bachelors who may be 
disturbed because the appearance in our columns of de- 
scriptions of weddings and records of births awakens vain 
regrets in their breasts, may be consoled with the reflec- 
tion that if they skip all of the personal matter in the 
JOURNAL they will still have much more to read than they 
did ten years ago. 





The Elimination bill, 8. 7254, Mr. Warren, which is 
before the Military Committee of the Senate, was pub- 
lished in our issue of June 13, 1908, page 1131. Section 
1 of the bill gives the President authority to subject each 
major and lientenant colonel to a physical examination 
preliminary to promction. If found physically disabled 
in the line of duty he is to be retired with the rank 
to which promotion would entitle him; if his disability re- 
sults from his own misconduct he is to be honorably: dis- 
charged with one year’s pay. Sections 2 and 8 of the bill 
provide for the creation of vacancies in the several ranks 
by elimination where the vacancies for promotion to the 
next higher rank during the fiscal year are insufficient to 
promote 16.84 of the lieutenant colonels, 9.89 per cent. 
of the majors, 4.73 per cent. of the captains, 12.8 per 
cent. of the first lieutenants and 18.89 per cent. of second 
lieutenants. . The subjects for elimination, those from any 
cause least qualified for active service, shall be selected 
by a board of five officers.senior to the victims and shall 
be retired with pay “at the rate of eight per centum of 
the pay he was receiving at the date of his retirement, 
which per centum shall be equal to the product of the 
square of the nearest number of complete years of his 
service as a commissioned officer, multiplied by one- 
twelfth,” no retired pay to exceed 75 per centum of the 
maximum pay of the grade. Detailed officers are to 
be counted in the arm in which they hold permanent 
commissions, This is the general scheme with modifi- 
cations to prevent the promotion of a lieutenant colo- 
nel. with less than three years’ service as such and 
less than twenty-eight years’ total service; a major of 
less than five years’ service and less than twenty-five 
years’ total: a captain of less than ten years’ service as 
such and less than a total of eighteen years, and a first 
lieutenant with less than ten years’ total service. It is 
estimated that this will promote second lieutenants at 
29.5 years of age; first lieutenants at 38.5; captains at 
51.8; majors at 57, and lieutenant colonels at 59.5. The 
calculations is that there will be an ultimate, a possible, 
saving of $430,293.80 from the operation of the proposed 
law; that is, if officers shall be retired at the youngest 
possible age. At the worst showing the net increase will 
be $1,018,259.54.

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The Secretary of War has submitted to Congress a 
report made by General Marshall, Chief of Engineers, 
regarding the project for the improvement of the East 
river and Hell Gate at New York, involving the re- 
moval of certain rocky obstructions from the channel 
between the Battery and Barretto point to depths vary- 
ing from eighteen to twenty-six feet. General Mar- 
shall estimates that it wil cost about $1,733,000 to 
increase to twenty-six feet the depth over the middle 
ground, which is being removed under the present pro- 
ject to the depth of eighteen feet. 
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THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 


The second session of the Sixtieth Congress convened 
on Dec. 7, but adjourning shortly after the formal open- 
ing, out of respect to the y of de d members, 
there was no actual legislative work taken up until Dec. 8. 

Bills to increase the efficiency of the Services were 
among the first to be brought to the attention of our Na- 
tional Legislators, and the indications are that only the 
shortness of the present session and the fact that the 
country faces a large Treasury deficit stand in the way 
cf a continuation of the generous treatment accorded 
our constituents by the first session of the Sixtieth Con- 
gress, 

The House has passed the bill to mitigate the loss of 
the rights of citizenship imposed by law upon deserters 
from the naval service where the offense was committed 
in time of peace and where the exercise of such clemency 
will not be prejudicial] to the public interests. The dis- 
cretionary power is vested in the Secretary of the Navy. 

The book of estimates of appropriations for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1910, submitted by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, shows a total of $842,408,948, which 
exceeds the estimates for 1909 by $57,900,676, but is less 
than the appropriations for the same year by $1,220,445. 

A bill of much importance is H.R. 12890, to increase 
the efficiency of the Signal Corps. This bill, which is 
similar to S. 3391, will be reported from the House Mili- 
tary Committee on Dec. 12, and provides that the Signal 
Corps of the Army shall consist of a chief signal officer 
with the rank of brigadier general, increases the number 
of colonels and lieutenant colonels to 4 each, majors to 
12, captains and first and second lieutenants to 36 each. 
The Corps is to have 100 master signal electricians, 300 
first-class sergeants, 300 sergeants, 300 corporals, 1,200 
first-class privates, 300 privates, 60 cooks, 48 farriers 
and blacksmiths, 24 saddlers, 24 wagoners, 48 trumpeters 
and a band. This increase of efficiency of the Corps has 
been recommended by General Allen, Chief Signal cer, 
by Lieut. Gen. MacArthur and other high officers and by 
former Secretary Taft. 

The Foraker bill (S. 5729) for the re-enlistment of the 
negro soldiers discharged in connection with the Browns- 
ville affair, wil] be the special order for Dec. 14. 

Mr. Hobson claims for his bill, H.R. 22276, published 
under “Bills Before Congress,” that, if enacted into a law, 
it would put the personnel of the Navy on a business-like 
basis by adjusting the number of officers automatically 
to the number and size of the vessels requiring their ser- 
vices, and that it would permanently relieve the period- 
ical congestion in particular grades, especially the present 
congestion at the top and bottom under which we are 
practically deprived of officers of experience in the flag 
rank, the average term of service at present in this rank 
heing less than two years. He says further: “In addi- 
tion to determining the strength and equalizing the ranks 
in the Line, the bill would also equalize the strength of 
the staff corps. It leaves to the President and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy the determination of all matters of de- 
tail in connection with promotion, at the same time it safe- 
guards the rights of individual officers and prevents the 
abuse of selection, limiting it to the ranks above captain. 
We have been going ahead with the development of the 
material, and the question of personnel has received but 
scant attention. The bill here presented will bring the 
personnel up to the level of the material and will main- 
tain it at that level. It will ensure promotion in a regu- 
lar sequence that will give us officers of command rank 
at ages when men are at their best.” 

The bill for the creation of a volunteer army, a draft 
of which we published Nov. 14, on page 281, was brought 
to the attention of Congress on Dec. 8, by means of a 
special message from the President, as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I transmit herewith the draft of a bill intended to replace 
the present law under which the United States in time of 
emergency would proceed to raise a Volunteer Army. What 
we now have on the statute books was placed there piece- 
meal and hurriedly, partly on the eve of the war with Spain 
and partly after hostilities had actually commenced. I 

Every one familiar with the existing law is aware that it is 
fatity and wholly inadequate to a speedy and proper organ- 
ization of a Volunteer force, and that in part it has become 
obsolete through recent legislation affecting the organized 
militia. This proposed measure was drawn up under the 
supervision of the Chief of Staff and has the hearty ap- 
proval of the War Department. It is a carefully prepared 
draft embodying as much of the existing law as seems wise 
and designed to afford the complete machinery by which, 
should we be confronted with a foreign war, the executive 
power could proceed at once to transform enthusiastic and 
patriotic citizens into efficient and organized soldiers. Happily 
there is at present no cloud upon our horizon, but that very 
fact affords us the best opportunity to proceed with delibera- 
tion and care in the preparation of laws adequate and in- 
dispensable for our possible war needs. 

This measure would not call for a dollar’s expenditure dur- 
ing the years of peace and its enactment into law now would 
merely be to place at the disposition of the executive power 
machinery whereby, should war threaten, the means to wage 
it could be swiftly brought into being. To do this, however, 
requires not merely adequate legislative provisions. Grounded 
upon the law there must be a vast mass of detail wrought 
into a comprehensive plan and ready upon the instant to be 
set in motion. The Congress has provided a General Staff 
Corps and built for the War College a permanent and beauti- 
ful home; and the next logical step is to pass a comprehensive 
Volunteer act to the end that the existing agencies may work 
out in advance the details of its execution. 

The proposed bill is elastic; under its provisions a force 
of 2,000,000 men could be raised as well as one of 50,000. 
In making.a volunteer army a sufficient staff is indispensable 
at the start, since without it organization can not proceed. 
This bill provides for this need and for every other matter 
connected with raising a volunteer force which it is thought 
wise to incorporate in the law. It was prepared under the 
direction of Mr. Taft when Secretary of War and has, there- 
fore, the approval of the gentleman who is to be my suc- 
cessor as Commander-in-Chief, and I trust it may commend 
itself to the favorable consideration of the Congress as it 


has to mine. 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

Work has begun promptly this week in Congress on 
service legsilation. The House Military Committee has 
taken up the Appropriation bill for the coming fiscal 
year, and up to Dec. 11 had given hearings to the Sur- 
geon General and Quartermaster General, the Chief of 
Coast Artillery, Commissary General and Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army. The committee has given some 
time to an informal discussion of several Service matters 
of more ‘than ordinary interest, among them the ques- 
tion as to what disposition is to be made of the Marine 
Corps. It is apparent that a majority of the commit- 
tee is in favor of putting the Marine Corps in the Army. 
The average argument is simply that there has been a 
demand for a long time for an Infantry increase and 
here it is ready made. The Marine Corps is a finely 
disciplined body of men well officered, and the only 
thing necessary would be to pass the legislation author- 
izing the transfer, and take so many millions of money 
from the Navy Appropriation bill and put them over in 





the Army bill. When anyone asks what disposition is 
to be made of questions of rank in making the transfer, 
with the customary estimate of the subject, the average 
Congressman replies that that is a matter for the Sec- 
retary of War and his able Chief of Staff, with the ad- 
vice and assistance of the major general commanding 
of the Marine Corps to attend to. It is not at all 
likely that the Military Committee will recommend to 
the House that the transfer be made. The sentiment of 
the House is against it if indications count for anything. 
The House Naval Committee has completed all the 
hearings of bureau chiefs during the week and is now 
getting down to the practical discussion of the battle- 
ship program. The committee apparently has no ap- 
prehension that the Marine Corps is to be turned over 
to the Army for General Elliott appeared before the 
committee Dec. 11, as usual, and discussed estimates 
and appropriations for the coming year. 

The Senate Military Committee held its regular meet- 
ing Thursday and voted to recommend the confirmation 
of all recess appointments in the Army down to the 
beginning of the list of new second lieutenants. These 
will be taken up in due course at the next meeting and 
favorably acted on. The Naval Committee held an in- 
formal meeting on Navy expenditures and the ship pro- 
gram for the winter. It is promised that both the Army 
and Navy bills will be ready to report soon after the 
holidays, and that plenty of time will be given for a 
full debate on the President’s ideas of naval reform and 
his four-ship recommendation. It is only fair to say 
that with the prospect of tariff revision approaching, 
and a possible falling off in revenue and a possible de- 
ficit next year the watch dogs of the House and Senate 
will be chary of a four-ship appropriation, no matter 
how strenuously the argument for it may be made. 

The dismissal of Cadets William T. Rossell, jr., and 
Harry G. Weaver from the Military Academy for hazing 
was the subject of a speech in the Senate this week by 
Senator Johnston, of Alabama. He said: “There is not 
a Senator here who has not endured more severe treat- 
ment than was administered by the discharged cadets to 
their fellows. That is why we are here. We have hazing 
here in the Senate in a mild form. * * * We ought 
not to make the conduct of cadets at the Academy so mild 
as to require the presence of their mothers there with 
them all the time.” Mr. Johnston introduced a bill for 
the restoration of the two cadets to their places in the 
Military Academy, reading a letter from the Secretary of 
War declaring that the offenses committed by these ca- 
dets did not come strictly within the meaning of hazing 
as defined in Webster’s Dictionary.

QUARTERMASTER GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Urgent need for transperts is emphasized in the an- 
nual report of Brig. Gen. James B. Aleshire, Quarter- 
master General, U.S.A. The Department should have the 
authority to build one new transport each year until the 
present fleet is replaced by especially designed troop 
ships. The department might well have the authority 
to take options for the charter of transports, fixing the 
charter price if called into service at a reasonable yearly 
rate. Vessels built with an eye to this optional charter 
should be made to conform to certain requirements, An- 
other way to get the needed transports would be for the 
government to build enough ‘vessels for necessary emer- 


gency transportation and charter them for foreign trade. 

The financial statement shows a total sum of $37,764,- 
018.98 available in the year for the uses of the depart- 
ment. General Aleshire is gratified to be able to omit 
arguments for increased appropriations. The appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year of 1909 are sufficient. Important 
changes in the business methods of the department were 
worked out. The general supply depots of the depart- 
ment are considered as wholesale houses from which sup- 
plies may be ordered within a limit of cost established by 
the apportionments and allotments or where to the ad- 
vantage of the government purchases may be made at de- 
partment headquarters or in the vicinity of posts. Rein- 
forced concrete will be used in the construction of certain 
classes of buildings. At Fort Howard, Md., contracts 
have been let for buildings of reinforced concrete through- 
out. This material is expected to reduce the cost and 
make more suitable buildings. Work has been begun on 
the reinforced concrete wharves, shed and seawall at Fort 
Mason, Cal., to cost $1,078,000. Plans are now being 
prepared for additional articles of heavy furniture, con- 
tracts to be let early in 1909. In the year 1,905 animals 
were condemned and sold and 760 died, a total of 2,665. 
There remained on hand June 30, 1908, 13,411 Cavalry 
horses, 3,541 Artillery horses, 2,513 draft horses, 10,398 
mules—a total of 29,863 animals. 

The Q.M.G. shows that if the increase of quartermas- 
ters had been in proportion to the increase in the Army 
his department would have 206 officers instead of the 
ninety-six at present. Another comparison to show the 
necessity of more officers in the department is between 
the $7,700,000 appropriated in 1898, outside of the money 
cost of the Spanish war, for the Q.M. Department and 
the $35,800,000 of the year 1908; that is, five times as 
much money must be handled by but two-thirds more offi- 
cers. At present there are fifteen officers of the depart- 
ment engaged solely in construction work and five cap- 
tains in charge of constructions, and also post quarter- 
masters. The appropriations for construction and repair 
for the fiscal year aggregated $9,280,416.45, or nearly 
seven times the amount required in 1898. Construction 
work at military posts and stations is so extenstve and 
important and covers so extended a period that post 
quartermasters are frequently not qualified to supervise 
it. ‘The frequent changes of post quartermasters make it 
impossible for any officer, no matter how able and willing, 
to give to intricate construction work the attention de- 
manded. ‘T'he increased demand made by the Army trans- 
port and foreign service is given as another reason for 
more officers in the department. 

The plan of turning over the abandoned military reser- 
vation at Fort Reno, Okla., for a remount station gives 
promise thus early of being a success. To complete the 
plan there should be four remount depots in different sec- 
tions of the country and the entire country should be di- 
vided into districts. The officers in charge of these depots 
should be of ripe experience, good judgment and expert 
horsemen and the captains selected for their assistants 
should have these’ qualifications and aptitude: to succeed 
to the full charge of the work. After discussing the needs 
of the department in the matter of officers, the Q.M.G. 
says that for the proper discharge of the ever expanding 
duties there should be one brigadier general, ten colonels, 
eighteen lieutenant colonels, thirty-seven majors, and one 
hundred and fifty captains. With these there would be 
no necessity for drawing upon the line. The detail sys- 
tem has not proved its right to be continued. The officers 
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detailed, though capable, have generally been without the 
technical knowledge required, and the efficiency of the de- 
partment would be materially increased by limiting the 
details to the junior grade of officers, of which one-half 
should be permanently appointed to the department and 
the remainder detailed as at present. Detail should be 
made from captains or first lieutenants of the line, the 
latter to have the rank and pay of captains while serving 
in such detail. The field officers should be appointed to 
the department; vacancies in the grade of colonel an 
lieutenant colonel to be filled by promotion as at present 
and in the grade of major by promotion of captains as 
long as any of the present corps remain and then by pro- 
motion of captains permanently appointed. 

Renewed recommendation is made for an increase of 
fifty in the number of post Q.M. sergeants, with pay of 
hospital sergeants, first class. This would entail no in- 
crease of expense as they would generally replace civilian 
employees now costing more. The report hopes that leg- 
islation to establish a service corps will be forthcoming. 
More clerks, more pay for them, and more office room at 
headquarters are advocated. 


THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Two more than usually important subjects figure in the 
annual report of Col. Hugh L. Scott, Superintendent of 
the U.S. Military Academy at West Point. One is the 
number of appointees failing to report and the other the 
new law relating to the Board of Visitors. The Superin- 
tendent invites attention to the large and increasing num- 
ber of appointees who fail to report, as constituting a 
problem of much importance to the welfare of the Acade- 
my. The Corps of Cadets is now 116 below its author- 
ized strength. At this time, when there is so great a de- 
mand for officers of education, West Point should be 
turning them out to the limit of its capacity. The Acade- 
my is like any other plant, it is most economically ad- 
ininistered when it is working to its utmost capacity. The 
present undesirable condition might be alleviated by mak- 
ing more inducements for the alternates to report for ex- 
amination and for filling vacancies to the limit in case 
of casualties before the classes have gone too far in 
their courses. Probably only legislation that shall au- 
thorize a sufficient number of extra appointments to offset 
the normal shortage will keep the Corps entirely filled. 
It is recommended that about 92 extra cadetships be au- 
thorized for that purpose. 

Colonel Scott expresses regret that any change was 
made in the law governing the Board of Visitors. In- 
stead of coming, as at colleges and universities, at the 
end of the academic year when a completed product can 
be shown, the board now comes at an indeterminate time, 
taking up probably two weeks of the academic course, 
when every hour is of value, seriously deranging the 
schedules. The incomplete state of each class will pre- 
vent the showing of results and “the emulation brought 
about by the inspection by the board at the close of the 
year will disappear, as will also the immense advantages 
of the influence exercised by the gentlemen heretofore ap- 
pointed to the board from every part of the country, the 
most distinguished of their section, who have wielded a 
powerful infiuence in the past over the public opinion of 
their neighborhoods to uphold the hands of Congress in 
its good intentions toward the Military Academy.” 

The high state of efficiency of the cadet mess has been 
advanced under Capt. William R. Grove. The report 
says “the discipline of the Corps was generally satisfac- 
tory until July 4, when conditions developed and overt 
acts oecurred which had to be put down with a strong 
hand. Since the separation of the refractory cadets the 
atmosphere has cleared and the usual high standard of 
discipline has prevailed.” The change to a two-battalion 
organization is highly satisfactory. Creditable progress 
has been made in target practice. The individual figure 
of merit was 119.71, as against 105.83 in 1907, and 87.48 
in 1906. ‘The department of eng£neering, military signal- 
ing and telegraphy has been well administered under 
Capt. Charles W. Kutz, who proved himself a “most reli- 
able and capable officer.” The assistance of General 
Allen, Chief S.O., has enabled the instruction to keep 
pace with the most improved methods of communication 
in the field. The Superintendent has added to the in- 
struction in that department a course in improvised meth- 
ods of crossing streams and although the drills in that 
course were only the beginning, they presage a time when 
“no cadet will ever be deterred from crossing any un- 
bridged stream encountered in a march.” Apropos to 
this line of study is a description in another column of 
this issue of the poncho boat invented by Lieutenant 
Mapes, 25th U.S. Infantry. 

The department of English and history has been estab- 
lished provisionally and Prof. John Chester Adams of 
Yale, an educator of the highest standing, is the in- 
structor. The advantages of the changes in the curricu- 
lum are showing satisfactory results, “fully justifying 
the long and careful investigations and study which 
brought about these improvements.” The placing of offi- 
cers serving on tours of duty at the Academy on the same 
footing as members of the detailed staff is again recom- 
mended. The raising of the pay of the musicians of the 
band augurs an early full recruiting of that organization 
with members of such talent as will do credit to so im- 
portant a band. The colored cavalry detachment has con- 
tinued its excellent showing and Capt. Francis C. Mar- 
shall, 15th Cav., is congratulated “on the splendid con- 
dition in which he left this detachment, which is in a bet- 
ter state of contentment than at any other time in its 
history.” Great credit is given to Capt. Charles P. 
Summerall, 2d Field Art., for the efficiency of the Field 
Artillery detachment, which has so many duties assigned 
to it. 

The following buildings are now in course of construc- 
tion or under contract: Post headquarters, north bache- 
for quarters, gymnasium, battalion guardhouse, chaplain’s 
quarters and chapel, and four double sets of officers’ quar- 
ters. Bids will soon be asked for a riding hall, north 
wing of north cadet barracks, and one triple set of offi- 
cers’ quarters. Earnest recommendation is made for the 
purchase of Ladycliffe Academy, Highland Falls and its 
grounds for a hotel, and many reasons are given for con- 
sidering this a most profitable investment and as one 
in keeping with the inevitable growth and expanding 
needs of the Academy. It would provide a convenient 
place for the parents and friends of the cadets. 

The new military shoe is giving satisfaction and the 
belief is expressed that “after four years of their use ca- 
dets entering with foot blemishes caused by improper 
shoes will graduate with perfect feet and with an appre- 
ciation of the difference between the ordinary commercial 
shoe and the proper military shoe. Their influence in the 
Army ‘will assist in bringing about the long-needed re- 
form in military footwear.” Professor Marston is thanked 
for the continuation of his gratuitous and patriotic ser- 
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vices in the branch of forestry. The report closes 
with the statement that “the already high standard of 
excellence of this schoo] has been raised so that it now 
stands on a higher plane than ever before.” 





BOARD OF ORDNANCE AND FORTIFICATION. 


Its most important work in the year was the competi- 
tive test of depression position range-finders, aecording to 
the annual report of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifi- 
cation of the Army, signed by Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, U.S.A., Chief of Staff, president of the board, and 
his associates. This test was held at Fort Wadsworth 
in October and November, 1907. The Artillery Board 
conducted the tests which were the most complete ever 
made in this country, consisting of 17,000 separate ob- 
servations at both fixed and moving targets and covering 
ranges from 2,000 to 12,000 yards. The protest of a com- 
petitor caused a supplemental test, which resulted in the 
selection of an instrument, and the purchase of the re- 
quired instruments will no longer be delayed. There was 
also a_ competitive test of horizontal-base range-finders, 
with the result that twenty nine-foot instruments have 
Leen procured. ‘The reflecting sight designed by Major 
Hamilton Rowan, Coast Art. Corps, was found not suit- 
able for service, The development of metallic projectors 
has rendered unnecessary the use of a searchlight re- 
tlector. -Tests of Morris tubes occasioned the recom- 
mendation that they be not adopted as part of the drill 
equipment. Arrangements have been made by which each 
regiment of Cavalry and Infantry is to have practice 
with the sub-target gun and report on its effect on the 
shooting of the organizations. Similar reports are to be 
made regarding the effect on shooting of a recording tar- 
get practice rifle-rod, designed to accomplish the same re- 
sults as the sub-target machine, but in a simpler way, 
he gun slings designed by Lieut. Leighton Powell, 13th 
Inf., did not show advantages to warrant a change from 
the service hook. As to sunshades for azimuth instru- 
ments, the crow’s nest with a sunshade over it was found 
unsuited to the purpose of a station for a battery com- 
mander. <A telephoto camera has proved valuable and 
turned over to the Signal Corps, and a searchlight con- 
troller has given satisfactory results at Fort Schuyler. 
Another test will be made at Fort Monroe. With a wire- 
less telephone apparatus conversation over five miles has 
been held. Tests of a camera to develop a photographic 
method of determining “overs” and “shorts” in Artillery 
target practice have proved satisfactory and two cameras 
of the approved type will be furnished to each Coast Ar- 
tillery district. 

The Board has recommended that the Brown segment- 
al wire-wound gun be not adopted as a type and that 
no purchases of it be made. This recommendation has 
been approved by the Secretary of War. In comparative 
tests of the Crozier and Brown 6-inch wire-wound guns, 
the former was found by the Board to have greater merit. 
During the consideration of all matters relating to tests of 
the six-inch wire-wound guns, General Crozier was ex- 
cused at his own request from the Board. This decision 
as to wire-wound guns finally settles a matter that has 
been before the Board for several years, and a history of 
the subject is given in the report. 

Substantial progress has been made in armor-plate 
tests in the development of an entirely satisfactory fuse. 
The work of constructing a 14-inch wire-wound gun is 
in progress, 

Very interesting, the report says, was the test of an 
experimental redoubt at Fort Riley for determining the 
power and destructiveness of projectiles and the problem 
of attack and defense of a field work. The tests were wit- 
nessed by troops of the post and maneuver camp, by offli- 
cers of the National Guard and student officers from Ser- 
vice schools at Forts Riley and Leavenworth. Following 
the recommendations of the Board, further tests will be 
made. Further experiments with the De Knight semi- 
automatic machine gun are disapproved, and the non- 
adoption of a one-pounder automatic gun is recommended. 
Tests are in progress with the seven and one-half and 
the fifteen-pounder semi-automatic guns. Preparations 
are making for testing a method to prevent erosion in the 
wire-wound guns. 

The Board was seriously handicapped during the year 
by lack of funds. Its estimate of $100,000 which is made 
again this year was cut in half by Congress and the Board 
says that if Congress desires it to continue the proper 
discharge of its duties the necessary funds must be pro- 
vided. Out of a total fund of $172,797, only $73,994 was 
available in the year for experimental purposes. 
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PENN. NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 


An important meeting of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation of Pennsylvania was held at Harrisburg on Dec. 
4 and 5, which wes largely attended, and Major Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., and other officers of the Army, 
made some interesting remarks before the meeting of 
the association, which was presided over by Brig. Gen. 
Charles B. Dougherty. General Bell spoke in praise 
of the National Guard, since in time of war its service 
would be indispensable. War would require, he added, 
300,000 trained troops on the first line and the citizen 
soldiers of the country must be relied upon to furnish 
them. 

Col. Montgomery M. Macomb, 6th Field Art., U.S.A., 
of the General Staff, spoke on the necessity of study- 
ing methods for the co-operation of the Infantry and 
Artillery arms of the Service and for the ueed of more 
field maneuvers. Major Macomb read a paper on the 
relations between infantry and artillery as exemplified 
in the Russo-Japanese War. It was illustrated by stere- 
opticon views from photographs taken by him while a 
U.S. Army attaché with the Russian forces in Man- 
churia and was highly interesting. He said the Rus- 
sians adopted the French tactics and the Japanese those 
employed by the German army. While the French, in 
his estimation, are far in advance in the study of artil- 
lery he showed how the Russians, by blunders, were com- 
pelled to give way to the Japanese and eventually to sur- 
render. He dwelt on the necessity of an allowance of 
more ammunition for the Artillery, and said the present 
Artillery force of the Regular Army is not large enough. 
It is of utmost importance, he added, that the artillery 
branches in the state services should be encouraged, since 
in time of war it requires three and one-half artillery 
pieces to every one thousand bayonets of the infantry, 
or an equal number of sabers of the cavalry. 

Another most interesting talk was given by Major 
J. E. Kuhn, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., who was the United 
States attaché with the Japanese, during the war. The 
Major had also made good use of camera, and the 
pictures flashed upon the screen added intense realism 
to the verbal descriptions of the campaigns, 

Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, Signal Corps, U.S.A., gave a 





very interesting lantern slide exhibition of aeronautics, 
of which he is the leader in the Army. 

Adjutant General Stewart, of Pennsylvania, spoke on 
the question of an increased allowance of ammunition 
for rifle practice, and stated that he was arranging to 
issue the .22 caliber rifle barrels for armory target prac- 
tice. It was his idea that the rudimentary tuition of 
the men should be had in the armory, where recruits 
could be taught the principles instead of sending them 
to the range at the offstart. Through taking up the 
armory instruction, using the .22, there would be a 
great saving in time and a greater saving in cost. Espe- 
cially would the indoor work be valuable in the case 
of those men who are slow in absorbing that which 
was being taught them. The short discussion which 
followed demonstrated both the knowledge and zeal on 
the part of the officers in target practice. It was finally 
determined to try the new system and the Adjutant Gen- 
eral will furnish the .22 caliber outfit upon requisition. 
General Stewart, suggesting that ammunition for rifle 
practice be increased to 3,600 rounds for regimental 
headquarters and 7,200 rounds per company, almost 
everyone favoring it. Adjutant General Stewart stat- 
ed that an increased appropriation would be asked 
for armories, and that an effort to have pensions pro- 
vided for the families of the Guardsmen killed at Get- 
tysburg last summer would be made when the Legislature 
meets. 

It was decided to defer consideration of the bill to 
prohibit use of state uniform until a committee can 
meet. Colonel McNary suggested that the allowance for 
officers’ uniforms be increased from $30 to $50 for line 
officers and from $40 to $75 for mounted officers. 

Col. Charles Clement, 12th Pa., spoke of “the ex- 
perience of the National Guard of Pennsylvania in small 
maneuvers.” The Colonel believes that the inspection 
system must he changed if maneuvers are to be the means 
of instruction, as all the value is to be lost if the in- 
struction given to officers in preparation for field work 
is to be done on diagrammed lines and with arithmetical 
distances in the open. 

Lieut. Col. B. C. Tilghman, 3d Pa., in a paper upon 
the recent Pine Plains camp maneuvers, went over the 
work with intelligent criticism, the Army officers who 
were attached to the 3d Regiment beeoming “our very 
good friends and mentors”; the systems of training, as 
exemplified by the Pennsylvania state camps, and the com- 
bined Army and Guard maneuvers, were pointed out and 
good and bad was treated. r 

All the present officers of the association were unani- 
mously re-elected for another year, and the convention 
of 1909 will be held in Philadelphia. 








SAN FRANCISCO CARABAOS. 


A meeting of the Military Order of the Carabao, held 
on the U.S.A. transport Sherman. at Folsom street dock, 
San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 12, was highly successful in 
every respect. At eight o’clock, to the music of the “Agui- 
naldo March,” forty Carabaos marched on the main 
deck, which had been beautifully decorated for the occa- 
sion. Over the chair of the presiding officer was a mag- 


nificent carabao’s head with flashing electric eyes. Capt. 
Teter T. Riley, paramount of Corral No. 3, presided. 

The occasion was in the nature of a reception to Gen. 
Charles A. Woodruff, U.S.A., the past grand paramount 
Carabao, who has recently returned from a visit to vari- 
ous corrals. General Woodruff reported a steady growth 
of the order and paid a glowing tribute to the great 
work being done by the Order of the Carabao, and closed 
with a eulogy of the American soldier. 

Addresses were made by Comdr. E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., 
— T. Ferguson, U.S.A., and Comdr. J. J. Knapp, 
U.S.N. 

An excellent paper was read on “The Practicability 
of a Flexible Canteen,” and discussed by Captains Haz- 
zard, Eppley, Davies, U.S.A., and others. Drawings 
were shown illustrating a canteen to be worn around 
the neck, as used in some armies, with separate chambers. 

An interesting article was read by Col. R. R. Stevens, 
U.S.A., giving the history and origin of the Carabao 
ceremonies. 

A well-considered paper, entitled “The Military Crest 
-—Does It Exist in the Modern Terrain?’ contributed 
by a member of the Medical Reserve Corps, was the 
subject of general discussion. 

A poem by Capt. F. W. Stopford, U.S.A., “Army 
Bacon on the Rind,” and anecdotes by Col. J. B. Bellin- 
ger, U.S.A., under the heading, “Ten Nights in Tagnig,” 
were greatly appreciated. 

With solemn and impressive ceremonies five hombres 
were initiated. ; 

At the conclusion of business the wallow was taken 
charge of by the Bombinero, Capt. F. W. Stopford, 
U.S.A., under whose supervision the herd browsed on the 
palai and rested under the shade of the mango tree. 
Soldier songs were sung again, reminiscences of the trail 
were conned over and interesting stories told of service 
under the Southern Cross. The good old transport Sher- 
man echoed with choruses that have been heard all over 
the world, wherever a Carabao has followed the flag. 

The regular annual meeting for the election of officers 
will be held on Dee. 17. .

WASHINGTON CORRAL, M.O.C. 


The Washington Corral, Military Order of the Cara- 
bao, gave a dinner Wednesday eveniag, Dec. 9, at 
Rauscher’s, which was attended by a brilliant assem- 
blage of military men. Among the addresses of the 
evening was oné by Lieut. Gen. H. C. Corbin, U.S.A., 
whose interesting remarks we reserve for another week. 

Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, was 
toastmaster, and among those present in addition to the 
many officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps were 
Vice President Fairbanks, Speaker Cannon, Secretary of 
War Wright, Representative T. E. Burton, of Ohio, and 
Representative Sulzer, of New York. Most of them made 
addresses. ’ 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood declared: “I believe in 
war. I think it is one of the great forces in civilization, 
and I do not think it ought to be abolished. It is a safe- 
guard for the progress of the race.” 

General Corbin made the principal address, telling of 
the fifteen years from ’65 to ’80 when the Army was en- 
gaged in a never-ceasing conflict to wrest the great plains 
of the West from the red men. 

Brig. Gen. George B. Davis responded to the toast, 
“War and Arbitration,” Rear Admiral T. C. McLean 
spoke on “The Responsibilities of Naval Command” and 
Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell on ‘Some Requirements 
of the Defense of National Interest.” 

Major Gen. George F. Elliott, U.S.M.C., spoke in a 
timely and eloquent way of the Marine Corps, Referring 





to many errors current of late in regard to the Corps 
since the executive order was issued, taking marines off 
the ships of the Navy, he dwelt at length on the history 
of the marines, their many good fights, their splendid ser- 
vice in all parts of the earth. Significantly he did not 
say what he thought should be done with them now, and 
to his hearers this was the chief interest of his speech. 
Everyone listened intently to hear a word or two on this 
important point, but none was forthcoming. General 
Elliott, like a good soldier, preferred evidently to await 
the word of command. 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


In reply to a question from the Paymaster General of 
the Army, Assistant Comptroller Mitchell says: “The 
Act of May 11, 1908, does not provide for counting ser- 
vice in the Army without regard to discharge and re-en- 
listment except service rendered prior to the date of the 
approval of the act, and there the act contemplates, I 
think, that the time constituting an enlistment period 
shall be three full years’ service, and in case of a soldier 
honorably discharged prior to May 11, 1908, and re-enlist- 
ing after said date within three months from the date 
of such discharge, the number of enlistment periods which 
he has served is determined by dividing the time he has 
actually served by three and the integer in the quotient 
an represent the number of enlistment periods to his 
eredit.” 

The Q.M. General asked that a charge of $4,553.38 for 
tentage furnished to the state ef North Carolina be trans- 
ferred from his appropriation for “Clothing and Equip- 
age” to the appropriation on “Arming and Equipping the 
Militia.” The Assistant Comptroller, in complying with 
this request, says that the law invests in the Secretary 
of War with the authority to determine to what appropri- 
ation the tentage shall be charged and that his conclusion 
that. it belongs to the appropriation “Arms, Uniforms, 
Equipments,” etc., determines the question. 








DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


A proposition for the substitution of olive drab cotton 
gloves for white Berlin gloves, having been submitted, 
it was held that definite action in the matter should not 
be-taken until further investigation shall have developed 
an olive drab glove of suitable shade and fast color, and 
a practical test thereof shall have been made. 

The following inquiries as to the detail of mess ser- 
geant for hospital messes have been received: (a). Can 
patients be included in detachment .of Hospital Corps 
in making up “25 enlisted men habitually messed” neces- 
sary to entitle same to a mess sergeant with additional 
pay? (b). If Hospital Corps men and patients are re- 
garded as constituting one mess should a certificate 
that 25 men are regularly messed be attached to each 
roll. It was held that (a) should be answered in the 
affirmative, and that (b) be answered in the negative.

Gen., 
Vols. (lieut. col., Ist Artillery) Richard Arnold, born in 
and appointed from Rhode Island, breyeted major gen- 
eral, Vols., for gallant and meritorious service in the 
sieges of Port Hudson, La., and Fort Morgan, Mobile 
Harbor; died Noy, 8, 1882. 

3. “Gen. R. B. Ayres.” In honor of Brig. Gen., Vols. 
(colonel, 2d Artilléry), Romeyn Beck Ayres, born in and 
appointed from New York. breveted major general, Vols., 
for conspicuous gallantry in the battles of the Wilder- 
ness, Spottsylvania Court House, and others; died Dec. 


4. “Gen. J. M. Brannan.” In honor of Brig. Gen., 
Vols. (colonel, 4th Artillery), John Milton Brannan. 
born in D.C. and appointed from Indiana, breveted 
major general for gallant and meritorious service in the 
field; died Dec. 16, 1892. 

5. “Gen. Harvey Brown.” In honor of Brevet Major 
Gen. (colonel, 5th Artillery) Harvey Brown, born in 
and appointed from New Jersey, breveted for distin- 
guished service in the suppression of riots in New York 
city; died March 31, 1874. 

6. “Gen. G. W. Getty.” In honor of Brig. Gen., Vols. 
(colonel, 4th Artilery), George Washington Getty, born 
in and appointed from the District of Columbia, breveted 
major general, Vols., gallant and meritorious service in 
the battles of Winchester and Fishers Hill, Va.; died 
Oct. 1, 1901. 

7. “Gen. R. H. Jackson.” In honor of Brig. Gen., 
Vols. (lieut. col., 4th Artillery), Richard Henry Jackson. 
born in Ireland and appointed from the Army, breveted 
major general, Vols., for gallant and meritorious service ; 
died Nov. 28, 1892. 

8. “Gen. A. M. Randol.” In honor of Brevet Brig. 
Gen., Vols. (major, 3d Artillery), Alanson Merwin Ran- 
dol, born in and appointed from New York, breveted for 
meritorious service; died May 7, 1887. 

The Anderson is to be stationed at Boston; the Arnold 
at Narragansett Bay; the Ayres at New London; the 
Brannan at Baltimore; the Brown at Fort Hamilton, 
N.Y.; the Getty at Fort Caswell, N.C.: the Jackson at 
Savannah, Ga.; and the Randol at Portland, Me. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The 12,500-ton Navy collier Prometheus was launched 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard, Cal., Dec. 5. Miss Dollie 
Evans, daughter of Naval Constr. H. A. Evans, U.S.N., 
who supervised the construction, christened her. After the 
launching, 2,000 invited guests sat down to luncheon and 
addresses were made by Governor Gillett and others. The 
collier is the first naval vessel to be built in a government 
yard on the Pacific coast, and she has been constructed 
in thirteen and a half months. All that is lacking is her 
engines. The principal dimensions of the Prometheus 
are: Length, over all, 465 feet 9 inches; length between 
perpendiculars, 450 feet; breadth, moulded, 60 feet; 
depth, moulded, 86 feet 6 inches; cargo capacity, 6,000 
tons: displacement, 12, tons on a draft of 26 feet: 
speed, 16 knots; armament consists of four 8-inch rapid 
fire guns; two on forecastle and two on main deck aft. 


The master of the Navy collier Sterling reports havi 
picked up the two-masted schooner MB. Waridge, of 
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Dennis, thirty-five miles southeast by south of Great 
Round Shoal Fairway buoy. The vessel’s sails were 
gone and she was nearly filled with water. The Sterling 
towed the Eldridge safely to Provincetown. 


The U.S.S. Abarenda was placed in reserve at the navy 
yard, New York, on Noy. 20, 1908, 

The commander of the Third Squadron, U.S. Pacific 
Fleet, on Dec. 9 shifted his flag from the Rainbow to the 
Charleston. The Charleston has been assigned to the 
First Division, Third Squadron, Pacific Fleet. 

The Chattanooga has been assigned to the Second Di- 
vision, Third Squadron, Pacific Fleet. 

The Celtic will leave the New York yard between Jan. 
5 and 10 to meet the Atlantic Fleet at Negro Bay. 

The U.S.S. Yankee, which went on the rocks in a fog 
on Hen and Chickens Shoals in Buzzards Bay, Mass., 
some ten weeks ago, was successfully raised Dec. 4 and 
started in tow of tugs for New Bedford. She anchored 
off Penikese Island, off Cuttyhunk for the night, and un- 
fortunately when the towing was resumed on Dec. 5 she 
again sank at 4 a.m in the lower part of Buzzards Bay. 
Comdr. C. C. Marsh, U.S.N., reported to the Navy De- 
partment that after floating the ship had a list to star- 
board which increased until a broken berth deck air port 
fiooded the air compressor room and fire room. The ship 
listed steadily and sank deeper. When the open deck 
was awash all hands were sent on tugs and there were 
no casualties. The ship settled quickly in forty-two feet 
of water. The wrecking company will renew operations 
at once. The Yankee, in tow of the tugs John Harlan 
and Powhatan, and convoyed by the naval collier Leb- 
anon, was proceeding slowly. In the gale and heavy seas 
the hawsers had parted for the tenth time, and the tug 
John Harlan was trying to connect another towing line 
when she was lifted on a wave and slammed against the 
side of the cruiser. The impact smashed in a port in the 
compartment where three air compressors were at work. 
Water which poured in through the open port disabled the 
air pumps, after which the compartment rapidly filled. 
The Yankee went down in a sheltered position and took 
bottom on an even keel. She rests on sand. Her forward 
deck, spars and the top of her funnel are above the sur- 
face of the water. John Arbuckle, the New York sugar 
refiner, believing that he could float the vessel by use of 
compressed air, secured a contract for raising the Yankee 
after previous attempts had failed. It is thought the 
work of again raising her will be easier than before. 

Chief Yeoman C. A. Williams, U.S.N., is being court- 
martialed at the Brooklyi. yard this week for alleged for- 
geries while on duty at the recruiting station, New York 
city, during last summer. The charges against Williams 
also include desertion and embezzlement. An interesting 
feature of Tuesday’s session was the refusal of the court 
to admit in evidence an alleged confession by Williams 
addressed to Commander Gilmore, which was found in 
Williams’s baggage. Williams is being defended by Geo. 
H. Mann. Capt. John H. A. Day, U.S.M.C., is judge 
advocate. 

Rear Admiral C. F. Goodrich, U.S.N., commandant 
of the navy yard, New York, has directed the six un- 
married junior officers to live in quarters in the govern- 
ment buildings assigned for their use in the yard. 
Hitherto the officers have been living in Manhattan near 
the Army and Navy Club. 

The Atlantic Battleship Fleet, proceeding at ten knots, 
passed through the harbor of Singapore Dec. 6 on the 
way to Colombo. -The flagship saluted and the salute 
was returned, and the ships passed through many small 
steamers and other craft that had gone out to view them. 
It is expected that the fleet will arrive at Colombo on 
Dec. 13, There was no communication with the shore, 
though the tender Yankton, which was at anchor, talked 
with the ships by wireless before and after their arrival. 
A message said that the voyage from Manila had been 
pleasant and uneventful, with smooth seas and good 
weather, so that some time was given up to maneuvers. 

It was officially announced from Manila Dec. 4 that 
the prevalence og cholera there has terminated. Rear 
Admiral Harber’s sailors, including those of the cruiser 
Charleston, are permitted shore leave daily. 

Charles Garrett, U.S. Marine Corps, on duty at New- 
port, R.I., champion boxer of the station (145 Ibs.), is 
desirous of hearing from other ambitious boxers of his 
class, with a view to contests. 

The French liner La Touraine, which arrived at New 
York early this week from Havre, noted dead ahead early 
on Saturday morning, Dec. 5, about 400 miles east of 
Sandy Hook, a burning vessel, and found that she was a 
steel] barge with this name on the bows: “U.S. Navy 
Coal Barge 228.” All her boats were gone. The blaze 
was then confined to the stern, but was gradually eating 
forward. Captain Laurent said it looked as if she had 
been abandoned in heavy weather by the steamer that 
had had her in tow and set on fire. 

The U.S.S. Tacoma returned to Port au Prince Dec. 9 
from St. Mare and Gonaives, which were then in a peace- 
ful state. 

The Pacific Fleet, southward bound, passed Salina 
Cruz, Mexico, Dec. 5, under command of Rear Admiral 
William T. Swinburne, en route for Panama, where it 
is due to arrive on Dec. 12. 

The examination papers have been sent out this week 
for the third division of the Naval Academy class of 
1907, who are on ships in various parts of the world. 
There are seventy-three in the division and the examina- 
tion will begin March 3. 

The armored cruiser North Carolina was _ success- 
fully docked in the new drydock at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard this week, this being the first vessel to be received 
since the completion of the dock. The North Caro- 
lina’s bottom will be scraped and cleaned, after which 
the armored cruiser Montana will be docked. 

Prominent citizens of Delaware have asked the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to set the date for the launching of 
the battleship Delaware at the Newport News shipyard 
on Feb. 22, the day the Battleship Fleet is expected at 
Hampton Roads. The President would be able to be 
present and take part in the launching. The shipbuild- 
ing company had fixed Feb. 6 for the launching, but 
will probably comply with the request. On Dec. 1 the 
Delaware was 54.9 per cent. done. 

Secretary Newberry on Dec. 11 asked Congress for ap- 
propriation of $303,683 for construction spur leading 
from the Pennsylvania Railroad to the navy yard at 
Washington, to handle freight for that branch of the 
naval service. 

The big hydraulic dredge: Clatsop sailed from Phila- 
delphia Monday, Dec. 7, for Portland, Ore. The Clat- 
sop was built at the Newport News shipyard several 
months ago for the Army Engineer Corps, and since 
being launched has been in service with the dredging 
fleet employed in the deepening of the channels in Dela- 
ware Bay, a part of the general scheme for the improve- 


ment of the approaches to Philadelphia. She is a mod- 
ern hydraulic dredging machine 183 feet long, equipped 
with powerful fore-and-aft compound engines that will 
give her a speed of about ten miles an hour. 

The new revenue cutter Snohomish will also sail this 
week for the Pacific, and early in the spring the cutter 
Tahoma, now building, will go to the Pacific. 

Proposals have been prepared and issued by the Bu- 
reau of Equipment for the high-powered long distance 
wireless telegraph station to be located in or near Wash- 
ington. The specifications include the construction of 
a tower 600 feet high, and the complete installation of 
the power plant and other necessary apparatus. The 
station will have a sending radius of 3,000 miles. Bids 
for tower and plant will be opened Jan. 5. 


All the vessels of the Battleship Fleet, as soon as prac- 
ticable after arrival in the United States, will have in- 
stalled on them the new woven steel masts. Before carry- 
ing this plan into effect the Idaho and Mississippi, which 
have each two of these masts, will take a cruise with de- 
tails of officers and Naval Contractor Robinson, acting 
as a board of observation, to determine whether the vi- 
bration of the masts is such as to interfere with the ac- 
curate working of range-finders and sights in time of ac- 
tion, and to devise means of perfecting the masts. There 
are three different systems of fire control now under ex- 
periment on these masts and a report will be made on 
on before the masts are installed on the Battleship 
“leet. 

The Monterey was placed in commission in reserve at 
Cavite, P.I., Dee. 10. The Active was placed out of com- 
mission at Mare Island Dec. 10. The Concord is ordered 
to Guam to relieve the Supply as station ship. The Sup- 
ply goes to Puget Sound for general overhauling, after 
which she returns to Guam, and the Concord will be 
brought home to be repaired. The Iris, now at Manila, 
will be brought home to the Pacific coast to be fitted up 
as parent ship for the Pacific Torpedo Fleet. The Rain- 
bow, originally intended for this duty, will remain on the 
Asiatic Station. The Relief, now at Cavite, will be sent 
to Olongapo for duty as hospital ship at that station. 

Rear Admiral John E. Pillsbury, U.S.N., by orders 
issued Dec. 10, will be placed on the retired list Dee. 
15, by reason of reaching the age of sixty-two years. 
He will continue as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
under authority of existing law and executive appoint- 
ment. Admiral Pillsbury enjoys excellent health and 
is in the prime of strength and efficiency. 

Surveys have been made for repairs to the naval re- 
serve vessels on the Great Lakes, the Yantic, Gopher 
and Hawk. 

The Navy Department has authorized the purchase of 
a forty-foot gasoline launch for the Dolphin.

H.R. 22275, Mr. Olcott—To issue certificates of honorable 
discharge to all receiving certificates of honorable service 
in the U.S. Military Telegraph Corps. 

H.R. 22276, Mr. Hobson.—To regulate the strength and 
promote the efficiency of the personnel of the United States 
Navy. That after July 1 ey the passage of this act 
the authorized strength of the enlisted men of the United 
States Navy shall be 55 men for every 1,000 tons of dis- 
placement of ships serviceable and authorized in the U.S. 
Navy, distributed and rated under rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the President. 

Sec. 2. That after July 1 following the passage of this act 
the authorized strength of the warrant officers of the U.S. 
Navy shall be one warrant officer for every 40 men in the 
authorized strength of enlisted men of the U.S. Navy, dis- 
uaa under rules and regulations prescribed by the Presi- 
ent. 

Sec. 3. That after July 1 following the passage of this act 
the authorized strength of the active list of commissioned 
officers of the line of the U.S. Navy shall be as follows: Of 
officers of flag rank, one admiral for every 500,000 tons dis- 
placement of ships serviceable and authorized of the U.S. 
Navy, whose pay shall be that of a general of the U.S. Army 
and whose retiring age shall be 68 years; one vice-admiral for 
every 200,000 similar tons, whose pay shall be that of a 
lieutenant general of the U.S. Army and whose retiring age 
shall be 65 years; and one rear admiral for every 40,000 
similar tons; of officers below flag rank, five officers for every 
2,000 similar tons, apportioned among existing grades as 
follows: Six per cent. captains, 8 per cent. commanders, 18 
per cent. lieutenant commanders, 88 per cent. lieutenants, 
and 30 per cent. lieutenants junior grade and ensigns. 

Sec. 4. That after July 1 following the passage of this act 
the authorized strength of the active lists of the commissioned 
officers of the staff corps of the U.S. Navy, shall be one staff 
officer for every 1,000 tons’ displacement of serviceable and 
authorized ships in the U.S. Navy distributed as_ follows: 
Forty per cent. medical officers, 32 per cent. pay officers, 12 
per cent. naval constructors, 7 per cent. civil engineers, 6 per 
cent. chaplains, and 3 per cent. professors of mathematics, 
allotted to ranks in each corps in the same proportion as 
provided above for line officers below flag rank, 

Sec. 5. That the strength of all the branches of the per- 
sonnel of the U.S. Navy provided for in this act shall be at- 
tained and maintained under such rules and regulations as 
the President may prescribe: Provided, That no officer now 
holding a warrant or commission in the U.S. Navy shall 
suffer loss of rank or pay as the result of this act: Provided 
further, That below the rank of captain promotion shall be 
by seniority only, and that no officer of whatever rank shall 
be promoted over the head of a senior officer or shall be 
eliminated from the active list without the recommendation 
of a board composed of officers of his own corps on the 
active or retired list, all his seniors in rank: Provided fur- 
ther, That an officer eliminated from the active list shall be 
placed on the retired list at one-half the rate of pay he is 
receiving at the time of his elimination, and that upon his 
own application and at the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Navy he may be assigned to shore duty, and while doing 
such duty he shall receive the same rate of pay he was re- 
ceiving at the time of his elimination. 

H.R. 22277, Mr. Olcott.—To create in ‘the Navy Depart- 
ment a roll to be known as the ‘‘Volunteer and Regular 
Navy and Marine Corps Civil War Service List.’’ 

H.R. 22278, Mr. Olcott.—That surgeons, passed assistant 
surgeons and assistant surgeons with the relative rank, re- 
spectively, of lieutenant, lieutenant (junior grade), and en- 
sign, retired between March 3, 1871, and March 3, 1903, 
shall have the rank and pay of lieutenant commanders, lieu- 
tenants, and lieutenants (junior grade), respectively, and 
commissions shall issue accordingly. 

H.R. 22281, Mr. McKinley, LIllinois——That any officer of 
the Army who served otherwise than as a cadet, with credit 
as an officer or as an enlisted man during the Civil War and 
has been retired: First, on account of wounds in the line of duty; 
second, or who previous to retirement served 25 or more 
years, three or more of which were prior to May 9, 1865, and 
who was retired on account of disability incident to service; 
third, or who previous to retirement had served 35 or more 
years, three or more of which were prior to May 9, 1865, or 
who was retired on account of age or after 40 years’ service, 
may, in the discretion of the President, be placed on the 
retired list of the Army with the rank and retired pay of a 
brigadier general: Provided, That this act shall not apply to 
any officer who has been restored to the Army and placed on 
the retired list by virtue of the provisions of a special act 
of Congress. That any officer affected by this act shall, in 
the discretion of the President, be nominated, and appointed 
as such officer with advanced grade and commissioned ac- 
cordingly. 

H.R. 22288, Mr. Stephens.—Pensioning the surviving offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Texas Volunteers employed in 
the defense of the frontier of that state against Mexican 
marauders and Indian depredations from Jan. 1, 1851, to 
Jan. 1, 1861, and from 1866 to 1877, inclusive. 

H.R. 22290, Mr. Lafean—Amends Sec. 2 of the Act of 
April 19, 1908, increasing the pension of widows to $12 per 
month, by providing, ‘‘That said widow shall have married 
said soldier or sailor prior to the date of the approval of 
this act; and the benefits of this section shall include those 
widows whose husbands, if living, would have a pensionable 
status under the joint resolutions of Feb. 15, 1895; July 1, 
1902, and June 28, 1906.’’ (See H.R. 22300.) 

H.R. 22293, Mr. Overstreet.—Authorizes the enlistment 
for one year b¥ the commanding officer at each military post, 
between 16 and 25 years of age, for service thereat, a num- 
ber of enlisted men sufficient to secure an increase of not to 
exceed 10 per cent. of the maximum enlisted strength at 
such post. These men shall not be subject to permanent de- 
tachment from the post, but shall be available for temporary 
detached service, and shall not be eligible to appointment as 
non-commissioned officers. They shall receive the same pay 
and allowances as other enlisted men of the same grade and 
period of service. Re-enlistments shall not be permitted under 
this act, but on discharge of the soldier at the expiration of 
his period of enlistment, he may, on the recommendation of 
his post commander, be authorized by the President to attend 
and pursue a regular course of study at a military school or 
college of the U.S., other than the Military Academy, on the 
same footing as to pay and allowances as is now authorized 
for officers of the organized militia by Sec. 16, Act of Jan. 21, 
1902, should he, at the termination of his period of enlist- 
ment, or within three months thereafter, enlist for the regu- 
lar period of service, now three years, he shall receive a 
bounty equal in amount to one month’s pay. 

H.R. 22300, Mr. Adair—Amends the act increasing widows’ 
pensions. Same as H.R. 22290. 

H.R. 22305, Mr, Hale.—Providing for the pensioning of 
all honorably discharged soldiers who served in the U.S 
Army during the War of the Rebellion, either Volunteer or 
Regular. 

H.R. 22307, Mr. Madden.—To remove the charge of de- 
sertion now standing on the rolls against officers and enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, who served during 
the civil war for 90 days or more. 

H.R. 22318, Mr. Wiley.—To add a corps of dental sur- 
geons to the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy. 
(Similar to H.R. 548, Mr. Wiley.) 
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H.R. 228222, Mr. Wiley.—For the erection in the city of 
Washington of a monument to the memory of Jeremiah 
O’Brien, the heroic Irish-American, who captured, in the 
first sea fight of the Revolutionary War, the British schooner 
Margaretta. 

H.R. 22339, Mr. Lafean.—To construct a Lincoln me- 
morial highway from the White House, Washington, to the 
battlefield of Gettysburg. 

H.R. 22887, Mr. Weeks,—Granting thirty working days’ leave 
of absence in each year, without forfeiture of pay during such 
leave, to certain employees at United States arsenals, prov- 
ing grounds, and supply stations. 

H.R. 23208, Mr. Weeks.—To provide for the appointment and 
retirement of late Ensign John Tracey Edson as lieutenant in 
the U.S. Navy. 

H.R. 23244, Mr. Boutell—To create in the War and Navy 
Departments, respectively, a roll to be known as the “civil-war 
officers’ annuity honor roll.". (Same as 8. 7274.) 

H.R. 23251, Mr. Bates.—To increase and fix the pay of

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MARE ISLAND—LAUNCH OF THE PROMETHEUS. 


Mare Island, Cal., Dec. 5, 1908. 

The launching of the collier Prometheus here to-day marks 
& great event in the history of Mare Island and in governmental 
shipbuilding, for the record made on the Prometheus which 
took hcr initial dip, forms the strongest argument for ships 
built at government yards. The defense of the Pacific makes 
the maintenance of an adequate fleet here imperative, and 
the two navy yards on the coast must be equipped to handle 
all repairs necessary. It is necessary that they be given 
ships for construction to keep together the efficient force re- 
quired for such work. ’ ‘ 

The construction of the Prometheus and her sister ship, the 
Vestal (built at the New York Yard), was authorized April 
27, 1904, the appropriation being $1,250,000 for each vessel. 
Mare Island at that time was not equipped for such work and 
it was necessary to secure from Congress an appropriation of 
$175,000 for the erection of building ways and a cantelever 
crane. This was granted on March 3, 1905. Meanwhile the 
Department had amended the plans of the vessels, and on 
June 29, 1906, Congress increased the appropriation to $1,550,- 
000 for each vessel. The first shipment of structural steel 
reached here in September, 1907, and on Oct. 18, 1907, the 
keel of the Prometheus was laid. The sum of $950,000 was 
assigned for hull and hull fittings and the remainder for 
machinery, equipment and ordnance. The cost of the hull 
and fittings will not exceed $910,000, a saving of $40,000. 

To Naval Constr. Holden A. Evans, who has been in charge 
during the entire time the ship has been under way, and to 
Assistant Naval Constr. Sidney M. Henry, who has had direct 
supervision of the work, as well as to the efficient men under 
them, to much credit cannot be given. The entire state of Cali- 
fornia took an interest in the launching, and thousands of in- 
vitations had been sent out for the event. 

The arrangements for handling the crowds were perfect. 
Admission to the enclosure was by special card. Thousands, 
including many of the most distinguished people of the state, 
were gathered around the vessel. At the gaily decorated launch- 
ing paltform at eleven o'clock were Governor and Mrs. J. N. 
Gillett, the speaker of the day, the heads of departments of 
the navy vard with their families, and a few specially invited 
guests. Little Miss Dollie Evans, daughter of Constructor 
Evans, was sponser for the vessel, her escort being Asst. Naval 
Constr. Edward C. Hamner, jr., Mrs. Evans and Capt. Thomas 
S. Phelps, jr.. commandant of the yard. The little sponser 
was gowned in white with a big white lingerie hat. At 11 
a.m. the big vessel commenced to move, and Miss Evans, with a 
right good will,, hurled the champaign bottle, wrapped in the 
national colors, against the side, crying, “I christen thee Pro- 
metheus.”’ 

Cheering thousands watched the vessel as she touched the 
waters of the channel, and she was greeted with a din of 
whistles from her sister craft. The tugs Unadilla and Active 
took her in tow to a position under the big shears at the 
quay wall, 

Hon. Frank R. Devlin. president of the Vallejo Chamber 
of Commerce, introduced Governor Gillett, who spoke on “Cal- 
ifornia’s Interest in the Event.’’ The best address of the day, 
because it touched the keynote of the Pacific Coast’s needs, 
was that of Naval Constructor Evans. The Prometheus, he 
said, is the first large steel ship built in a navy yard on the 
Pacifie Coast. Less than fourteen months had elapsed since 
the keel was laid, and except for the machinery the vessel is 
practically completed, being further advanced at the launching 
than any large vessel] previously built in this country. Not- 
withstanding higher cost of material and wages, the Prometheus 
will be completed at less cost than for sister vessels. ‘Tho 
splendid work done by Naval Constructor Henry should re- 
ceive special commendation,” Constructor Evans said. “It is 
due largely to his ability and unremitting attention that 
Mare Island to-day stands at the head of the shipbuilding navy 
yards. new era is upon us, an era of efficient administration 
of navy yards. Let all of us, mechanics, officers and citizens 
of the Pacifie Coast, combine and work together to make the 
two Pacific Coast yards the grearest and most efficient yards in

BRIDGE ACCIDENT AT FORT SILL. 


Fort Sill, Okla., Dec. 7, 1908. 

On the afternoon of Dec. 5, a prairie fire was reported in 
the southeastern corner of the reservation, and a detail, under 
Sergeant Griffith, from Battery C, was sent to get it under con- 
trol. While crossing the Red Bridge, on the road between 
Elgin and Lawton, the bridge collapsed, throwing men and 
horses into the water, killing two men and seriously injuring 
another. 

The Red Bridge spans Cache Creek, and is about twenty 
feet above the water, ten feet or more in depth. Constructed 
‘of large timbers on firm abutments ‘this bridge ‘had been con- 


this week, 


stantly used for heavy traffic. The light batteries with their 
weighty guns and six-horse teams frequently made use of it 
with no thought of danger. It is reported at an hour or so 
prior to the accident it had been crossed by hea teams. — 
With the detail moving at a walk, six men had crossed in 
safety, when, without warning, the bridge collapsed, throwing 
the remainder of the detail and their horses into the water 
below. Privates E. . Bryant and J. L. Heck were both 
killed outright, being bruised and cut badly, and Private 
Stewart badly hurt. The other men managed to get free 
without serious injuries. One horse with a broken leg was 
shot upon being taken from the water, but he was the only 
one of eight tangled in the wreckage in the water to succumb. 
. The entire bridge dropped into the creek, leaving the abut- 
ments firm and uninjured. No reasonable explanation of this 
disastrous mishap can be given at the present time, other than 
that the synchronous and rhythmic beat of a number of hoofs 
momentarily set up an unusual set of vibrations which so rocked 
the bridge as to cause it to collapse. 
urd of officers is now investigating the matter, and 
its report will probably embody an explanation as to the cause 
of this unusual and terrible accident. 
The funeral of- Privates Bryant and Heck will take place 
to-day with the usual military honors.

Some of the companies are planning side trips to Mt. Ver- 
non and Alexandria as ‘well as visits to the places of interest 
at the Capitol. On Friday morning, the regiment leaves for 
home, possibly stopping for a few hours in Philadelphia, al- 
though not yet definitely decided upon, and arriving in Boston 
Saturday morning. 

The 5th Regiment band of thirty pieces will accompany the 
command. Every company has formulated some plan to raise 
money to aid in defraying the expenses of the trip, head- 
quarters, Companies A, B and H announcing a grand military 
ball at the Charleston armory the first of January, all the 
companies joining in a lecture and concert by Chaplain Mac- 
Queen and the regimental band on Feb. 3. 

This visit is geing to be of especial significance to the 
Maryland 5th, for thirty-three years ago that command came 
to Boston on the occasion of the centennial observance of 
the Battle of Bunker Hill and was accorded a fine reception, 
and veterans of the Baltimore organization have pleasant re- 
membrances of their visit. The Maryland 5th was the guest 
of the Massachusetts 5th at that time. Col. Ezra J. Trull 
was the commander of the latter regiment and Colonel Oakes 
was also then a private in the 5th, and is to-day the only 
member of the present command who took part in the 1875 
reception. 








NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Brig. Gen. William Sullivan, Inspector General of New 
Hampshire, is directed to make the annual inspections of the 
New Hampshire National Guard, concurrently with an officer 
of the United States Army, between Feb. 1 and March 3, 1909. 

The several organizations of the National Guard and naval 
force of Pennsylvania will be inspected in their respective 
armories, during the months of January, February, March and 
April, 1909, on such dates as may be determined by the In- 
spector General. The annual inspection will be made at the 
same time by officers of the U.S. Army detailed by the War 
Department for that duty. 

It has been definitely decided by the 7th and 23d Regiments 
of New York not to take part in the inaugural parade at 
Washington, D.C., March 4, on account of the raising of the 
railroad rates. A number of other organizations will 
take similar action. The money saved will be used to make 
a trip next summer to some suitable place. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory condition of Co. G, 14th N.Y., 
known as the ‘‘Swedish Guard’’ Colonel Foote has transferred 
ist Lieut. P. Ragnarson, the present commanding officer, to 
another company, and Capt. E. E. Horrocks, of Co. F, has 
been detailed to command Company G. Under Captain Hor- 
rocks, it is expected Company G will soon improve. 

A team of twelve men from the 13th N.Y., will arrange to 
shoot a match with a team of twelve men selected from the 
U.S. Marines, on duty at the navy yard, New York, some 
time this winter. 

Active and veteran members of Co. F, 7th N.Y., Captain 
Stotesbury, will celebrate the eighty-first anniversary of the 
company’s organizaticn by a dinner on the night of Tuesday, 
Dec. 29. General Smith and Staff, and Colonel Appleton and 
staff will be among the special guests. The members of the 
regiment have voted not to take part in the inaugural parade 
in Washington, D.C., on March 4 next. 

A review ot the 4th Regiment, N.G.N.J., by Gen, E. A. 
Campbell was held in the armory in Jersey City, on the night 
of Dec. 10, before a large audience. The regiment, under 
command of Colonel Bresinger, paraded 12 commands of 16 
files, divided into three battalions, and made a very creditable 
showing, especially on so limited a drill floor, which is much 
too small for the regiment. An enjoyable band concert preceded 
the military exercises, which began with receiving the colors 
with ceremony. Then followed the review in line of masses. 
One man in the front rank of the first company of the Third 
Battalion, was permitted to parade without white gloves, which 
marred the appearance of the company. The captain should 
not have permitted this. In the passage, while all the com- 
panies went by with fine alignments, those of the Ist Battalion 
made the best general showing. After a short regimental drill, 
which was most creditably executed, the regiment formed in 
line of masses for evening parade, which was followed by dis- 
missing the colors with ceremony, and then dancing. In ex- 
ecuting order arms, the butts of the pieces are lowered far 
too heavily, a proceeding which should be corrected. During 
the evening a number of shooting trophies were presented, 
General Campbell, in a few appropriate remarks, congratulating 
the winners. Among the special guests were Gen. P. F. Wanser, 
General Plume, and Colonels Hine and Freeman. 

Officers of the 1st Regiment of Connecticut National Guard, 
spent an interesting evening at the armory in Hartford on 
Dec. 4 when Mr. P. Maxim, the inventor of the gun 
silencer, gave a demonstration of his invention. While the 
other tests have been of a scientific nature the one on Dec. 4 
was along the line of the military usefulness of the invention 
and Mr. Maxim explained many practical advantages that the 
silencer would have in modern warfare. Mr. Maxim described 


what the silencer would do and then said: that having said so _ 
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much he was prepared to ‘‘show them’’ which he did. Mr. 
Maxim had ten guns with him, some of them being sent to 
him by the German, Italian and English governments, which 
will have the silencers attached to them and be sent to the 
countries from which they came to be used for experimental 
purposes. He explained that it was the custom of all govern- 
ments to exchange with each other their different patterns of 
shoulder arms, so there was no breach of international etiquette 
in his so sending his invention broadcast. After the demon- 
stration was over the officers gave a unanimous vote of 
thanks to Mr. Maxim and then spent the rest of the evening 
in making personal examinations of the device and asking 
practical questions of the inventor. 

The figure of merit in small arms practice of the Wisconsin 
National Guard for the year, 1908, is 85.52 against 83.99 the 
previous year. t of an average strength of 2,971 officers 
and men, 258 qualified as expert riflemen, 153 as sharp- 
shooters, and 1,267 as marksmen. The 3d Infantry had a 
figure of merit of 103.30, which was the highest of any of 
the organizations. 

Col. W. F. Morris, of the 9th N.Y., announces a review by 
Brig. Gen. John G. Eddy, 2d Brigade, on Friday night, Dec. 
18, at the armory. 

Brig. Gen. George Moore Smith, commanding the 1st’ Brig- 
ade, N.G.N.Y., will review the 22d N.Y., Col. W. B. Hotch- 
kin, in the armory on Friday night, Dec. 18. 

Col. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., Superintendent of the U.S. 
Military Academy, will review the 47th N.Y., in its armory 
in Brooklyn on Saturday night, Dec. 19. 

Capt. Louis Wendel, widely known for many years as cap- 
tain of the 1st Battery, N.G.N.Y., pleaded guilty on Dec. 3, 
1908, before Judge Swann in the Court of General Sessions 
to the indictment charging him with presenting a false claim 
for audit, but with no criminal intent. The full amount of 
$1,500 allowed for horse hire by the state had not been 
used for horse hire. Wendel signed vouchers attesting 
that the full amount had been used. The balance of the cash 
not expended for horses was turned into the battery treas- 
ury, and used by the, battery for medals, prizes, etc. The 
evidence showed that the cash drawn did not go into the 
pockets of Captain Wendel as some of the daily papers 
wrongly reported, and the books of the battery and receipts 
account for the expenditure of all moneys. Judge Swann 
remanded the Captain to the Tombs until Dec. 8 to await 
sentence. On that day Judge Swann, after reading many 
letters from well known officers and business men, praying 
for clemency on behalf of Captain Wendel, and after per- 
sonally examining a number of officers and others in court, 
sentenced the Captain to pay a fine of $1,000. General How- 
ard Carroll, who was among those who spoke a good word for 
Captain Wendel, generously offered to pay the fine, and pro- 
duced the cash. Captain Wendel’s son, Louis, however, while 
fully appreciating the General’s offer, paid the fine himself. 
Among others present who said a good word to Judge Swann 
ior Captain Wendel were Lieut. Col. George A. Wingate, 
A.G., on the staff of General Roe; Brevet Lieut. Col. David 
Wilson, Field Art., and Capt. L. F. Sherry, 2d Battery. About 
seventy-five other persons were in court to speak on behalf 
of the Captain, but the Judge was satisfied with hearing 
about half a dozen. Some of Captain Wendel’s friends may 
petition the Governor to remove the disability of dishonor- 
able discharge against him, incurred in his trial by G.C.M. 
incident to signing the vouchers. They point to the fact 
that there was no criminal intent in signing them, and that 
he has undergone punishment for the offense. His excellent 
record previous to his court-martial is also cited. 





CONNECTICUT. 


In his official report on the coast defense exercises of the 
Connecticut National Guard last summer, Col. C. D. Park- 
hurst, Coast Art., U.S.A., commanding the Artillery District 
of New London, praises the troops for their discipline, and 
the sanitary condition of their camps. He states that the 
men at the guns showed more aptitude and progress than the 
officers in many cases. The officers, he says, in many cases 
seemed ignorant and more or less indifferent, with a lack of 
confidence in themselves, that is much to be deplored. Colo- 
nel Parkhurst specially praises the work of the Signal Corps, 
which he says displayed a high order of intelligence. He 
favors firing at fixed targets rather than calibration firing, as 
being more instructive and interesting. Calibration firing he 
says is not understood by the National Guard, and brought a 
strong feeling of disgust and disappointment. He considers 
the camp a success in every way except as to calibration 
firing. The rations he also says proved satisfactory. Colo- 
nel Parkhurst recommends, among other things, that men be 
supplied with more than one blanket, that a larger allowance 
of sub-caliber ammunition be granted, and that the cooks be 
trained specially in making coffee. He recommends that 
companies be permanently assigned to guns so that each 
company can concentrate its studies to a certain class, and 
not diffuse its efforts over all guns. He says the troops were 
deficient in paper work and recommends that paymasters’ 
manuals be supplied to all organizations, and that the pay- 
masters of the Guard be given special instruction. 

Colonel Parkhurst does not believe that the olive drab 
uniform is too warm for camp use by the National Guard. 
He wishes he had it for all the Regular troops of the district 
for wear all summer. The nights in camp were cold; the 
days were not very warm and woolen olive drab is much 
more comfortable than cotton khaki. In the heat of the day 
and when at the work of the guns he knows of no reason 
why the men can not go in shirt sleeves provided they ail 
have uniform olive drab shirts. It is recommended that 
the National Guard have the same brown canvas working 
suits as the Regulars for use at the guns to save their olive 
drab from becoming rapidly soiled. 





RHODE ISLAND. 


Major John C. W. Brooks, Coast .\rt., U.S.A., on duty at 
Fort Adams, R.I., in a report om the coast defense exercises in 
Narragansett Bay last summer gives the opinion that one 
week’s instruction is not sufficient and recommends an ex- 
tension of two weeks. ‘‘The interval of a year is too long 
for the lessons learned to be retained,’’ he says. ‘‘The in- 


struction should be continued from time to time during the’ 


winter by lectures or in other ways at the armories. There 
is a lack of practical text-books which could be studied by 
officers of the National Guard in the winter.’’ 

Major Brooks states that there has been a ‘‘lack of con- 
tinuity in the instruction of artillery supports from year to 
year, and that the past summer it was most unsatisfactory. Two 
first lieutenants from the Army, he says, were detailed to this 
work, one from the Artillery and one from the Cavalry. They 
were very enthusiastic and hard working, but too young to 
inspire confidence, and probably lacked tact in handling the 
major and other officers with the supports. The officers 
for this work should be Infantry officers he says, and at 
least one should rank not. below that of a captain. ‘‘There 
should,’’ he says, ‘‘be some regular plan of instruction pre- 
scribed for this work and records kept at each base for the 
benefit of the officers detailed for the work the following years, 
otherwise the instruction on succeeding years is liable to be 
either repetitions or contradictions, or both.’’ Major Brooks 
says the suggestion of an officer that the instruction to the 
supports should take place at the state camp grounds, as 
being larger and better adapted to such work, is worthy of 
consideration. 

Major Brooks states the interest in sub-caliber and service 
practice was great, while that in blank cartridges was small. 
The latter caused much anxiety to the officers, and injury 
to the guns. He recommends that the use of blank charges 
be reduced at least to one-quarter of the last allowance and 
the sub-caliber practice increased and also the service prac- 
tice, if possible. ‘‘Certainly the sub-caliber practice should 
be increased,’’ he argues. ‘‘It is much more valuable, as 
well as much less dangerous than blank charges.’’ The simu- 
lated night and day attacks of one fort on another, he says, 
should, at least in this district, be abandoned, as this year 
there was a notable decrease in the interest taken in the 
boat attack scheme.

Ni Hi P.—As your organization is not a part of the Regu- 
lar or state military forces, matters regarding the administra- 
tion of affairs are governed by your by-laws, whatever they 
may be. In a strictly military organization, no such condi- 
tion of affairs respecting the question of seniority could exist, 
and under the circumstances we therefore could not advise 
you. The date of commission determines the order on the 
lineal list. 

_ E. R. F.—To ascertain whereabouts of an enlisted man 
in the U.S. Army, address the office of the Adjutant General, 
Washington, D.C., through the channel, and give your reasons 
for making the inquiry. 

C. M. D. asks: (1). Can the wife of a retired first ser- 
geant, who has had both Volunteer and Regular Army service, 
draw a pension after his death, he having retired in 1895 and 
having married after retirement? Answer: No. (2). I served 
in a Michigan regiment from August, 1862, until August, 
1865, and received an honorable discharge. In 1870 I en- 
listed in the Regular Army, served in the 12th Infantry five 
years, discharged as sergeant; re-enlisted in the 21st Infan- 
try, served five years, discharged as sergeant; re-enlisted in 
the 6th Infantry, served fourteen years, holding now four 
discharges of five years each all signed ‘‘character excellent.’’ 
I retired from the 6th Infantry in 1895 as a first sergeant at 
Fort Thomas, Ky. Am I entitled to Civil and Indian War 
medals? I participated in Indian wars, namely: Nesperce, 
South Fork, Clear Water, Idaho, July 11 and 12, 1877; Ban- 
nock and Piute in 1878. Answer: Yes. Apply to the Quar- 
termaster General of the Army, Washington, D.C. 

ALLEN asks: (1). Was there any time when double time 
counted from date of leaving the States for the Philippine 
Islands, if so, when? (2). Does time consumed in going to 
and from China, from the Philippines, on water, count double? 
(3). Did this time count double in 1900 during the outbreak 
in China? Answer: (1). Not so far as we can learn. (2). 
No; the law says ‘‘actual service in.’’ (3). Service in China 
in 1900 counts double. 

W. asks: Where was the late Capt. Joseph B. Batchelor 
during the riots in Chicago in 1894% He was then a first 
lieutenant, 24th Infantry. Answer: Address the office of 
the Adjutant General of the Army, Washington, D.C. 

B. H. asks: I was born in England, and when I enlisted 
in the U.S. Army, not having my citizenship papers, I falsely 
stated that I was born in Jersey. I am now drawing a pen- 
sion for wounds received, and am desirous of having my record 
corrected, so as to become a full-fledged American citizen. 
Can this be done? Answer: Where the record of service is 
good, this is frequently done. Apply to the War Department. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: A claims that officers serving in the 
Philippines are required to take a written examination for 
promotion, if examined in the Philippines. B claims that 
they take an oral examination before a board of officers in 
Manila. Which is right? Answer: A is right. 

OLD SUBSCRIBER asks: What enlistment period am I 
serving in? Enlisted July 15, 1903, discharged for the con- 
venience of the government Nov. 15, 1904, Par. 1, G.O. 164, 
W.D., Washington, Oct. 22, 1904; re-enlisted Nov. 16, 1904, 
discharged Nov. 15, 1907; re-enlisted Nov. 16, 1907. Answer: 
You are in your second enlistment period. 

W. De. ©. asks: I enlisted July, 1906, and was discharged 
by purchase April, 1908. I re-enlisted in June, 1908. Will I 
be entitled to a raise in pay after I have served three 
years, or will I have to wait until the expiration of present 
term of enlistment before I receive any raise in pay? Answer: 
There is no change in your enlistment period during your cur- 
rent enlistment. 

CAVALRY asks: (1). I requalified as sharpshooter July 10, 
1908. Should I be drawing sharpshooter’s pay from my previ- 
ous qualification? (2). When do I commence drawing pay for 
requalification as sharpshooter? (3). Enlisted Feb. 12, 1906, 
discharged for convenience of government July 10, 1907; re- 
enlisted July 11, 1907. When does my second enlistment 
period commence? Answer: (1 and 2). If you qualified as 
sharpshooter in 1907, your pay thereunder continues until Dec. 
31, 1908, and under your qualification of July 10, 1908, from 
Jan. 1, 1909. (3). You continue in first enlistment period 
during entire period of current enlistment. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1). Will another sergeant major, 
junior grade, C.A.C., be sent to the Philippine Islands with 
the four companies selected to go next spring? Answer: Yes. 
(2). If so has he been selected yet? Answer: Yes. (3). 
A company commander, who is also in command of a post, 
gives orders to his non-commissioned officers not to place a 
man in arrest, without first seeing him (the C.0.). Does this 
prevent a non-commissioned staff officer (a sergeant major) 
from placing a man in arrest who uses disrespectful language 
to him and ignores lawful orders? Answer: Yes, if the com- 
pany commander issues such an order. 


H. S. W.—That, upon your reappointment after resigna- 
tion, you would be given rank as of your original commission 
would no doubt depend upon whether your resignation in 
October had resulted in the promotion of others in the line 
of second lieutenants. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1). Is a retired enlisted man entitled 
to burial by military authorities if near a military station? 
Answer: No; except that Congress provides for burial of in- 
digent ex-Union soldiers at Arlington. (2). Are the graves of 
retired enlisted men marked by stones furnished by Q.M. 
Dept.? Answer: No. (3). Is the widow of a retired enlisted 
man allowed a pension, if so, how much? Answer: Address 
the Commissioner of Pensions, Washington, D.C. 


E. F. 8. asks: By what court was the decision made in 
1903 or 1904, in reference to the dishonorable discharge and 
imprisonment for two years of an enlisted man for disobedi- 
ence of the orders of a contract surgeon, that such sentence 
was illegal? This decision, I think, was the reason for in- 
corporating in the Army Appropriation Act April, 1904, a 
section, giving a contract surgeon the same authority as a 
commissioned officer. Answer: The action you refer to was 
not that of a court, but a recommendation of the J.A.G. The 
date was July 1, 1903, and the case was that of a private, 
H.C., confined at Malahi prison, P.I. The recommendation 
of the J.A.G. was as follows: ‘‘Although contract surgeons 
are not commissioned officer, are without military rank, and 
so are incapable to exercise military command, they are en- 
titled to respect in their official positions, especially from en- 
listed men belonging to the staff department in which they 
are officially employed. So much of the conviction as re- 
lated to disobedience of orders of the contract surgeon was 
erroneous.’’ 

A. M. asks: Is an enlisted man entitled to re-enlistment 
pay on his second enlistment if he stays out over three 
months? Answer: You are not entitled to re-enlisted pay. 
If you completed one full enlistment on March 24, 1908, you 
were entitled, upon your next enlistment, which you say was 
Sept. 15, 1908, to the pay of the second enlistment periods 

SUBSCRIBER asks: Will a field signal company be sent to 
the Philippines in the near future? Answer: No. 


F. E. O. asks: To whom, and through what channels should 
an enlisted man apply for appointment as lieutenant, Philip- 
pine Scouts? Answer: Apply through military channels to the 
Adjutant General of the Army. 

O. V.—For examination requirements Marine Corps, address 
Commandant, Marine Corps, Washington, D.C. 

JAMES M. asks: I am in the third month of my fourth 
enlistment. Drew clothing to the amount of $69. In 
order to purchase my discharge is it necessary to pay for 
the clothing drawn? Answer: See A.R. 1169. At the expira- 
tion of your service you will be credited with the amount 
due from last settlement as determined by the monthly and 
daily rates. Any difference in favor of the government must 
be settled by you. For purchase price of discharge see an- 
swer to ‘‘Constant Reader.’’ 

APPLICANT asks: Is there any difference between position 
of superintendent of hospital and hospital steward, U.S. 
Army, and what salary is attached? Answer: There is no 
longer such a title as hospital steward in our Army. There 
are sergeants, first class, pay $50, and sergeants, $30, These 


are the highest salaries paid in the first enlistment in the 
Hospital Corps. Privates in the same corps receive $16 and 
$18 in the first enlistment. Second lieutenants in the Medi- 
cal Corps receive $1,700 per year. 

W. ©. P. asks: (1). How long is the 5th Cavalry to stay 
in the Hawaiian Islands? (2). I enlisted Aug. 3, 1908, and 
it is my first enlistment. If I should re-enlist would I re- 
ceive the three months’ bonus pay? Answer: (1). No de- 
cision has been made as to this. (2). Yes. 

A. J. M. asks: (1). In your issue of Dec. 5, 1908, appears 
the following: ‘‘B. M. asks: A served from May 27, 1898, 
to May 26, 1901, and remained out of the Service from 
May 26, 1901, to May 21, 1908, when he re-enlisted and 
claims he should draw $18 a month.’’ The answer was: ‘‘He 
is entitled to the $18.’’ It appears that this man served but 
three years and then remained out of service seven years 
before he enlisted. Under what decision does this man re- 
ceive the pay of the second enlistment period? Answer: The 
clause in Pay Bill of May 11, 1908, providing that ‘‘Here- 
after [meaning after May 11, 1908] any soldier honorably dis- 
charged at the termination of his first or any succeeding en- 
listment period who re-enlists after the expiration of three 
months shall be regarded as in his second enlistment. (2). 
My service is as follows: Enlisted May 25, 1899, discharged 
May 24, 1902; enlisted again April 13, 1904, discharged 
April 12, 1907, then again enlisted Feb. 5, 1908; what pay 
should I now receive? Answer: First enlistment, as the 
provision quoted in answer above did not apply on Feb. 5, 
1908. 


SUBSCRIBER AND READER.—You passed a satisfactory 
examination for appointment to the position of ordnance ser- 
geant, and your name has been placed on the list of eligibles. 
It cannot, however, be stated just when you will be appointed. 

SOLDIER, ELIZABETH.—yYour service in the Spanish 
War in Porto Rico entitles you to a badge, as the provision 
applies also to those on the retired list. Apply to the Q.M. 
General, Washington, D.C., giving dates of service. 

R. W. I. asks: When will the 8th Cavalry be transferred 
from Fort Robinson, and when would they be due to go to 
the Philippines? Answer: There has been no decision as to 
this yet. 

SMITH asks: Would a man who passes a Civil Service ex- 
amination be discharged by favor or would he have to pur- 
chase? Answer: Circumstances would govern. If the civil 
place is in the United States you would probably have to buy 
the discharge. 

COAST ARTILLERY asks: How many files will a first 
lieutenant gain if the bill providing for 612 additional offi- 
cers for the Army becomes a law? Answer: The bill as pro- 
posed provides for additional, 36 colonels, 54 lieutenant colo- 
nels, 90 majors, 162 captains, 144 first lieutenants and 126 
second lieutenants, but as the proportioning of the officers to 
the various arms of the Service or in the staff departments 
is left to the discretion of the Secretary of War, it would 
be at this time impossible to answer your query. 

J. S. asks: When a man graduates from the training ship 
Newport (New York Naval Militia) how high a _ position 
could he hold in the U.S. Navy? Answer: You would have to 
enlist and your qualifications would determine your position. 
Page 4 of Navy Enlistment Circular, issued by the Bureau 
of Navigation, Washington, D.C., gives a list of twenty-six 
ratings open to men qualifying on first enlistment. Promo- 
tions are open to all who work for them, as vacancies occur. 

F. T.—The indemnity asked of Russia by Japan at the 
termination of the Russo-Japanese War was an amount suffi- 
cient to reimburse Japan for the cost of the war. But this 
was one of three principal points on which, at the confer- 
ence of Portsmouth, a deadlock ensued, the others being that 
interned Russian warships in Chinese and American ports 
should be delivered to Japan, and that Russian naval power 
in Asiatic waters should be restricted. After a conference 
at Oyster Bay between President Roosevelt, Baron Rosen and 
Baron Kaneko, and direct communication of the President with 
the Emperors of Russia and Japan, the three proposals referred 
to were waived by Japan—there was to be no indemnity, 
Sakhalin was to be divided between the two nations, Russia 
retained her interned ships, and Russian sea power was not to 
be limited. For other information concerning the Portsmouth 
treaty see page 42, our issue of Sept. 9, 1905. 

HOSP. CORPS, JEFF. BKS., asks: If a soldier had an en- 
listment completed before May 11, 1908, is he entitled to re- 
enlisted pay if he has re-enlisted before May 11, 1908, after 
the expiration of three months (for example, as follows): 
Case No. 1. I enlisted March 11, 1904, and was discharged 
Feb. 19, 1907, for convenience of the Government. I re- 
mained out of the Service over a year; I re-enlisted March 10, 
1908; I am drawing pay now as in my first enlistment period. 
Does G.O. No. 153, ¢.s., affect my pay, or entitle me to back 
pay from May 11, 1908? Case No. 2. A soldier in his third 
enlistment, who remained out of service between first and 
second enlistment periods one year, and second and third en- 
listment period, the present, one year, is paid as in his first 
enlistment period, Graws $18 as a private, first class, Hospital 
Corps. How does G.O. No. 153, c.s., affect him? Is he en- 
titled to any back pay? The date of his present enlistment 
is Dec. 2, 1907. Answer: (1) and (2) You are entitled to 
pay of the first enlistment. Only those men re-entering the 
Service after May 11 are entitled to pay of one second enlist- 
ment period for a prior enlistment. 

E. A. S.—There are several societies of Spanish War Vet- 
erans, among them these: Naval and Military Order of the 
Spanish-American War, recorder-in-chief, Capt. John T. Hil- 
ton, 170 Fifth avenue, New York; United Spanish War Vet- 
erans, national historian, J. Walter Mitchell, Washington, 
D.C.; Society of a” =i of the Philippines, commander-in- 
chief, Capt. H Tow, Connellsville, Pa.; Society of the 
Army of Santiago de Cuba, secretary, Lieut. -Col. Alfred C. 
Sharpe, Manila, P.I. There is also a Military Order of the 
Dragon (Boxer rebellion). Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., re- 
tired, now at Los Angeles, Cal., was the first president of this 
latter organization formed at Peking, China, in 1900. 

J. S. M. asks: Am I entitled to a Civil War campaign 
badge? I entered the Service Aug. 16, 1861, and served con- 
tinuously until Oct. 15, 1887, when I was retired. Answer: 
Yes. The order applies to those in the Service, active or re- 
tired, at date of order, Jan. 11, 1905. See G.O.-129, pub- 
lished page 1407, our issue of Aug. 22. 

L. N. asks: I enlisted Jan. 15, 1906, and was discharged 
June 17, 1907, for the convenience of the government; re-en- 
listed June 18, 1907; will commence my fourth year of service 
Jan. 15, 1909. Will I be entitled to the three months’ bonus? 
Answer: You will remain in your first enlistment period dur- 
ing your present enlistment, but will be entitled to the old 
rate of pay and continuous service pay whenever that rate ex- 
ceeds the new rate. You will be entitled to the three months’ 
bonus on your next re-enlistment. 

PRIVATE OF INFANTRY asks: I enlisted Feb. 3, 1904, 
honorably discharged Feb. 2, 1907, re-enlisted Oct. 1, 1907. 
According to the Act of May 11, 1908, men re-enlisiing after 
that date with one previous enlistment are considered as on 
their second enlistment; why are not the men who were in ac- 
tive service (on their second enlistment) on that date, al- 
though having remained out of the Service over three months, 
entitled to the same consideration? For instance, John Doe 
enlisted Jan. 3, 1900, discharged Jan. 2, 1903, re-enlists 
May 12, 1908; he is considered as on his second enlistment 
period, while William Smith, who enlisted Feb. 10, 1905, dis- 
charged Feb. 9, 1908, re-enlists May 10, 1908, is not consid- 
ered on his second enlistment period. Answer: Your ex- 
amples are correct. But as the language of the bill is that 
‘‘hereafter,’’ meaning after May 11, 1908, the pay, etc., shall 
be so and so, you are only entitled to the pay of first enlist- 
ment. 

J. B. C. asks: Is it compulsory that a man should serve 
one year in a re-enlistment before he can purchase his dis- 
charge from the Army? Answer: Yes. See G.O. 4, W.D., 
1906. See answer to ‘‘Constant Reader.’’ o.

charge. The price will be the travel allowances due on dis- 
charge and in addition thereto the following: After 1 year’s 
service, $120; 2 years’, $100; 3 years’, $90; 4 years’, $85; 
5 years’, $80; 6 years’, $65; 7 years’, $60; 8 years’, $55; 
9 years’, $40; 10 years’, $35; 11 years’, $30. Service in the 
Regular Army only will be considered, and such service is not 
required to be continuous. See G.O. 4, 1906, for full par- 
ticulars. 

ORD. SERGEANT asks: At the passage of the new pay bill 
I was receiving $5 for twenty years’ continuous service. My 
check for the last three months has been $67.50. Is that 
correct? Answer: $67.50 is correct. 

A. D. J. asks: Were enlisted men entitled to land travel 
pay in the Philippines in 1905? Answer: They were not en- 
titled to it until June 12, 1906. 

OLD SOLDIER asks: I served from July 6, 1883, to 
July 24, 1893, continuously, and went out under the Proctor 
Bill; re-enlisted Aug. 25, 1895, and served continuously up to 
date, Oct. 30, 1908. How many continuous service enlist- 
ments have I to my credit? Answer: Probably six. 

J. H. B. asks: (1) Do soldiers serving in the Hawaiian 
Islands receive the twenty per cent. increase, and (2) double 
time for foreign service? Answer: No to both questions. 

G. G. L. asks: On July 18, 1908, I was discharged by pur- 
chase, having two years and seven months in; re-enlisted in 
ten days after. When will I be on my second enlistment 
period? Answer: Your discharge by purchase precludes your 
entering second enlistment period during your present enlist- 
ment. 

CO. CLERK asks: (1) A man enlisted in Marine Corps, 
served four years, was discharged in August, 1905, re-enlisted 
in the Army Sept. 26, 1905, went absent in desertion March 
30, 1906, until Feb. 25, 1908, was apprehended, tried for de- 
sertion, found guilty, sentenced to be confined for one year, 
and to forfeit $10 a month for the same period. The findings 
were approved, but the sentence was disapproved, as being in- 
adequate to the offense, and the man was ordered released. 
Would he be discharged Sept. 25, 1908, the day his term of 
enlistment would have expired, or would he have to ‘make up 
the time lost while absent in desertion, and what enlistment 
period would he be serving in? (2) If'a man had five years 
and over when the new pay bill passed, would he, when he 
completed the sixth year, go into the ‘third enlistment period 
in the beginning of his seventh year, or would he wait until 
he completed the enlistment he was then serving 'in and re- 
enlisted before being in the third period within the meaning 
of the new pay law? Answer: (1) He must'make up time lost 
in desertion. He should be mustered as of his second enlist- 
ment period. (2) He remains in his second enlistment period 
until discharged from present enlistment.

THE BARK DISEASE OF THE CHESTNUT. 


Within the past three years an apparently new dis- 
ease has proved very destructive to native chestnut trees 
in the general vicinity of New York city, and from there 
is spreading rapidly in all directions. So much atten- 
tion has been attracted to this that the Department of 
Agriculture has issued a circular letter giving informa- 
tion on the subject. The disease is caused by a fungus 
known variously as Diaporthe parasitica or Valsonectria 
parasitica. The spores enter the bark through wounds, 
dead twigs or dead wood anywhere, and from the point 
of infection grow in all directions through the growing 
layers beneath, the bark usually sounds hollow when 
on the opposite side of the trunk or limb, which in this 
way is girdled. All parts above the point of girdling 
die early in the following year. The disease is easily 
identified after the early stages. On limbs with smooth 
bark the areas attacked by the fungus show dead, dis- 
colored, sunken patches of bark, covered more or less 
thickly with yellow, orange or brown pustules of the 
fruiting fungus. On account of the destruction of the 
layers beneath, the bark usually sounds hollow when 
tapped. A patch usually grows fast enough to girdle 
the branch or trunk by the end of the first summer. 

The disease seems to attack all ages of chestnuts, and 
from seedlings in the nursery to trees a century old or 
over no varieties of chestnut appear to be free and no 
other tree is affected. The disease was not noted until 
1904 and the harm already done is enormous. It is 
doubtful if a person could find fifty chestnut trees in 
Greater New York free from this disease, and it has 
already spread as far north as Poughkeepsie, over half 
of Long Island and into New Jersey and Connecticut. 

It is probable that the only way in which the chestnut 
disease can be controlled is by a quarantine, requiring 
the destruction of all fatally diseased trees and the 
cutting out of all diseased parts throughout a large 
area. The Department of Agriculture accordingly ad- 
vises everyone who has chestnut trees affected to de- 
stroy them immediately, unless they regard the trees as 
sufficiently valuable to be treated individually. The 
death of the diseased trees is only a question of a very

short time, and by cutting them down immediately the 
danger of infecting trees still healthy is reduced to a 
minimum. In localities where the disease is just ap- 
pearing it would be possible by prompt cutting down or 
treatment of all infected trees, and very careful inspec- 
tion, to maintain a zone free from the disease, and hence 


keep the disease out of the already uninfected country 
beyond. 

Experiments have been inaugurated to show what can 
be done to save valuable individual trees and young 
orchards. Owners who desire to save such trees should 
communicate with Dr. Haven Metcalf, Pathologist in 
Charge of the Laboratory of Forest Pathology of the 


Department of Agriculture. 

Unless something can be done in the way of extensive 
and interstate quarantine there is nothing to prevent 
this disease from spreading to the chestnut forests and 
chestnut orchards throughout the country. For this rea- 


son we bring the matter to the attention of Army officers, 
who by their intelligent interest in forested localities 
where they are stationed may be able to assist in check- 
ing the spread of this disease. Protecting the tree by 


spraying is still in an experimental stage. Such meth- 
ods as watering the roots with copper sulphate, or boring 
holes in the wood and putting in chemicals or other sub- 
stances, are futile. The Department of Agriculture is 
deeply interested in ascertaining just how far this dis- 
ease has spread, and it is very much desired that parties 
who know of this disease in their vicinity report it to the 
a ge of Forest Pathclogy. 


Vith reference to treatment of individual trees: In 


case of those slightly diseased, the Department recom- 
mends the cutting out of all diseased twigs and affected 
spots on the trunk, taking care to cut entirely back of 
the disease into the healthy wood. Trees badly diseased 
are dug up and all diseased parts burned. The healthy 
portions of the remaining trees are sprayed in the early 
spring, before the buds swell, with lime-sulphur spray. 
It is doubtful, however, if older chestnut trees could be 
saved in this manner, by the smal] land owner, owing 
to the expense involved. This treatment is by no means 
a positive remedy or prevention, but more in the nature 
of an experiment. Trees once affected by this disease 
eventually die, as a general thing.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


M. Chaumet, the deputy for Bordeaux, finds the rea- 
son for France’s gradually losing second place among 
naval powers in the fact that she thought she ought 
to possess a defensive navy, and that a navy could be had 
at cheap rates. The first idea led to a number of use- 
less units heing built. These units cost less than do, 
battleships, but they last only half the life of battleships. 
and thus they are costly after all. Then, the cost of 
the crews serving in these supposedly cheap flotillas is 
$5,125,000 a year, as compared with $2,456,825 spent an- 
nually on the crews of all the French battleships. “It 
is true we have a navy—on paper,” says M. Chaumer, 
who shows that France has the following fighting-fit 
units: Fifteen battleships, five coast-defense vessels, 
twenty-one armored cruisers, sixty-four destroyers, 162 
torpedoboats, thirty submersibles, and thirty-eight sub- 
marines. 

The French army is to have white bread next year. It 
has been discovered that the bread hitherto used, which 
contains a small proportion of bran and is popularly 
known as the “boule de son,” or “bran ball,’ does not 
fully absorb liquid, and is, therefore, unsuitable for thick- 
ening soup. It was also found that great waste resulted 
from giving each man his own rations—a 3-pound loaf 
every two days. Not only is white bread to be used in 
future, but each man will take what he requires at meal 
times. ‘The reduction of waste is expected to make up 
for the extra cost of white bread. The French soldier's 
daily ration on the march is: Meat without bone, 8.40 oz. ; 
bread, 35.30 oz. (or biscuit, 26.50 oz.) : dried vegetables, 
2.12 oz.: salt, .50 oz.: sugar, .70 oz.; coffee, .60 oz. 

Special attention is being directed in the British navy 
to the water level in boilers, as several cases have re- 
cently been noticed in which boilers have been consider- 
ably damaged owing to the shortness of water. Cases 
have also occurred which indicate that where arrange- 
ments for burning oil fuel are fitted, steam has been raised 
in boilers by the use of oil much too rapidly for safety, 
and undue deterioration has been promoted. Where both 
oil fuel and coal-burning appliances are fitted, oil fuel is 
never to be used for raising steam, and where oil-fuel 
burning appliances cnly are fitted, steam is to be raised 
slowly, except in cases of great emergency. 

Taller recruits will hereafter be insisted upon for the 
3ritish Grenadier Guards and the Coldstream Guards, 
where the standard is raised to 5 feet 8 inches. 

In Great Britain a new type of Army helmet is under 
trial. It is lighter and stronger than those at present in 
use, a series of aluminum ventilating bridges being made 
to form a frame, which is covered by waterproof ma- 
terial, either light or heavy according to the climate. 

The new regulations as to the marriage of Austrian 
naval officers are, on the whole, similar to those applica- 
ble to the land forces. One-third only of the executive

officers may be married, whereas engineer officers and na- 
val surgeons may marry to the extent of 66 per cent. 
Officers applying for leave to marry must prove a special 
investment of 4 per cent. of a capital sum, varying, ac- 
cording to rank, from 15,000 to 60,000 kroner, $3,750 to 
$15,000. In the case of officers under 30 years of age the 
investment must be 50 per cent. higher in value. 

From an article in the Wiesbadener Zeitung reviewing 
the growth of the German navy, it appears that the 
strength of its personnel has been more than doubled 
since "1898, from 25,015 to 50,536. The corps of officers 
grew from 1,229 to 2,667, while the warrant and petty 
officers now number 2,079 and 9,429, respectively. The 
two seamen divisions represent a total of 20,560 men, the 
two dockyard divisions 15,141, the two torpedo divisions 
6.117, the four seamen gunner divisions 3,451, and the 
two marine battalions 1,365 men. 

The Austro-Hungarian naval department has elected 
not to enter upon a competition with other navies in the 
construction of Dreadnoughts, says the Army and Navy 
Gazette, London. The Erzherzog Franz Ferdinand class 
displace 14,500 tons, and are intended to carry four 12- 
inch, eight 9.4-inch, twelve 3.9-inch and six 2.7-inch guns, 
and to have a speed of twenty knots. 


The recent Casablanca affair, between Germany an 
France, involving desertions from the French Foreign 
Legion, calls into consideration the composition of that 
heterogeneous organization. It is composed of disap- 
pointed men of every country—political refugees, mili- 
tary fugitives; in fact, every variety of the world’s rest- 
less citizens go to make up this wonderful mongrel fight- 
ing machine.

in Northern Africa. In the early days the regimenis 
were divided into “national sections,’ men from the 
same country being kept together. This resulted, how- 
ever, in continual racial disputes, and each company, con- 
sequently, was given a cosmopolitan composition. Since 
its formation the officials have guarded closely against 
desertions, and, as the Legion only serves in French 
colonial territory where the centers are remote and trans- 
portation is difficult, a successful desertion is a rare feat. 

General Langlois, editor of the Revue Militaire Géné- 
rale and an eminent French authority on military sub- 
jects, is greatly in favor of motor vehicles for army use. 
He points out that with mechanical traction it is possible 
to convey five times the weight that can be moved by 
means of horsed baggage-carts: while the distance tra- 
versed by the motor each day is four times as great as 
that covered by horsed wagons. Thus by mechanical 
agency the possibilities are multiplied twenty times, while 
the length of the train of convoys is greatly reduced, the 
number of vehicles and of persons in charge is dimin- 
ished, and the supply is accomplished with much greater 
rapidity. 

The British Secretary for War states that the muzzle 
velocity produced by the ammunition used in the Lee- 
Enfield rifle and that given by the ammunition used in 
the German army, the Austrian army. and the United 
States Army are as follows: British, 2,060 foot seconds 
with 215 grain bullet; German, 2,900 foot seconds with 
154 grain bullet: Austrian, 2,030 foot seconds with 244 
grain bullet; U.S.A., 2,650 foot seconds with 150 graia 
bullet. 

Italian military engineers are engaged in the produc- 
tion of a plan of Rome by means of tele-photography 
from a captive balloon, sent up to an altitude of from 
500 to 700 m. (1,640 to 2,300 feet), the camera being 
manipulated from the ground. The work is being done 
by sections, and the original, which will be on the scale 
of 1:5,000, may be subsequently enlarged to the scale of 
1:200. 

A scheme to overcome the extraordinary lack of horses 
available for British military use will be presented to the 
House of Commons. It is proposed to make capitation 
grants to the colonies of the empire in return for a prom- 
ise to hold a stated. number of horses at the disposal of 
the government, for use in time of national emergency. 

The searchlights on the British Temeraire, says the 
United Service Gazette, call for special attention, the in- 
stallation on board comprising no less than eleven pro- 
jectors, which, besides being equipped with automatic 
lamps, are connected up by a control system of circuits 
with the range-finders and the anti-torpedo armament 
which they are designed to serve. The defensive lights 
are fitted in such a way as to allow of four of. them being 
aligned on a given point without any material interfer- 
ence with the training of the 4-inch guns. 


While in the United States Navy electricity has been 
very largely used for working guns in the turrets and 
barbettes, in the British fleet hydraulic power has found 
most favor. Some of the early “County” class of armored 
cruisers had electrical installations for working their 
twin 6-inch guns in the turrets on the fore and aft line ; 


but these, like previous electrical installations for ex- 
perimental purposes, did not give the satisfaction in prac- 
tical working that was expected of them, and so hydraulic 
systems have been continued in later ships. In the Invin- 
cible, however, the authorities have once more reverted 
to the electrical systems in two of the turrets, while two 
other turrets are fitted with special hydraulic power ap- 
paratus. ‘Thus the two systems are in competition in 
the same ship, and at the recent gunnery trials no definite 
conclusion appears to have been come to. 

The St. Petersburg papers, following the recent retire- 
ment of thirteen Russian admirals, express the hope that 
this will only be the beginning of a clean sweep of all 
those naval officials who, more than General Kuropatkin 
and the army officers, are regarded as responsible for the 
terrible defeats in the Japanese war. The Novoe Vremya 
(St. Petersburg) hears that, in addition to the thirteen 
admirals already cashiered from the Russian navy, eight 
more will shortly be dismissed the service. In all, 117 
higher officers in the naval service will be dismissed. 
Their places are to be filled by new appointments before 
the New Year. 


Owing to the rugged nature of the North Frisian coast 
and the difficuJties of navigation from frequent fogs, the 
German naval authorities have recognized the necessity 
for a safe base for torpedoboats in that part of the North 
Sea, and have selected Lister Deep, Island of Sylt, for 
the purpose. The southern area of the Deep forms a 
natural shelter, out of range from the open sea, and its 
basin is large enough to accommodate a flotilla of tor- 
pedoboats and several small cruisers as well. As the 
depth of water over its bar is only about 15 feet, it is 
safe from attack by large vessels, and a few guns and 
howitzers, in conjunction with mines, would be sufficient 
protection at the northern point of Sylt, while heavy 
breakers on the west would probably frustrate any at- 
tempts at landing on that side of the island. 


The recently launched British battleship Collingwood 
is expected to be ready for sea in about fifteen months. 
With a length of 563 feet, breadth 84 feet, and draught 
27 feet, the displacement will be 19,250 tons. The main 
armament will comprise ten of the new type of 12-inch 
gun, .50 caliber, having an increased velocity, energy, and 
penetration at the longest effective range over earlier 
types, while the increase in the number of 4-inch weapons 
from sixteen to twenty will add considerably to the ship’s 
defensive powers, as will also the improved distribution 
of armor, which ensures protection of the vitals not only 
in the sides and crests, but also at either end. The side 
belt, which will be of hardened steel, will be eleven inches 
in thickness amidships, tapering down to two inches at 
the bow and stern; and, in addition to the outside armor, 
the vitals of the new vessel are protected by strong ar- 
mored bulkheads of special design. Like her predeces- 
sors, the Collingwood will have four propellers and. two 
rudders. She will be propelled by turbine engines of 
24,500 indicated horsepower, giving the vessel a speed of 
21 knots. Her complement will be 800 officers and men. 

The British Home Fleet as it will soon be composed 
when joined by the Bellerophon (the second Dread- 
nought), will consist of sixteen ships, namely, two Dread- 
noughts, two Lord Nelsons, two Invincibles, nine Majes- 
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ties, and the Vengeance. The Army and Navy Gazette 
(London) compares this fleet with the 16-ship fleets of 
the United States and Germany, our Atlantic Fleet and 
Germany’s High Sea Fleet. The weight of metal each of 
these three battleship fleets is capable of throwing from 
all their guns of and above 6-inch caliber is given as 
follows: “U.S. Atlantic Fleet, 102,300 lbs.; British 
Home Fleet, 91,000 Ibs. ; and the German High Sea Fleet, 
59,024 Ibs. These figures afford a rough-and-ready com- 
parison of the relative strength of the three fleets, al- 
though not, of course, of fighting efficiency and battle 
worthiness. The weight of projectile does not, indeed, 
bear a direct relation to the power of the gun, for in the 
above calculation the projectile of the 12-inch gun of the 
Dreadnought counts for no more than the projectile of 
the 12-inch of the Majestic. However, all that is sought 
to show is that the Home Fleet, by almost any compari- 
son, is now about double in strength that of the German 
force. The addition early next year of the Invincible 
and the Temeraire will also make the weight of metal 
thrown by the guns of the Home Fleet about equal to 
that of the United States fleet.” 

The publication of the report on the French army 
budget shows that, although numerically the fighting 
strength of France is nearly one hundred thousand men 
less than that of Germany, the French army is, on the 
whole, in better condition to-day than at any previous 
time in its history.
